A Remarkable Voyage, 


| JOURNEYING TEN THOUSAND MILE 


IN AN OVEN HOA’ 


AT SEA 


(Pall Mall Budge t.) 


Tho Homeward Bound lay at rest 
Dovor harbor after her ten months 
ings in two oceans, & woathor worn cocklo 
aholl, soa stained and barnacle covered, It 
was Sunday,aud thelittloboat washung with 
atreawors uf bunting, their bright colors 
contrasting odily With tho woe bogone ap- 
pearance of the hull, Tho day was  bril 
liantly fine, and there was a constant stream 
of visitors to see the Homeward Bound 
after her adventurous yoyage. The captain 
was at homo and he hailed to me to come 
aboard, which L did with some dilliculty, 
for the Homeward Bound is not an ordin- 
ary craft, but canvas covered and crank as 
a bit of sork, 

The crew consista of Capt, Nilson, his 
brother and a blackemith, one Olsen, who 
a couple of years ago were working together 
ata little settlomentin the Orange Free 
State. The captain, who had been at aca 
for many years previously, had a store, a 
blacksinith shop, a few horses and a bit of 
land ; and his brother and Olsen were in 
his employment. They had often disussed 
the question whether it was possible for an 

open boat to weatherthe towering winter 
waves off the Cape of Good Hope, and trade 
not being over prospérous they determined 
to try their luck. They had their boat to 
build, which was hot an easy matter 
250 miles inland, without proper 
materials and tools to work with, and some 
of the difficulties the men overcame re- 
mind one of Robinson Crusce's attempts to 
make a boat out ofa tree. For instance, 
the bent wood necossary for the construc- 
tion of the hull had to be sawed out of 
squared timber, an operation which naces- 
sarily delayed the work. This is only ono 
instance. However, after a time,the little 
boat was ready to be put on the ox waggon, 
ite length havivg, indeed, boen regulated 
by the length of that conveyance, and from 
Ultzieshoek, she was carried over the 
Drakensberg, nearly €,000 feet above the 
sea level, down to the soa at Durban. By 
the time she was fitted out she had cost 
between £200 and £500, 

Before giving a few dotails of one of the 
most adventurous voyages that was ever 
undertaken by man, I may describe the 
arrangemonts cf Homeward Bound. She is 
20 feetdong, has a beam of 4 feet 6 inches, 
and draws 44 feet of water, Sheis 44 tons 
burden, and her rigging consists of a main- 
mast, with gaff and beam, carrying maix- 
sail and gaff topsail, with $wo jibs, or one 
foresail and one jib. After the trip trom 
Port Natal to Table Bay a topmast was ad- 
ded, and the captain made u:her sails—a 
squaresail for running, a ry tare topsail for 
fine weather, and in the trade w uds stun- 
sails were pub out on both sides. Lamps 
of granite and sandbags were used for 
ballast, and seyen 20 gallon casks of 
fresh water were stowed away below 
the njain deck, each barrel being filled with 
aalt water as the fresh water was finished, 
It must be understood that the boat ia an 
open boat in the sense that it is little more 
than a shell covered over with a thin can- 
vas deck, well oiled, and divided into two 
air tight compartments—a small one aft for 
stowing the provisions, spare sails and 
other materials, separated by a well, 5 feet 
wide by 2 feet six inches deep, by 2 feet 
six inches long, from the larger portion for- 
ward, 


This was used as a cabin or genoral store 
room, and a yery extraordinary little hole 
it is to be the home of three big men for 
ten months, It is entered from the well 
which I have described through a small 
sliding door, through which I crawled with 
great difficulty. Thisis whatI saw: To, 
begin with, the height is about 2 feet 4 
inches, #o that it is impoasible to sit up,and 
thore is only room for two of the crew to 
lie down, the third man being at the helm. 
Some blankets, rotten with salt water, 
covered the floor, and coats, oilskins,trous- 
ers, boots and shirts were piled up on eithor 
side. The cabin is lighted by a little win- 
dow about a foot long and six inches wide ; 
the compass being inside, the man at the J 
helm is able to see the needlo from above, 
A little aneroid barometer is nailed up'close 
tothe lamp. The other dunnage was a 
curious mixture of odds and ends, suchasa 
sextant, a little mahogany teachest, strings 
of candles, breadbags, rusty scissors, 
knives, forks and spoons stuck into the 
beams overhead, billies and  panni- 
kins, fishing lines, log glass, fog horn, 
charts and many other articles too numer- 
ous to mention. Imagine this stuffy hole | 
in the tropics, with the sun overhead and 
not a breath’of wind; opin a hurricane 
with great séas beating down on the canvas 
overhead, and driving the frail craft almost 
out of sight by their weight. In the hot | 
weather the deck was kept cool by buckets 
of water, but in bad weather the door was 
generally kept open, and so well did she 
ride the gales that only about half a dozen 
times was it found necessary to shut the 
doorway. If the well filled, as it sometimes 
did, the man attho helm gave jt 4 jerk 
and let as much water out ag posgible, and 
then all hands turned to and baled. The 
men have suffered much from want of , 
exercise, for the well was theironly exer- 
cise ground ; and I haye given the dimen- 
sions of that already. The galley stood 

here, a little parafline stove, in which 
everything was cooked. They had ample 
supplies of tea, coffee, a few bottles of ram, 
for medical purposes, sugar, biscuit, flour, 
and an infinjte variety of tinned meats, 
yegotablos and potatoos, running short 
sometimes, but getting freah supplies at 
one of the four porta at which they touched. 
It was intensely interesting to hoar 
Capt. Nilson’s account of the trip, Lo is 
a Norwegian, who speaks very good Eng- 
lish, is a passed merchant captain who has 
been woathering storms for 20 yoara in 
every part of the globe, who has fought | 
in the Zulu war, and holds a certi- 
ficate from Baker, of Baker's Horse, | 
for his gorvices during tho Basuto | 
war, With such a tine fellow for a skip. 
vor itis not eurpsising that the Homeward | 

Sound reached British waters after her 

desperate yoysgo. The captain had takon

itom in the collection, for Capt. Nilson has 
had a careful training, and his loghook has 
beon kept in tho most minute manner 

In this voyage the crow was divided into 
two watchos, the captain taking the first 
four hours, the other two taking the next 
four and so on, Thoy suffered much from 
want of sloop, tho longest spell boing three 
days and throe nights. It is remarkable 
that they shipped a rat on board some 
where, and only got rid of him after a long 
chase, driving him overboard. In the 
tropics & huge shark followed them for a 
week, which was a little uncomfortable, but 
it sheored off eventually. Capt. Nilson was 
put to some queer shifts during his voyage, 
He had no chronometer, and it was often 
difficult to take the sun, owing to the low- 
ness of the boat in the water, so that many 
of his courses were stoored by dead rekcon- 
ing alone, but the constant handling of the 
boat had reduced the uncertainties of the 
log to sminimum. St. Helena, which is 
but a spot on the ocean, was hit, 80, - too 
was St. Michael, in tha Western islands, 
and Dover after a while. After leaving 
the Azores the log line was lost, and then 
the eye alone measured the distances run, 
but still he hit the Isle of Wight. The 
little boat was in sad plight more than once, 
the whole deck being submerged oyer and 
over again.

The Grite and Coercion, 


Aa was oxpocted, the Globe and the Grit 
press are ondeavoring to make political 
capital out of the recent vote in the House 
of Commons on the Irish question, thus 
introducing into the political arena of the 
Dominion an issue with which as Canadians 
we have nothing to do. It is not unreason- 
ablo that Irishwen by birth and men of 
Irish descent should take a lively interest 
in the situation in that country~-not un 
reasonable, indeed, that all classes of Cana- 
diane should bo interested in it, for it is one 
which affects the interests, tho peace and the 
solidity of the Empire; but what we object 
to is this ; that schoming politicians should 
trade in the question for party purposes as 
the Grit leaders have dono and are doing, 
Tho fact that simply because a Conservative 
Government in England has introduced 
what has come to be known as a Coercion 
Bill, the Conservative party in Canada is 
identified with the proposed legislation,and 
in every constituency of the Dominion Irish- 
men—those who represent the majority— 
are appoaled to to bear the circumstance in 
mind the noxt time they aro called 
upon to vote for a Conservative candi- 
date, home issues, affecting the welfare, 
the prosperity and the progress of the 
Dominion being made subservient to this 
one, is a line of action which cannot be de- 
fended. Butit is worthy of remark chat 
the Grit politicans and tho Grit jonrnals 
which thue attempt to identify Canadian 
Conservatism with coercion in Ireland took 
a very different course in 1881 and 1582, 
when the British Liberal Guvernment in- 
troduced, made law,and put into operation 
coercion more obnoxious thau that-now be- 
fore the Imperial House of Commons. 
Under those lawa the Land Loague was de- 
clared an illogal organization ; under one 
of those laws Mr. Parnell and many of 
his aggociates in the League wore arrested, 
imprisoned, and kept in gaol for months 
without a trial; under these laws hundreds 
of persons in Munster, Leinster and Con- 
naught were arrosted of suspicion, were 
forced into prison, and were kept there 
without being afforded the opportunity of 
answering in court tho charges preferred 
against them. But no Grit newspaper in 
Canada—no Grit politician—appealed to 
the Irish electors of the Dominion, and 
eMled upon them when next they went to 
the polls to remembor the tyranny of the 
Liberal Govornmont of England by yot- 
ing against tho Liberal party in Can- 
ada, No such course was adopted; and 
we are pleased to be able to say shat 
no ConserAative politician in Canada so 
far degraded his party as to attempt to 
make capital for it in this country by iden- 
tifying Canadian Liberalism with the Lib- 
eral coercion policy in Ireland. The so- 
called Liberalism of this country has so 
little to commond it to the favor of the 
people, that the leaders and the orgaus of 
the party find it necessary to take adyan- 
tage of all sorts of cries in the hope of 
stropgthening their position, Their pres- 
ent course in dealing with coercion in 
Ireland when contrasted with their silence 
in 1881 and 1882; their attitude on the 
Riel question ; their defence of rebellion in 
the North-West ; their tacit support of the 
repeal agitation in Nova Scotia, all prove 
how ready they aro to utilize any agitation 
or cry for the benefit of the party. 

Evorybody must regret that successive 
British Governments have considered it 
necessary to pass exceptional logislation in 
dealing with crimes in Ireland; but we 
decidedly object to the attempt which is 
boing mado im Canada by political tricksters 
to make it appear that the Conservative 
party in Canada should not bo supported 
because Conservative Government in 
England has acted in accordance with pre- 
codents sot by their Liberal predecessors 
in office. After all, however, the people 
can oasily understand the game these men 
aro playing. It isin keeping with their 
record, which stands before the country

The Earls of Danrayen and Granville on- 
dorsed the scheme, and Karl Onslow with- 
drew his motion upon the government 
promising to give further information as 
early as pvssible.

Colonial Defence, 


Koglanil Vrovides the Men-of-War and

Lon von, April 30.— Parliament went into 
committee on the Crimes Bill last night, 
Dr. Commins, Liberal, moved that the 
Crimes Act should not bo retrospective.

l can loarn it has never attacked us, as our 
dairy products were of too low a cliaracter,

From this return it appears that the im- 
port from little Denmark was just eleven 
million pounds more than the entire make 
of Ontario from all sources, and the price 
six contsa pound more than ours, T 
price paid by Great Britain forour dairy 
and creamery exports was no higher than 
that paid to Holland and the United 
States, from whence are drawn large quan- 
tities of butterine. Australia is threo 
times as far away from market as we are, 
and yet they get aa high a price for their 
shipments, 

Oatario makes about 32,000,000 pounds 
of butter a year, and according to the re- 
turns mado to the Bureau of Statistics, this 
output averaged only 124 cents per pouad, 

r $3,900,000. The whole of our creamery 
butter is little more than 1,240,000 lbs., if 
so much ; but the average prico paid for it 
is about 20c. per lb,, or just 74c, more per 
Ib. than that made by thousands of pairs of 
hands in L don't know how many different 
churns, washed and unwashed, colored and 
uncolored, colored too much or not enough, 
worked or unworked, and packed away in 
layers, each one a different shade to the 
other, and no tivo of them having the same 
flavor or keeping qualities, A recent daily 
paper, the accuracy of whose commercial 
reports is unquestioned, quotes the follow- 
ing figures for presont supplies of butter 
made in Oatario ;

Hfow long shall we continue to allow such 
& difference as llc, per pound to exist be- 
tween the best and the poorest quality of 
butter? We have only thirty-five creameries 
in Ontario at present, and these make less 
than four per cent. of Hie provincial product, 
but they eurn over eight per cent. of the butter 
revenue, The larger the quantity of poor 
butter in the market, the greater will be 
the depreasing influence on the value of 
good buttor, and the larger the proportion 
of good creamery butter we can get on the 
market, the moro difficulty it will be tor 
low grades to tind a market at all. 


We have to make up our minds to extend 
the working season for creameries, 0 as to 
include the wititer months. It has been 
found necessary in the United States where 
the same climatic conditions prevail. Tho 
New England States Creameries are at this 
date paying to their patrons for cream, prices 
which are equivalent to 28 and 30c. per Ib. 
for butter, without the work of churning 
and making. Tho Michigan, New York 
and Wisconsin creameries are paying their 
patrons the equivalent of from 29 to 3lc. 
per lb. How is all this accomplished ? 
First of all, because the standard of quality 
has been raised all rouad by the elevating 
influence of creameries ; aud svcond, be- 
cause the market is not glutted with butter 
in summer to such an extent as to oblige 
them to carry a large surplus through the 
winter. Creameries operate the year 
round, and feed the market just as fast as 
it can absorb the jyeekly make, and no 
faster. Tho effect of creamory butter on 
the public taste is improving,and wherever 
it finds its way it makes consumers less 
content to use inferior goods, 


Roundly stated, it may be said that On- 
tario alone loses $2,500,000 cvory yoar on 
its present output. Tho loss on the un- 
deyeloped dairy interest is fully an equal 
amount, so that we have the enormous sum 
of five millions a year passing us by. This 
sum would much more than pay all the 
provincial subsidies on a basis of one dollar 
per capita instead of eighty cents; or, it 
would give to Ontario the equivalent of 
$5.50 per aunum on every head of popula- 
tion. Can we realize this! We have lift- 
ed the cheese trade of Ontario to the very 
front rank in England, and why? Because 
those interested had faith in improvement, 
and worked earnestly to secure the position 
we now enjoy in cheese. 


Before closing let me say the increasing 
rivalry among those whosupply the English 
market will make it impossible to obtain 
any increase of price. We must 
begin where the Dames did, and where the 
English and Scotch have, Instead of rais- 
ing 3000 lbs. of milk per cow, and using 
three acres for the purpose, we must double 
the animal's capacity and treble the yield 
of the acre. This has beeen worked out 
already by many men in all parts of Can- 
ada, inthe cheese and butter districts. 
We want to incroase the per acre yield, 
and to get a more economical animal 
than the cow we havo now. Unless wo 
can havo a minimum of 6000 Ibs. of 
milk, containing at least 200 Ibs, 
of butter per cow,and acres able to raino at 
the very least one half this amount, the 
sooner wo quit the business the bettor, No 
well-to-do farmer that I know will operate

Heorrings for Sardines, 


What Nature Makos forthe French, 


Man 
Makes for Americans, 


"It ina fact that can't be donied," aaid 
a New York wholesale grocer to a New York 
Sun reporter, ** that there are very fow im 
ported gardines, and consequently few sar 
dines at all are sold in the United States 
nowadays, and yet on® consumer in a thou- 
sand doos not know thy difference, so nearly 
do the fish that are-auld for sardines Ap- 
proach to the genuine both in appearance 
and taste. Nine-tenths of our sardines 
come from Maine, There are in Eastport 
alone over twenty places whore they man- 
ufacture sardines, aud there are more at 
Jonesport, Lubec and other towns, 

‘The business began in 1876, and was 
started by some New Yorkers who went to 
Kustport, and at tiest did quite a business 
in packing small herring in peculiar looking 
little kega in a pickla of spices. These 
herring were placed in the market as ‘Iua- 
sian herring, and | can remenber when 
the cheap and fraudulent fish was on the 
bills of fare of the swell restaurants of 
New York as the highest priced relish they 
served, These enterprising Now Yorkers 
made money fast in their Maine venture, 
but they believed there was more atill in 
modeling the horring upon French sar- 
dines, although some shrewd Yankees had 
experimented extensively aud spent much 
money trying to make the venture practi- 
cal some years before. It had been found 
easy to cook the little fish, pack them in 
olive oil in imitation sardine cans, and give 
them the appearance of genuine imported 
sardines, But when they came to bo eaten 
the fraud was palpable. The rich, spicy 
flavor of tho French sardine was not there, 
but only the unmistakable taste of the na- 
tive herring, Tho Yankees could not dis- 
cover avy means by whioh the herring taste 
could be eradicated, and the sardine busi- 
ness was pronounced a failure; but our 
smart Now Yorkers, after a few experi- 
ments, hit upon a mixture of oils and 
spices for a packing sauce which made a 
sardine in a twinkling and a gigantic in- 
dustry has sprung from the simple disgov- 
ery. Notonly are sardines made from 
common herring now, but also from sea 
trout, 4 fish called a moranee and several 
other finny species, all herring of lesser or 
greater growth, 

“The herring of which sardines aro made 
are not oyer four inches long, and the 
catching of the fish keeps hundred of people 
busy along the coasta of Maine and New 
Brunswick, The herring go in shoals like 
mackerel, and the price received for them 
is goverer entirely by the condition of the 
fisheries, 

“The herring are thoroush!y washed 
after being cleaned and aro ten placed. in 
pickle for an hour. Taken froim the pickle, 
they are laid on trays and placed in a dry- 
ing room heated to a high temperature By 
steam, When dry the fish are boiled in 
large shallow pans filled with oil, the fish 
being thoroughly cooked in the oil, Girls 
and women then pack the herring in the 
tin boxes in which they are placed in the 
market. The sauce discovered by the 
enterprising New Yorker, which is a pa- 
tented article, is poured into the boxos, 
which are handed oyer to men who solder 
on the covers. To remove the air whichis 
sealed in with the fish, and which must be 
taken out to insure the preservation of the 
sardines, the boxes are placedina tank of 
boiling water for a half anhour. On being 
removed they are placed on an_ inclined 
plane. The air insideis then driven to 
one corner; a workman punctures that 
corner with an awl; the hot air escapes,and 
the awl hole is immediately covered with a 
drop of solder, and the box is air-tight. 
The box then receives its French label, 
berring the inscription, ‘a I'huille d’olive.’ 
The thuille d’olive’ is made from cotton 
seed in South Carolina, and isn’t the best 
quality of that, either , not by a good deal. 
There is a class of these Maine sardines, 
known as prime, which are preserved in 
the best cotton-seed oil. 

** Now York is the great wholesale centre 
for these Yankeo sardines. Some idea of 
the magnitude of the business may be ob- 
tained when | tell you that one factory 
alone in Lubec, and there are others that 
are doing as big a business, made and sold 
nearly 2,000,000 boxes of sardineg last 
year, to say nothing of sea trout and other 
brands of transformed herring. The man- 
ufacturers or packers mako a clear profit 
of 6 centaa box, the factory price being 
about 11 cents a box, These same sar- 
dines are retailed every day for 40 cents a 
box, and you will pay halfa dollar fora 
box if you order sardines at your reataurant 
in New York,”

French Industry and Economy, 

The French people seem to be as busy as 
bees in a hiye. Industry—active, earnest 
and porsistent—is the rule.

If a hand cart is to be drawn, she is har- 
nessed with a man, and supplies her full 
share of the strength to draw the vehicle. 
This union of men and women in the 
struggle for honest livelihood has a moral 
as woll aa a material significance. It not 
only accounts for the fact that this people 
usually have cash on hand, but it is the 
cause of results still more important and pre- 
cious,for out of this mutuality and inter-de- 
poorer. a beste er enrees of life spring 
1onorable social and domestic relations. 
Eyon among the humblest and pooregt 
classes in Paris the family ia an inatitution 
of ideal sacredness, It may bo true that 
the French have no name for home, but it 
is not true that tho real thing that conati- 
tutes home does not exist in France. A 
I’rench homo is a real howe—a prized home 
This ynion of effort of which L have spokou

child, of love and affection It tells of 
willing sacrifice of individual ease for the

The Relics of Calvary, 


A French writer distributes the relics of 

the cross and the crucifixtion as follows 

_ The Wood of the Cross—Thelargest por- 
tions are in the basilica of the Holy Croes 
of Jerusalein, at Rome, and in the Cathe- 
dral of Paris. 

The Title of the Cross—The tablet on 
which is the well-known inscription I. N 
R. 1, (Jesus Nazarenus, Rex Judworum— 
Jesus of Nazareth, King of the Jews), is 
preserved in the basilica of the Holy Oross 
of Jerusalem, at Rome. 

The Crown of Thorns—It forms part of 
the treasure of Our Lady of Paris, but is 
devoid of thorns, which have been granted 
to a great many churches. This relic, 
with the fragments of the cross, is borne in 
triumph by twelve canons or cures of Paris 
1) the solemn procession which is held at 8 
o'clock Good Friday night in Notre Dame. 

The Church of St. Sernin, in Toulouse, 
has a fragment of the crown, which was 
given it by St. Louis, through his brother 
Alphonse, Count of Poitiers and Toulouse. 

The Nails—One, history relates, was 
thrown by St. Helena into the Adriatic to 
calm a storm ; the second is in the famous 
iron crown of the ancient Lombard kings 
(used by Napoleon I, in his coronation) the 
third isin the church of Notre Dame, in 
Paris, At Monza,near Milan,is a nail whose 
authenticity Benedict XIV. is saidto haye 
established, 

The Sponge—Is at Rome, in the basilica 
of St. John Lateran. _ 

The Lance—The point isat Paria and 
the rest at Rome. 

The Robe—It was given to the Church of 
Tryves by St. Helena. (Lt is known as tho 
Holy Coat.) 

The Tunic—Charlemagne. gave it to the 
mocastery of Argenteuil, near Paris, whore 
his sister was a nun. The church of Argen- 
teuil has the relic to this day. 

The different pieces of the Winding 
Sheet—the largeat is at Turin. The Church 
of Cadonin, department of Dordogne 
(France), has the cloth in which the head 
was wrapped, 

Rome has the linen with which Veronica 
wiped Uhrist's face. 

The upper part of the pillarof the scourg- 
ing isat Rome in the Church of St. 
Praxeda since 1223. The other part is at 
Jerusalem, in the Church of the Holy 
Sopuicher.

When Attorney-General Mowat iutro- 
duced his bill granting permission to the 
Government to divide the York Shrievalty 
into two parts, city and county, he deserib- 
ed the office as a very important one, call- 
ing tor high qualities iu the incumbent and 
a large income to enable him to fulfill his 
social duties. Therefore he declined to 
entertain.a proposal to fund the fees and 
pay a liberal fixed salary to the oocupant. 
If this suggestion, originally made by the 
World, had bocn entertained the public 
who use tho sherifi’s oflico might have 
a burden of $5,000, 
inconveniont that 
gum might have accrued to the Pro- 
vincial ‘Treasury. ‘To obtain patronage 
Mr. Mowat determined to deprive the 
people of this considorable amount of money 
and in order to serve ulterior onds he aleo 
resvlyed to divide the oflice into two parts 
—county and city. He did not alloge that 
any public gain would arise from the 
division. He could bot. The creation of 
two shrievalties in one county is, in fact, 
so absurd an anomaly that it almost passes 
belief that a separation should be proposed 
by asane man. The courts and the jail 
are used in common by city and county and 
the creation of two sheriffs to run these is 
as farcical a conceptivn as the human mind 
is capable of, But after revelations have 
shown that it was necessary to throw a sop 
to Cerberus. 

Immediately after the death of Sheriff 
Jarvis it was reported that the Minister of 
Public Works and the Provincial Secretary 
were aspirants for the cflice, but these ru- 
mors s00n died away and speedily camo on 
the tapis the name of Mr, Frederick Mowat, 
eldest son of the Attorney Geveral. The 
proposition was scouted by supporters of 
the Government, but still the report grew 
andstrengthened. The gentleman in ques- 
tion is amiable and well meaning, but no 
one could assert that he possessed even the 
slightest qualifications for the duties of the 
shrievalty. He has tried several occupations 
and made no progress in any of them, and 
has good reason to rejoice that he was born 
a member of a wealthy family. It is need- 
less to dwell on the means used to make 
it appears that Reformers in Toronto favor- 
ed the appointment. Certain it is that 
men were urged to join the deputation 
which waited on the Attorney General to 
press him to appoint his son, with an assur- 
ance that it was 4 mere compliment and 
that Mr, Mowat was sure to decline the pro- 
posil. Fora parallel to the spectacle of 
Mr. Robert Jaffray urging the Attorney- 
General to grant his son the sum of six 
thousand a year for life at the public ex:

General did not even wait to do what he 
promised. At the Cabinet meeting—imme- 
diately after this touching scene—at which 
the appointment was made,Mr, Fraser and 
the Messrs. Ioas were absent. 

Tho circumstances itidicate, a fotoful 
change in the attitude of the Reform party 
iD regard to patronage. ‘There was a time 
when no large number of Reformers would 
haye tclerated the unnecessary expendi- 
ture of five thousand ¢ollars on the oflice 
of sheriff of & single county, nor was ne- 
potism grateful tothem. Very lately the 
Globe waxed indignant because the sons of 
Sir John and Sir Charles at Winnipeg wore 
permitted to apply to the Ottawa Govern- 
ment fortimber limits on behalf of their 
clients.

The carpenters of Hamilton are on strike. 


Toronto, May 2.—The firstof the ex- 
pected series of strikes was inavgurated 
this morning when the stonemasons went 
out on their demand of $3 a day. 
The Union at their meeting on Satur- 
day night resolyed on this course of ac- 
tion, which the employers say is a dis- 
tinct violation of an agreoment to 
give three months’ notice. The strike 
will affect eight hundred men. The 
masters are at present firmly opposed 
to the increase, and say that they will re- 
sist the demand. The carpenters, itis be- 
lieved, will follow the example of the stone- 
masons to-morrow, but in their case the 
timely notice was given, Over 1,800 men 
will bo affected by this strike.

To this proposition Mr, Paterson acced- 
ed and it was so ordered. The question is 
a big one.

Mr. C. H, Tupper moved for a return 
showing, as to each electoral district, the 
date of the return mado by the returning 
ofticer after the general elections of 1874. 
In speaking to the motion, he said that Mr. 
Mills had pointed out that after the lata 
elections the Conservatives were gazetted 
first. He had taken the trouble to look up 
in part the returns of the general elections 
held since Confederation.

The returns in 1874 were gazetted in seyen 
batches, but all of the prominent Liberals, 
including Messrs. Mackenzie, Cartwright, 
Ross, Patterson and Charlton appeared in 
the first two. 

Mr. Mills, in reply, stated that at the 
proper time he would show that the Clerk 
of the Crown in Chancery had wilfully and 
flagrantly violated his oath of office and 
should be dismissed by the Government.

Jusv 
before the consummation thereof he throw 
dust in the eyes of the people by establish- 
iog the Wiman baths on the island. He 
‘*got at’ most of our leading papers and 
they swallowed the monopoly that he creat- 
ed without protest. This ia believed to 
have been the first time that ** got at" Mr, 
Bunting andthe Mail, When he gained 
his ends he told the shareholders’ of the 
Montreal company that they might whistle 
for the dividend that he had guaranteed. 

Now he has attempted a much larger 
job—to wheedle the Canadian Dominion 
into annexation, And he goes about it in 
his customary way. He establishes a Can- 
adian club in New York, he lavishly enter- 
tains Canadians at his Staten Island palace, 
fills them up—with his views—and sends 
them home to adyocate what he desires. 

What, then, is his desire? It is this. 
He is a wealthy man but he will be a much 
wealthier wan, have much more power, if 
his great Staten Island project is realized, 
That project ia intimately bound up in the 
prosperity of the port of New York. What- 
ever will build up Néw York, that will make 
it the great metropolis ofthe continent, will 
put millions in his pocket, and power in his 
baton. He is to have inimense royalties on 
every passengerandovory ton of freight that 
comes to New York by or thresh his Staten 
Island monopoly. The shipping aud rail- 
way facilities in New York aud .!ersey City 
are now taxed to their utniost, aud the ac- 
commodation of Staten Islandinust be called 
into requisition. Wiman controls it. He 
has made a bargain \ith the Baltimore and 
Ohio road —one of the greatest railway cor- 
rations in the States, hitherto debarred 
rom New York—for agcess to New York 
by way of his privileges. Others will haye 
to come to him in the same way, and pay 
him enorimoos tolls for ninety-nine years to 
come. To build up New York, to make her 
the entrepot forall the goods of Europe and 
the centre from which the produce of this 
continent is distributed to the four quar, 
ters, is his desire, There ig millions in that 
for him, 

Where thon is the trade to come from to 
build up his Staten Island? He has cast 
about and he sees Toronto, he sees Mont- 
real, he sees Canada, If this Canada can 
only be turned his way,if her traftic can all 
be turned into the lap of New York, that 
will do for the present, Erastus Wiman 
to suit his own ends secks to break up the 
trade of the St. Lawrence, to. divert . it his 
way. Thatis the man's one object, the 
one reason why he entertains Canadians, 
has his “men” placed in various parts of 
thia country who merely shout when he 
pulls the string. There are a dozen of these 
Wimanites in Toronto. You can read 
their lines in alleged monetary papers, you 
may hearthem in the wires ofthetelegraph, 
you may see and hear the Wimanite among 
the decayed politicians of Canada, 
you can tind them in the Mau building to- 
day. Poor Chris Bunting, who has been a 
falling star for many a day, is now a soured 
and grizzled man ; he, too, has taken Wi- 
man’s shilling and is trying to gabble to the 
Wiman waltz! William Macdougall as 
well! Mr. Blake. we believe, is innocent 
of Wiman, but the foolish @lobe is trying to 
drag him into the pond. Valancy Fuller, 
a respectable granger on Burlington Plains, 
has caught the infection and now , believes 
that his Jersey cows would give richer milk 
if the stars and stripes floated from his cow 
shed! Poor, deluded men! Wiman has 
roped them all in either by tafly or by gold, 
and they have all turned in to damn their 
country to build up the New York lotsand 
water privileges of Erastus Wiman, a re- 
creant Canadian,—Toronto World.

To make good butter, all having care of 
cows and milk should work intorestedly, 
conscientiously, and harmoniously, each | 
‘do his best—his very best 
and to do it eve ry day.’

Thon having good butter cows, thoy may 
adopt tho following plan with success 

(1) Keep cows in clean, warm, ventilat- 
ed atables in winter, 

(2.) Troat gently ; feed, water and milk 
regularly. 

(3.) Food in winter; Corn, oats, ground, 
mix with bran, ecald and salt occasionally ; 
also carrots, pumpkins, good timothy, 


clover, and cornstalks. Avoid turnips, 
cabbage, and decaying veyotables. 

(4,.) Food in summer: Good pasture and 
fodder corn, 

(5.) Pure water at all seasons, 

(6.) Serupulous cleaning of all utensile. 

(7.) Milk rapidly and quietly in pail 
that strains while milking, or cover pail 
with folds of mosquito netting ; restrain 
through both wire and cloth into deep 
capa. 

(8.) Reduce and 
fifty degrees. 

(9.) Skim sweet. 

(10,) Keep cream at moderate tempera- 
ture until thickened, which indicates sufti- 
cient acidity, 

(L1.) Air by frequent stirring. 

(12.) Churn in summer in early morning 
every other day, Sundays excepted ; in win- 
ter no less than semi-weekly. Temper- 
ature 60 degrees. 

(13.) Stop churning when in granular 
state,draw buttermilk and add weak brine. 
Place pure white rather thin cloth in large 
seamless pan half filled with brine, then 
remove butter topan. Gather cloth with 
Band drain,repeat until no trace of butter- 
milk, 

(14.) Butter still in grapular, salt (pure 
dairy ope ounce per pound) by silting 
evenly, stirring with ladle and turning ou 
cloth. 

(15,) Pack immediately in tubs,preyious- 
ly filled with hot brine, then thoroughly 
cooled, 

_ (16) Cover neatly with inuslin, and set 
in cool dry place to await shipment,

Managing Manure, 

Among some farmers, observes the Ger- 
mantown Telegraph, there is a complaint 
that their horse manure “fire fangs,” or 
pazses through the heating process which is 
so intense, that the manure is well burned 
up, This is exceedingly injurious to the 
manure, and can and should be preyented, 
It occurs, or is liable to occur, when the 
manure is thrown loosely jgtaa pile, and 
without being disturbed will commence to 
germinato. heat, Horse manure has a 
stronger tendency in that direction than 
that of most any animal, and this can be 
prevented, and tho value of the manure 
maintained, if attended to as it ahould be, 
There is no trouble where, as is aometimes 
the case, horsg jjanure is cast into a hog- 
pen, ag jt is then worked over with hog ma- 
nyre, whereby both are improved. Another 
method which is equally as effectual in pre- 
venting heating is to cart the same undera 
shed, where cattle are acoustomed to tread 
oy to lie; when packed thus closely, and 
wot as it occasionally muat be, by the urine 
of animals, it is kept moist until wanted for 
uso, ‘The same practice in connection with 
sheep would bo valuable, and equally aa 
effectual. We have always found that any 
manure that left to itself, thrown loosely 
into.a pile, was liable to become heated, 
when packed tightly under the tread of an- 
imals would be preserved with all its manu- 
real yaluo retained, Sheep manure while 
thus kept closely packed, excluding the air, 
will not heat, but when loosely pitched into 
a pile will soon heat and expel the valuable 
elements of fertility,

‘The administration of the law 
was so bound up with the Orange faction 
that it could not be impartial. 

Mr. Gladstone suggested that the words 


‘proclaimed districts” remain, but that 
the districta be defined under the other 
clauses ef tho bill. The answer of Mr, 


Balfour that all districts should be treated 
impartially was not sufficient, because fhe 
Ministers had often referred to tho par- 
ticular parts of Ireland where the bill was 
meant to operate. No doubt the people 
of Bolfast regarded with disgust and horror 
thy prevalence of disorder in their midat, 
but the same apology was equally good for 
othor districts, Tho conduct of some por- 
sons in Belfast recently stained the name 
of Ireland moro than the conduct of the peo- 
ple of any other part of Ireland, (Cheers.) 

Lord Randolph Churchill said tho sugges- 
tion Mr. Gladstone had made might havo 
boen valuable, but its value had been des- 
troyed by the raising of points w hich were 
calculated to lead to a controversy, Mr. 
Gladstone had made himself a party to the 
insinuation that the Government intended 
to apply the clause only to cortain parts of 
Ireland and leave Belfast out. There liad 
been disorder in Belfast, but tho law had 
not beon arrested. There was no analogy 
between the riots in Belfast and ‘* moon- 
lighting” in Kerry, for which nota single 
person had been made amenable to justice; 
no one would yenture to sssert that the ju- 
rios in the North of Ireland had failed to 
do their duty, a3 was often tho case with 
juries in the south of Ireland. To put the 
diabolical outrages of tho South of Lreland, 
as Mr. Gladstone did, on the same level as 
the disturbances in Belfast, was to condone 
and apologize for those outrages. (Cheers. ) 

Mr. Healy replied that over three hun- 
dred persons were maimed for life and 
some killed in the Belfast riots, and that 
only a‘fow of tho rioters had been ‘punish- 
ed. Hesnid the statemont was untrue 
that there had been no conviction in Kerry. 
There bad been over twenty. 

Mr. Holmes said that not a single 
‘‘Moonlighter” had ever been convicted. 
It was only by change of venue that any 
convictions could be obtainod. 

Mr. Healy postponed his motion in de- 
feronce lo Mr, Gladstono’s suggestion. 

Au aimoudment proposed by Mr, Healy, 
that an enquiry be held only when evi- 
dence has been withheld on account of 
intimidation, was rejected by a vote of 206 
to 110 after a discussion that lasted two 
hours and a half, 

Mr. Healy thou moved that the High 
Court, not the Attorney-General, be em- 
powered to ordor an onquiry. 

Mr. Gibson, Solicitor-General for Ire- 
land, replied that the Government was un- 
able to accept the amendment. 

Mr. Gladstone, rising to reply to a 
statoment by Mr. Elliott that he (Mr. 
Gladstone) was responsible for the equally 
strong system of five years ago, said that 
Mr. Elliott overlooked an essential differ- 
ence, namely that his bill had been direcc- 
ed against crime, while the one under dis- 
cussion was not. (Cries of Oh!" “Oh !’’) 
At least, he added, the present bill was 
directed ayainst acts that had not hitherto 
been considered crimes. Anyway, he 
would not renew his former proposals, be- 
cause he was convinceéd they aggravated 
the evil. 

Mr. Haldane, Home Rule Liberal, pro- 
posed to substitute ‘Judge” for ** High 
Court,” and Mr. Healy assented. The 
discussion being continued. 

Mr, W. H. Smith,amid cries of “Shame,” 
moved to enforce the closure rule. The 
motion was carried by a vote of 257 to 135. 
Mr. Gladstone and the other Opposition 
leaders walked slowly into the Opposition 
lobby, whilo the Parnellites and Gladston- 
ians stood cheering wildly. 

Mr, Healy's amendment was then rejoct- 
od by a vote of 261 to 142, 

Mr, Nolan moved to report progress on 
the bill. 

Mr. W. H. Smith said the Government 
was unable to agree to this, because only 
nine of the 140 amendments to the first 
clause had been disposed of. Later, how- 
ever, progress was reported. 

Tho Tines,returning to its charges against 
Mr. Parnell, says :—** Our articles on Par- 
nellism and crime and the Parnell letter 
have sunk deep into the public mind and 
have produced a conviction that nothing 
will shake, sa/o evidonce of a kind that 
Mr. Parnell cannot produce, The Times 
also publishes a long article of the style of 
the articles on Parnellism and crime, pur- 
porting to show that Mr. John Dullon, in 
his defence inthe House of Commoxrs of 
the Parnellite party agsuinst the charges 
that they had had relations with the dyna- 
titer Shoridan, cither offered to Parliament 
a tissue of fictions, which he had never 
taken tho trouble to examine, or reachod_a 
still lower dopth of dishonesty. 

Mr. T. P. O Connor, referring to the 
Times’ letter, says: ‘‘Mr. Parnell is still 
engaged at Avondale. He has examined 
every letter received by him for several 
years, He says little, with characterestic 
pride, but feels deeply his terrible respon- 
sibility lest any act or word of his might 
injure in the slightest degree the country 
he loves so well. Although he smothers 
the pain inflicted by the forged letter he is 
deeply wounded. He has prepared his 
ge 80 completely, however, as to convince 

1s foes that the letter was a forgery. The 
Tories continue to work the forgery. It is 
impossible to foretell what Mr. Parnell’s 
course will be until he returns to London, 
The report that he has been engaged in 
fishing and other pastimes is false. Hoe 
has been suffering trom a severe cold. The 
scrutiny of his letters has occupied every 
momont of his time. His frionds among 
the English Liberals as well as on the 
Irish side believe that ho ought to continue 
aternly to resist every attempt to lure him 
into the Jaw courte ; but the demand for a 
avlect committes of the House of Commons, 
if granted, will prove the letter to have 
been a base forgery. If the domand jo re 
fused it will shut the mouths of the Torigs 
forever,”’

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 
Turspay, May 3. 

In committees on the bill respecting the 
Bani! National park, 

Mr. White anid four yoarly licenson to 
cut timber in the vicinity of the park had 
been granted before the reservation was 
made. 

Sir Richard Cartwright asked for what 
object had the sumof $46,000 been ex- 
»onded on the park as mentioned, 

Mr, White said that a road three miles 
long up the mountain side had been con- 
structed, and a light bridge for carriages 
built across Bow River. Ho would explain 
the expenditure more fully in the estimates. 

Mr, Blake asked if any claims of settlers 
had already beon settled, 

Mr, White said that only one claim, that 

f Woodworth, for $1,000, had been settled. 

A long debate took place, during which 

Mr. Burdett pointed out that the C.P.R, 
and many other parties appeared to haye 
interests in the park, which would have to 
be disposed of before it could be said that 
the park was a national park, Was tho 
Government going into the hotel business, 
and if so was it to be conducted on Scott 
Act principles? The Cabinet would be 
divided on that quostion. (Hear, hear, 
and laughter.) Was the Government go 
ing to turn itself into a lumbering firm 
or a gold mining company? Some defi- 
nite knowledge of what they were going 
to do should be given to the House before 
they voted money, It was said these 
waters had marvellous healing powers. He 
hoped so, It was said they cured cripples, 
He trusted they cured some other than 
political cripples, whose pockets were filled 
through the money expended there. There 
was nothing new ‘in building a road ora 
bridge, or in landscape gardening upon even 
a large scale, that an estimate of the cost 
could not be given. The powers asked for 
were too oxtonsive to be given to any Gov- 
ernment. If it were shown in a reasonable 
way that the expenditure was necessary and 
powers were asked for which could not be 
used to destroy the very object for whic’: 
this bill was proposed—the making ofa 
National park—he would go with the Goy- 
ernment in making a reasonable expendi: 
ture.

Klephant Hunting, 


AM INTERESTING STORY & 
INDIA, 


ADVENTURE IN 


The details of a recen) unprecedented 
capture of clephants in thy Garo Hilla by 
Mr. G. Sanderson, the Siperintondent of 
the Government of Khad¢ars at Dacoa, are 
thus described in the Hnylishman by that 
gentleman himeelf :— 

**On the l4th we begah to drive in the 

forenoon Tho elephants were contrary to 
our expectation and to their habits hither- 
to, all together in one large gathering. To 
arriveat the steckade they had first to 
reach a small level plateat on the top of a 
hill, from which they wers to be detlected 
to their left down a slope, at the foot of 
which was a stockade, well screened in the 
jungle. The two guiding palisades or 
Wings, converging to the gate of the stock- 
ade, were run up tho hillside the distance 
of some 200 yards, at 50 yards apart. Three 
fire lines wore mado throogh the jungle 
across the space between the guiding pali- 
sudes, One joining them at their extreme 
ends, one half-way down, and one about 
60 yards from the gate. On these lines dry 
grass was stacked in bundles and hidden by 
green leaves, ready to be fired when the 
elephants had crossed the paths. The drive 
was well managed, the herd being kept 
together and not outdriven, which often 
causes a herd to break up into smal) parties, 
The wind favored us, and the elephants 
were got to the plateau near the mouth of 
the funnel-like approach to the gate with- 
out very much trouble. Here the men 
closed in frou all sides, directed by spies 
in the trees, as the grass was too high for 
those on foot to see what the elephants 
were doing. As the herd trooped past my 
post at the end of one of the palisades, it 
seemed as if the procession would never 
end ; my veteran gun-bearer, Jaffa, whis- 
pered they were ‘as the insects of the for- 
est.’ Tuskers, females and young elephants 
of all sizes bundled along, those in the rear 
finally showing a good deal of apprehen- 
sion as the hunters began to close in on 
them. The moment the last had crossed 
the outermost fite line, 


THE SPIES SOUNDED THBIR RATTLES, 


and as if by magic (I had not spared a few 
dozen match boxes among the men) a 
crackling line of flame extended along the 
hillside, joining the extreme ends of 
the palisade, and cutting off retreat, Im- 
mediately the hitherto comparative silence 
of the drive was broken by yelling and 
blank firing from all sides, and the ele- 
phants hurried forward in a crowd, no 


longer following any leader, but each atriv- 
ing not to be last, “sney acon crossed te 


accond fire line, and at a signal from a fog 
horn—barely audible in (lv din of ele- 
phants and men—active fellows raced for- 
ward from both ends with toyehes, and ina 
few seconds this line also was « Lue of fire, 

“The third line was similarly tired when 
the herd had passed, aud now the fun 
waxed fast and furious. Some of the ele- 
phants went into the stockade at once, but 
a huge male with the right tusk only (such 
elephants are called Gunesh, and certain 
castes of Hindus reverence them) took up 
his positionin the gateway, which was 
only eleyen feet wile, and no elephant 
could passhim. The scene now was ex- 
traordinary, and Co]. and Mrs. Graham 
Smith, from a platform in a tree near, had 
an excellent view of it. The space between 
the converging pallisades wastightly pack- 
ed by a struggling mass of elephants for 
mauy yards from the gate. Every vestige 
of jungle had disappeared, and the men 
were skirmishing with blank cartridges and 
torches of blazing grass up to within twen- 
ty yards or leas of the elephants, and a 
shower of sticks and clods was kept up 
over the palisades by those outside, The 
roaring of the venues of the herd, which 
wore being trampled and squeezed, com- 
bined with the noise of rattles, guns, and 
of the fire consuming the jungle between 
the palisades in the direction whence the 
elephants had come, made it impossible to 
make one’s self heard by any one even at 
one’aelbow. 1 fired several eharges of 
shot into the rearmost of the olephants, 
though really L thought them little to blame 
for not ‘moving on; it was not for want of 
will or pushing, as the angle of their hind 
legs as they bored desperately into the 
mass before them mutely testified! At 
last the opposition gave way ; the Gunesh 
and others. which were stopping the way 
were 

BOMNE ONWARD INTO THE STOCKADE 


by the pressure behind, and the animals in 
the rearmade renewed exertions to get 
away from the terrible sights and sounds so 
close behindthem. Only one elephant 
broke back ; she careered through the men, 
who escaped in the most maryellous man- 
ner ; In her terror she went through the 
fire lines, a most unusual proceeding for 
an elephant. She unfortunately killed a 
man on the surround some two miles from 
the stockade,after which no more was seen 
of her. 

** When I saw the elephants struggling 
before the gate I never believed that so 
many (136 as it turned out)could by any 
possibility get into a stockade 215 feet in 
ciroumference. The area was even less 
than that of a circle of similar circumfer- 
ence, as our stockades have 13 straight 
sides of 15 feet each, and the gate side of 
200 feet. We never expected our stockades 
would hold over 100 elephants ; 65 was the 
greatest number we had ever impanned 
before, though I must say they had plenty 
of room when the resistance was overcome 
and the final struggle to get into the stock- 
ade began. The thing seemed impossible 
after seeing the elephants half covering a 
hillside or trooping along insingle tile. One 
wave to the man who atood over the gate 
rope with his axe, and the ponderous gato 
came down on the backs of the last fow 
olephante,and as they struggled from undor 
it, and it fell into position, it was quickly 
lashod by many willing hands. 

** Immediately overybody wont to work 
to strengthen the stockade, It was never 
really in danger, but we made assurance 
doubly sure. A supplemenal stockade was 
at once commenced by barricading otf 20 
yards of the space between the quiding 
palisades outside the gate. ‘Tho elephonts 
were pounded at 1 p. m., but it was not 
until 9.30 p.m, that all was ready. Wo 
then hauled up the gates and relieved 
them froin the black hole like confinement 
of the stockade by admitting them into 

the new one, It was filled at once, but 
really the crowd in the first stockade hard- 
ly soomed decroased, Early next morning 
we

the gate, and the tame elephants were then 
admitted, and by evening had secured thin 
lot, and removed and tied them up in the 
foroat At night the gate

and other succulent, cooling todder } 
were supplied to them. By next morning 
wohad hollowed outtwo tree trunks, 20 foot 
long, and pushed their ends through the 
timbers of the stuckado, and by keeping 
mon with buckots carrying water from the 
Ganol stream, which flowed within a few 
yards of the stockade, we supplied the 
thirsty animals with plenty of cold, clear, 
mountain water, for which they seemed 
heartily thankful, and which, in addition 
to drinking, they showered over their 
bodies. Forthe 97 elephants the men 
earned Rs. 245 as a presont among about 
70 of them. On the third day, the 17th, 
the last of the elephants was removed, and 
the whole number tied in a large clearing 
in the forest near. Here they are now bo- 
fore me as I write, and in camp with them 
are numerous tame elephants. The ele- 
phants being loosed and taken to water, 
struggling at their pickets, or standing in 
dignified silence with thick cables around 
their necks aud legs, anchoring them foro 
and aft between trees, form a scene which 
ought to be painted. Ina fow days they 
will be marched down to the low country 
in squads by easy stages.

Tile Choked by Roots, 


plaintain trees 


A writer in the London Garden says he 
succeeds perfectly in preventing the roots 
of trees from choking the tile of drains by 
embedding the joints in lime, mortar or 
zoncrete. Although close to trees which it 
was impossible to avoid, the roots have 
been excluded for years. Socket pipes, 
jointed with cement, are more effectual. 
But it is best to lay the pipes as far as pos- 
sible from tho trees. The roots of some 
farmn crops choke the tile, but they die 
when the crop is removed, and are then 
frequently washed out when a strong flow 
of water ocours.

I would, then,if you kindly permit mo the 
uso of your columns, call the attention of 
your readers toa large and enthusiastic 
mooting lately heldin the Round Room, 
Dubliu, by Protestant Home Rulors, At 
this meeting were many gentlemen, lay 
and olorical, whose social position forbade 
their associating and making common 
cause with professional agitators and polit- 
ical adventurers, 

To request space for the full account of 
this groat and singularly representative 
mooting, as givon in the Irish papors, would 
I foar be asking too much, 1 shall thoro 
fore confine myself to tho mottoes which 
graced tho walls and to a few short extracts 
from the speeches of the most prominent 
spoakers. This will, L think, give a pretty 
fuir idea of the extent of the movement, 
particularly whun wo tako into copaidura- 
tion the standing of the gentlemen and 
their record before the public. 

Hore aro four of the mottos, and there 
is no ambiguity about thom, ‘They are, 1 
opine, such that “those who run may read "; 
“Irishmen, maintain the union between 
North and South.” ‘The liberties of tho 
countty are in your keoping.”” ‘Tho two 
Democracies of lrelandandGreat Britaia.”’ 
‘Irishmen support your leaders.” Are 
those not verily indicative of the patrivtic 
determination of the hundreds of gentle- 
mon that assembled within the walla with 
which they wero decorated! Do they not 
symbolise their will to have jastice, not 
penal law, meted out to them by their 
rulors / And the speeches, do they not tell 
of the fire, the patriotic flame that animat- 
ed the breasts of the speakers { The utter- 
ances were calm, they were dignified, but 
they wore emphasised. They were not an 
appeal for grace or fayor, They were a 
demand in eloquent and terse language, 
that justico be given them. They denoun- 
ced the passing of an iniquitous enactment. 
Thoy deprecated the abuse of power being 
wantonly exercised against a long-suffering 
people, ‘They asked for justice, stern jus: 
tice, and the restoration of their native 
Parliament. 

The Rev, Mr. Galbraith, S.F.T.C.D., a 
gentleman of profound learning and patri- 
otic wibhal, and known to every educated 
Irishman on this continent, at the close of 
a telling specch, moved: ** That this meet- 
ing denounces tle Coercion Bill as an un: 
warranted attompt to deprive the lrish of 


ter how unconstitutional or tyrannical, can 
deter the Irish people from niaintaining 
their struggle foreelf-government.” What, 
T ask, does such a resolution mean, coming 
as it does from, and proposed by such an 
Irishman—whose record 18 that of honor, 
whose scholarly attainments are of the high- 
est order, and whose thorough comprehen- 
sion of his country's sufferings no one will 
gainsay/ Is it nob proof patent of the jus- 
tice of the cause that brought him on the 
public platform! And this resolution had 
a worthy and willing seconder ia the person 
of another learned clergyman, the Rev. Mr. 
McCutcheon, Rector of Keniare, who said: 
‘* He came there asa clergyman to spoak 
the judgment which, as a citizen, he had 
the right to offer.” And alao that ‘the pro- 
posed to prove that the Government were 
unworthy to be trusted with the confidence 
of both Ireland and England,” &c. Sooth 
to say, his task was not difficult. He was 
cognizant of the degrading etfecta in his 
country of the many preceding Coercion 
Acts ; and the coming one—come, I suppose 
it will—moroe drastic and more Draconian 
than any of its predecessors, forced him to 
the front to denounce this infamous Bill, 
that would debase still more himself and 
his fellow countrymen. ‘‘Who,” exclaimed 
ho in his indignation, ‘‘ were the persons 
who composed this Gevernment, and what 
was the record of this Government that 
claimed these exceptional powers?’ Noble 
words, worthy of a teacher of righteousness. 
He loves justice and denounces iniquity, A 
loyal subject, he respects his sovereign and 
contravenes the penal epactments of her 
unworthy advisers, And what, yes what, 
are we to think of the scathing words of 
another Rey, gentleman, Mr. Anderson ? 
Surely there will be no man in our city, 
after having read them, so dead to all kind- 
ly feelings that he would withhold his 
sympathy from a people whose sufferings 
and threat of further sufferings impelled the 
learned gentleman to utter them. He 
‘believed there was an utter and entire 
groundlessness for asking any Parliament, 
even & Parliament of Holtentots to pass 
euch an act as the proposed Coercion Bill. ’ 
Why, Sir, as 1 write these words, remem- 
bering they are those of a gentleman con- 
versant with the impoverishment of the 
people, the rack-renting, the crowbar bri- 
gade, the razing of cottages, the turning 
out on the highway of feeble old age and 
helpless infancy to die of hunger and ex- 
posure, | am almost forced to believe the 
whole an anachronism, that this is not the 
year 1887, the year of Her Majesty’s jubi- 
lee, but the year one, and am penning 
words that were spoken by some tribune of 
the people, denouncing the excesses of the 
rulers of that Pagan age, and not the words 
of a Christian clergyman, disclaiming againat 
a law being passed by a Christian parlia- 
ment, 

Thon follow tho speeches of laymen, 
profession gontlemen and mon in business, 
all denouncing coercion and domanding 
Home Rule, I would quote thorefrom, 
but I forbear. I have [ think written 
enough and wore than suflicient, if not to 
convince your readers of the justice of the 
Irish cause, at least to shew them that it is 
not a question of the south, or the north, 
tho east or the west, of Catholic or Protes- 
tant, but of the people as a whiole, asking 
to be governed by equitable laws, that 
thoy may live peaceably under the British 
crown. 

And, now, a word with reforence to our 
ropresontatives at Ottawa, Messrs. Kobort- 
son and Burdott. Thoy cast party and 
politics for the timo being to the winds, 
and wore ono in thoir sympathies with the 
[rish, and in thoir opposition to oppressive 
logislation. They thereby proved them 
solves lovers cf freedom and consequently 
worthy of the franchise of froomen, They 
thanks, and j

Yet 
our good brothers d@ the East persist tn 
speaking of our shert season, svoming to 
run away With the Kea that spring begins 
about say the of Jme and summer closes 
about the middle of August. 

And one things sgmetimes gots a- little 
annoying to us. Whonovera tieroe winter 
storm crosses Ontano there goes up & uni 
versal chorus, ‘* Wo are getting the tail of 
a Manitoba blizzant,”’ The facts seom just 
the othor way. While weare reading of 
terrific snow storms and snow blockades far 
east and asfar weit, wo onjoyed a very 
fine, moderate winter and had not ever an 
approach to a bjockade. The average 
depth of snow through Manitoba was, I 
think, not over one foot this winter, Street 
cars ran on Wheelain Winnipeg all winter 
(though some of them adopted runners for 
a few weeks), and much of the time C. P. 
R, engines ran without any covering over 
the ordinary summer cow-catcher. Here 
wo had the tirst rain of the season to-day,a 
nice shower of abgut two hours’ duration. 
Tho prairies aré beginning to have a 
greed appearance wad flowers have been 
blooming for some time on the prairie. It 
is peculiar, but a fact, that after people 
have spentacouple or more years here 
they never epjoy an Ontario winter after. 
Phore are, of course, exceptions, but this is 
the rule, 

This has been a very good year for busi- 
noss, and I am of opinion, from some cal- 
culations I have made, that a full computa- 
tion of all business would show a yery fair 
balance in favor of the farming community 
and therefore in favor of the country. The 
businoss of one small town (Carberry) shows 
a balance of nearly $40,000 in favor uf the 
farming section whose wants are supplied 
by said village. ’ 

We haye had an enormous degree of 
politics in the atmosphere this winter and 
many scalps have been taken (metaphoric- 
ally), but the air is getting clearand people 
seem able to breathe once more. The little 
game concocted to overthrow Norquay and 
hand the reins of power over to Greenway 
et al succeeded nearly as well as such little 
games haye succeeded on that side for some 
time past, It was a great ‘*moral” victory, 
but the voting power remains with the Goy- 
ernment, 

This place is hardly the paradise for 
sportsmen this spring that it was in former 
years. Geese and ducks are very scarce 
aud cory will ayen tha Indinncosnentin koe 
ging any. 

The struggle between the whiskey interost 
and the moral portion of the community 
goes on here as elsewhere. We have an 
excellent license law, but it seems to be a 
queer law that the liquor ring and liquor 
friends cannot break or jump through. But 
our Government aro alive to the question 
and amendments will be made which will 
make it more stringent than ever. 

People East can hardly understand the 
excitement here over the ‘‘anti disallow- 
ance” agitation. To you it seems strange, 
but if you were all here, perhaps many of 
those who aro now hostile or indifferent 
would speak just as our people do. Many 
think it Poni be of no advantage to us to 
haye railroads south, but the question is 
one of right, and Canadians are not wont 
to sit down or lie down and let others, even 
their own brothers, trample on them, Iam 
well assured there is no intention of doing 
us a wrong, but we think people ought to 
consider the matter more fairly, and accord 
to us willingly what we are sure to get be- 
fore long. 1 hope L haye not trespassed 
too much upon your valuable space. If I 
have, you can just pay me off by leavin 
some or all of this out, 
your readers “bon yoyage” in life, I remain,

When the Mail removed ita support of 
the Dominion Government, and assumed 
an independent tone ite Conservative sup: 
portors clung to it with marked fidelity, 
Its recent course on the question of com 
mercial union has, howeyer, shaken their 
faith in the paper very matorially,and loads 
many to inquire whero it is drifting. Thoy 


being the mouth piece of a New York stock 
jobber. We allude particularly to its effurts 
to breed discontent amongst the farmors of 
this country by its dismal pictures of thoir 
present condition and bhopoless future, in 
order to induce them to make an outery for 
commorcial union with our southern neigh- 
bors, Its pictures are uatrue and its pur- 
poses uopatriotic. It dwells with great 
unction onthe mortgage debt which is 
eating the life outof the farmers of 
this oouvtry. Unfortunately, no reli- 
able datacan be gotat to discuss this 
question, but we contend that the facts 
thatare known aro all against the blue 
utterances of the carping organ. These 
mortgages are not athing of -yesterday. 
There has always becu a heavy debt on 
the farms of this country,and an enormous 
amount of it was placed at the close of the 
Russian war and tho United States rebel- 
lion which were such gilded ages of the 
agriculturists of this country. I nthe first 
place tho interest of the dobt nover sat 
lighter than it does to-day. . Where the 
farmer a few yearsago paid from nine to 
twelve per cent interest, he is now borrow- 
ing at from fiveand ahalf to six. Seven 
bushels and a half will easily pay the in- 
terest on one hundred dollars, when at the 
better price ten years ago ten bushels 
wonld be required. 

Next wo assort that the Ontario farmer's 
position is growing better and not worae, 
and we point to these four indisputable 
circumstances as evidence of it. 

Firat the reports of loay societies doing 
business on farm property*hll complain ot 
the great difficulty of placing its resources 
and their figures in nearly all cases. show 
that they are receiving more re-payments 
of mortgages than they are able to re-loan, 
eyen at the reduced rate of interest, This 
certainly does not look as if the farmers 
were increasing their burdens. 

Secondly, the returns of the Ontario 
Government show that for the past four 
years the farmers of this province have 
added twenty-five million dollars per an- 
num as improvement to their farms, build- 
ings, unplements and stock, Such great 
increases are not the work of a hopelessly 
ruined class. 

Thirdly, the Dominion Government re- 
turns show that the deposiis in the Post 
Office Savings Banks bave och more than 
quadrupled in eight years, As ws take it 
the farmers are considerably patrons of 
these inatitutions and the inference drawn 
is that their cash balances have kept pace 
with the improvements in their real estate 
and stock. 

Lastly, anyone who passes through tho 
country will find these incidents are veri- 
fied by the orection in the last few years ot 
such dwellings and barns as the country 
has never witnessed before. These are 
not the work of men burdened to despair. 

Certainly there are exceptions to this 
and there is notably a class exception in 
those unfortunate tenant farmers of little 
capital and short terms. Rents have not 
fallen in proportion to the price of pro- 
duce as other things have. His farm 
has perhaps been pretty well exhausted 
by previous tenants, He has neither 
the time nor the money to engage in 
mixed farming now necessary, and low 
prices combined with a poor crop soon 
exhausts his limited means. When there 
are exceptions in other classes it is bad 
farming,rathor than low prices that explain 
the matter. Neither Federation nor Com- 
mercial Union will amend that cage, 

The Mail contrastg the United States 
and Canadian farmers greatly to the injury 
of the latter. The United States farmer 
does not rest on a bed of roses there more 
than here. lt was butaday or two ago 
that in noting the unjust discrimination in 
freight rates the Mail asserted that the low 
rates charged for carrying western produce 
to the east had completely ruined ‘the far- 
mers on the sea board, and instanced that 
near one New Hngland town there were no 
less than nine adjacent farms vacant be- 
cause the occupants could not make a liv- 
ing on them. Let any one who travelled 
the New York Central twenty years ago go 
over than line now and he will be struck 
by the fact that while there has 
been a great growth in the towns and 
cities, the farms have gone back ratherthan 
improved, A New Yorker recently ad- 
mitted thia and explained it by saying 
that large numbers had gone into hop 
cultivation and it had ruined nearly all 
engaged in it, The farmers of the Central 
and Western States have certainly pros-

myself, at one time owed three yoars’ rent, 
and, not secing a chance of paying it, I 
wrote to the agent and offered to give up 
the farm, saying 1 didn’t expect to hold a 
place when i couldn't pay rent. The agent 
wrote mo a very kind letter saying not to 
be too hasty, but to hold on a while. I did 
60, aud, without being troubled, was in the 
end ablo to clear off arrearages, I have 
often met the Marquis, and always found 
him most friendly and willing to serve his 
tevantry in every way in his power, and do 
them a good turn when hecould. If there 
were more landlords as kind-hearted as the 
Marquis of Lansdowne and more officials as 
just as his agent in Meath, it would bo bet- 
ter for Ireland, and her people would be 
bare “ 

Mr, Cole emigrated from neath to Nova 
Scotia two or three years ago, and is doing 
well, A Dublin correspondent says the se- 
cret of the attacks on Lord Lansdowne in 
connection with his Queen’s County prop- 
erty is che fact, that he declared for the

How Marbles are Made, 

An old man living in the Charlestown 
District, who for many years was epgaged 
in the marble making industry, gaye the 
following information to Budget represen- 
tative, which may be of some interest, All 


the marbles with which boys, every- 
where, amuse themselves in season 
and out of seasop, on pavements 


and in shady spots, are nade at Oberstein, 
Germany. There are large agave quarries 
and mills in that neighborhood, and the 
refuse is turned to good account in provid- 
ing the small stone balls for experts to 
**knuckle" with, The mode of manufac- 
ture is as followa; The stone is broken in- 
to small cubes by blows of a light hammer. 
These small blocks of stone are thrown by 
the shovelful into the ‘hopper ”’ of a small 
mill, formed of a bed stone, having its sur- 
face grooved with concentrated furrows ; 
aboye theae isthe ‘‘runner,’’ which is made 
of hard wood haviuga levyol face on its 
lower surface. The upper block is made 
to revolve rapidly, water being delivered 
upon the grooves of the bed stone, where 
the marbles are being rounded. Jt takes 
about fifteen minutes to finish a bushel of 
good marbles, ready for ‘* snapping.” Cne 
mill will turn out 170,000 marbles per 
week. Tho very hardest ‘crackers,’ as 
the boys call them, are made by a slower 
process, somewhat analogous, however, to 
the other,

Neither do wecontend 
that a fair and honorable reciprocity would 
not be an advantage. It certainly would, 
but it would not be a cure for the ills under 
which our agriculturists suffer, nor are

One of the moat frequently re peated ob 
jections to tho Irish Urinies Bill, whie bh ie 
commonly called the ** Coorvion Act,” is 
that itcreates new « fences, If hts it ie 
only another caso of“ tit for tat” being 
fair play. ‘The law io Ireland has been set 
at defiance by the National League, which 
virtually governs the oountry and whose 
edicts aro not only More strictly onforoed 
than tho law but have mado of actions 
which are perfectly innocent in thomael os 
crimes to be punished—and which aro and 
have been punished—by this irresponsible 


organization. According to Me, Balfour, 
the Iriah Secretary, the ponal code of the 


National Loaguo comprises tho following 
offences, for which the pooalties aro out 
rag, boyootting and intimidation: (1) 
Caretaking, (2) herding, (3) being unpopu 
lar as a landlord, (4) acting as an agent (5) 
avwsociating with boycotted porsons, (6) sup- 
plying the police whon on unpopular daty, 
(7) accommodating obnoxious persons, (8) 
not joining tho National Loaguece, (9) being 
related to—that is, being father, mother, 
gon and so or: of —a boycotted person, (10) 
having given ovidence in a caso of proseou- 
tion, (11) not yoting for Nationalist candi- 
dates at poor law guardian clections, (12) 
boing tho husband of a wife who has clang- 

od her religion, (13) being suspectod of 
having paid rent, and (14) having obtained 
compensation for having boon shot at. 

Is it not, then, reasonable thas, as tho 
common law does not reach mavy of those 
offences, the law should beso amended as 
to take cognizance of thom and protect the 
lives and property of those who have in- 
curred the hostility ef the League by for- 
warding the ends of justico, by refusing to be 
made parties to a conspiracy, by the accident 
of relationship, or otherwise offended 
against this mongtfous dictatorship, in its 
assumption of absolute powers which no 
Government has cver assumed or even 
claimed, and which are founded in injustice 
and inhumanity | 

It is with such an organization and with 
the chaos produced by its operations that 
tho British Government liave to deal. Let 
them not be judged too harshly. Their 
first object is to putan ond to organized 
crime, to restore the security of life and 


will, we are sure, deal in a generous spirit 
with the real grievances of Ireland, an 
evidence of which intention is shown in 
their Land Bill which is now before Par- 
liament. 


THE DUTY ON IRON, 


The question whether, by a large increase 
of the duty on pig iron, Canadians shall be 
encouraged to manufacture theirown iron 
and the National, Policy be rounded up to 
something like completeness, has for some 
time been engaging the attention of the 
Government. Sir Charles Tupper, the 
Finance Minister, on whose recommenda 
tion the action of the Cabinet will in all 
probability bo based, has been busily en- 


arguments of deputations representing all 
the yarious interests concerned in the iron 
trade, and so conflicting have been the 
representations made to the Minister that 
he must find great difficulty in coming toa 
conclusion. 

As to the desirability of establishing in 
Canada on a paying basis the manufac- 
ture of iron and steel there cannot be two 
opinions. The industryis the most im- 
portant, in every sense of the word, that 


would give employment to many thousands 
ofmenin the smelting furnaces, in the 
mining of ore, limestone and coal ; it would 
lead to the establishment of inanufactories 
of wrought iron and steel; probably to the 
establishment of the iron shipbuilding in- 
dustry, and it would requj 
ture of a vast amount o 
plant required in these ind 
expensive. 

The main difficulty is that a sudden 
change in the tariff would have an injurious 
effect upon existing industries which have 
been established under the N. P. 

The probability appears to be, then, that 
4 middle course will be taken—that the Fi- 
nance Minister, with a view of acquiring 
full information, will recommend that a 
thorough inquiry be made into the matter 
in all its bearings during the recess, prelim- 
ln view 
of the vast importance of the subject, and 
of the immensiey of the interests involved, 
we think such a course ought to meet with 
gonoral approval.

Katlways and Canals, 


Tho Hon, Mr. Pope las laid before Var- 
liament the annual report upon railways 
and eanals. 

Tho railways owned and operated by the 
goyornmont have a total length of 1,100 
milos, of which the Intercolonial embraces 
866 miles, the eastern extension 80, the 
Windaor brauch 32, aud the Prince Edw ard 
Island 212, The carvings of theso roads 
during the yoarfailed to moot ¢€ xpendi- 
tures by the eum of $190,000 ; but on the 
Intercolonial $116,000 was paid out of 
rovyonue for improvements of a permanent 
charactor proporly chargeable to capital, 
Tho cost of the Latercolonial up to the end 
of the fiscal year was $44,172,745; theo 
Prince Edward railway has cost $3,735,081. 
The railways owned by the Government, 
then, represent a capital outlay of about 
$48,000,000, They produce no revonue, but 
in ordinary yoara their receipts meet work- 
ing oxpenses and maintain the lines in 
good condition, As the country through 
which they run is developed, we may hope 
tliat they will yield somo return for tho 
expenditure upon them, although the policy 
of the government is to keep rates as low 
as possible, 

The capital expenditure upon tho cauals 
of the Dominion up to the end of the fiscal 
year 1889, was $49,001,857, At the pres- 
ent timo it is materially in excess of $50,- 
000.000, Of this amount the Imperial 
Goyernment expended $4,173,921 —mainly 
on the Rideau canal. The Provincial Gov- 
ernmouts spent $16,000,000 before confed- 
eration, the indebtedness for which was 
assumed by the D ymminion Government. 
And about $30,000,000 has been spent 
since confederation, The Lachine canal 
has cust a little more than $9,000,000 ; the 
Welland $22,000,000; the St. Lawrenco 
canals ahove Lachine nearly $7,000,000 ; 
the Cttawa canals $5,000,000 ; the Rideau, 
$4,000,000, with the Chambly, St. Peters, 
Baie Verte (surveys), Murray, Trent and 
Tay canals, costing in all nearly $3,000,000, 

Tho policy of enlarging all the canals be- 
tween Lako Erie and Montreal so as te give 
12 feot of water with locks 270x405 ft., was 
adopted in 1871. Ata later date it was re- 
solved to secure a depth of 14 feet through- 
out. At the close of the fiscal year the La- 
chine canal had been finished to a depth of 
12 feet. All the masonry was finished to 
secure 14 feet. About six miles of the ca- 
nal prism had only 12 feet, This canal is 
on Montreal island, and is 84 miles long. 

The Beauharnois canal is on the south 
bank of the St. Lawrence above Montreal. 
It connects Lakes St. Louis and St, Fran- 
cis. It is 11¢ miles long. At ordinary stages 
of water it has a depth of about ten feet. 
No work of enlargement has been begun 
upon it ; and the officials have not yet de- 
cided whether they will deepen the present 
canal, dig a new canal near the old one, or 
construct an entirely new work on the north 
shore of the St. Lawrences. 

Tho Cornwall canal is 114 miles long. 
Two new locks have been buitt and are in 
use, one is under contract, and three are 
untouched. Ten and a half miles of the 
work have only nine feet of water. 

The Farran’s Poitt canal is uatouched. 
It has ono lock, is three-quarters of a mile 
long, and has nine feet of water. 

Tho Rapid Plat canal ia four miles long, 
with two locks. One now lock is nearly 
finished ; the other has not been touched. 
Ng portion of the prism has been deepen- 
ed. 

The two canals last montioned are gen 
erally called the Williamsburg canals, 
though they are separated by 104 miles of 
river navigation, 

The Galops canal is 7§ miles long, has 
three locks, and at present has nine feet of 
water, No deepening has been begun, 
though the approach to the upper entrance 
has;been improved and extended into deep- 
er water. 

Tho Welland canal has beon deepened to 
fourteen feet throughout, except that the 
aqueduct over the Welland river is not yet 
finished. ‘The old aqueduct has only 12 ft. 
over the crown of tho arches. This canal 
is 26} miles Jong. It has 25 lift locks and 
one grand lock, The total rise is 326) feet. 
The old line has been deepened from Lake 
Erie to Allanburgh, a distance of 15 miles. 
From Allanburgh to Lake Ontario two dis- 


tinct canals are navigable.

Within the past few weeks four manu 
facturing concerns in the United States 
have established branch factories at Wind- 
sor, Canada, and another such, employing 
4 large numbor of hands, was established 
there a few months ago. These concerns 
are all doing a gratifyingly large business, 
and the occasion of their coming over to 
this side was that they could supply the 
Canadian demand for their products without 
the payment of import duties. These 
establishments give employment to a large 
number of skilled Canadian artisans who 
live on Caradian soil, contribute to tho 
support of Canadian local and general goy- 
eroment, consume the products of Canadian 
farmers, and wear and use the products of 
Canadian mills and factories. This is one 
of the results of the N. P. Without that 
policy, or with “‘reciprocity of manufac 
tures," these industries would not have 
been brought to Canada, and thoir establish- 
ment here is an unanswerable arguimont in 
favor of the existing policy of the Canadian 
Government. —Cunudian Manufac turer.

They 
all knew how the first Speaker had suffered 
from too close attention to his duties dar- 
ing the long sitting of the House, The 
very moderate allowance given to the Dep- 
uty Speaker was too small to be worthy of 
debate. The Deputy Speaker would be 
appointed as soon as he was needed, which 
would be when the committeés wére rightly 
at work, and, in fact, would have been ap- 
pointed before had the present motion not 
been on the p*per. He would take the 
present opportunity to state that he would 
move to-morrow for the appointment of a 
Deputy Speaker,

the length of their line being only 65 miles 
out of a total mileage of 450. The dele- 
gates thought this was an unfair arrange- 
ment, and thatit operated very disastrous- 
ly to the trade of Winnipeg.

THE VALIANT EDITOK WHO Is TO I't Gk THE 
DOMINION FROM THE TAINT OF BEING KUL- 
BD DY A TYRANNICAL ARISTO‘ KAT, 


United Ireland, ina recent issue, has the 
fallowing * Tho Canadian papers to 
hand comment frankly upon Lord Lans- 
downe's extorminations, and they tell his 
Lordship plainly that he will haye to quit 
the Dominion, These evictions have sug- 
gested to tho Canadian press the desira- 
bilfty of putting an end at pnce'to import- 
ed Governors, One influential paper says 
that the time has come to cut off the aup- 
ply of alien rulors. While better men 
who are natives of the country, can be got 
to govern Canada for less money than is 
paid to Lansdowne, the press does not seo 
why British aristocrats should be imposed 
upon the Dominion. Lansdowne's evic- 
tions will probably put an end to the Gov- 
ervorship of Canada by British peers when 
hie Lordship has been hooted out of the 
country by public opinion, Mr. Wm. 
O'Briev, wccompanied by Mr. Dennis Kil- 
bride, the first of Lord Lansdowne’s vio- 
tims, will sail for Canada on Sunday, 
They will beard his Lordship in his den at 
Rideau Hall, and give him some hard nuts 
to crack.” 

DELICATE ATTENTIONS 
to private persons are not excluded from 
Mr, O'Brien's recommendations, 

At Carrick-on-Suir he advised tenants 
‘* To keep their hands in practice by hunt- 
ing landlords, (Cheors.) Hunt them up hill 
and down dale until landlords are as scarce 
ag the foxes itis now their desire to protect. 
(Cheers.) Go on until the sight of a landlord 
will be as rare an animal as the wolf.” 
—Irish Times, 8th Sept, 1884. 

‘““THE MAHDI IS THE Boy,” 


Mr. O'Brien gave expression to the fol- 
lowing sentiments in the County of Done- 
gal, when the British troops were on their 
march for the relief of the brave Gordon. 
After congratulating his hearerson the 
misfortunes of the troops, for which he 
was loudly cheered, he said :—*t The black 
gentleman, the Mahdi, is the boy for them." 
— United Ireland 21st Feb. 1884. 

TALL WOKDs. 

At Killarney, in 1886, Mr, O'Brien spoke 
as follows :— 

“If the olive branch that we are holding 
out to England now should meet with no 
better response, 

ears a hand for the grasp of friend- 
ship, 

‘And another to make them quake.” 

**If they do not want peace Mr. Parnell 
will give them war. (Great cheering.).... 
It shall be carried on until tha fabric of 
Irish freedom shall rise side by sile with 
England,or on the ruins of Hog'and’s great- 
ness, or of her Empire,”” (Ulieers.) —Free- 
man, Sept, 2nd, 1885. 

This is how Mr, O'Brien, in Parnell’s 
organ, speake of the action of one of her 
Majesty's judges, and a namesake too : — 

“Mr. Justice O'Brien (the judge) con- 
cluded his sinister assize at Cork with a 
horrible battue of sentences of penal servi- 
tude. He commenced with a harangue to 
the grand jury that might have been the 
speech of an Orange landlord in his cups,or 
one of Dr. Patten’s mealy a-murder shrieks 
in the Times, Then he dashed into a 
Romeo-like rhapsody on the heroism of the 
Misses Curtin which was as cruel to the 
good name of the unfortunate young women 
as to the moonlighters, Finally, be licked 
his lips with satisfaction over the feast 
which was provided for him,” — United Lre- 
land, Jan, 16, 1886. 

THE CURTIN GIRLS. 

The Misses Curtin referred to in the ex- 
tract above were the daughters of a man in 
the south of Ireland, whose brutal and 
cowardly murder will be in the recollection 
of all who read of Irish affairs. It is not 
easy to say which was the most remarkable, 
the miserable cowardice of the assassins, or 
the heroism of the two young women whose 
father and brother were murdered, and by 
whom the murderers were put to flight. 
The chivalrous followers of Parnell and 
O'Brien of the neighborhood, boycotted, 
that is, persecuted, hooted, threataned, 
the daughters of the murdered man. A 
lacy living neay them tried to agssist the 
two poor girls (not a man came forward in 
thejr defence), and by doing so furnished 
the occasjon for the following article which 
appeared in Uvited Ireland, of which Mr. 
O'Brien is editor, and was at tho time and 
Messrs. Varnell and McCarthy aro propric- 
prietors, The article runs thus 

** If the Misses Curtin are well advised 
they will give a still further sample of their 
mottle by writing to the Counte™ of Ken- 
mare ashort note, sparing her ladyship 
the trouble of further appeals to the read- 
ers of the Times on their behalf and gently 
but firmly declining to allow their fathor'u 
corpse to be exhibited in the landlord's 
chambor of horrors to arouse the prejudice 
of their country’s enemies.”— United Tre- 
land, Jan. 2nd, 1886. 

O'BRIEN'S TRUMPET, 

No description, no extracts can do jus: 
tice to the United Ireland, It mubt’ be 
road to be approcigted. it id enough to 
say that if any spark of honor, truth, hu- 
manity or honesty remains in the 1inds of 
the poor creatures who for yoars have 
read nothing elae but what the syndicate, 
Parnell, McCarthy and O'Brien, supply, it 
is in spite of and in defiance of the lessons 
which United Ireland has taught 

How many lives isthe writer in that 
journal responsible for ; and yet his re- 
sponsibility, awful as itis, is as nothing 
compared with the responsibility of thoae 
who place the government of Ireland in

table of the House of Commons by the Fi- 
nance Minister yesterday, is vory aatinfac 
tory, For the Jast two yoars the transac 
tions have produced a considerable doficit 
due merely to the fact that tho cost of sup- 
pressing the rebellion in the Northwest was 
defrayed out of current revenue, and alao 
in part to the decrease in customs receipts 
through the decline in the value of staple 
articlos which reduced the receipts from ad 
valorem duties. To date, the income has 
been $28,160,936, as compared with $27,- 
407,575 in the corresponding poriod of the 
proceding fiscal year, a gain of some $850, - 
000. The principal sources of revenue 
yielded as follows :

Some conaiderable variations in the ac- 
counts, it will be observed, occur. The de- 
crease of $700,000 in the income from in- 
terest was caused by the cancellation of the 
indebtedness of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way company to the Government on account

of the loan of $20,000,000 to it, which loan 
was extinguished last summer. Customs 
receipts are larger by $2,000,000, an incre- 
ment arising out of the prosperous condition 
of trade and the larger importations re- 
quired to satisfy the legitimate consump- 
tive demand. On the other hand the ex- 
cise revenue is considerably less than a year 
ago, from the factthat in anticipation of 
important changes in excise duties in the 
session of 1886 very large quantities of 
liquor were taken out of bond, and the 
equilibrium is only now being restored, The 
gain in income from the post office and pub- 
lic works, under which latter head is includ- 
ed railways operated by the Government,is 
the result of the growth of population, 
more active trade movement and extended 
postal facilities.

On Aprilla year ago the 
expenditure exceeded the revenue by $1,- 
542,674, while now the revenue exceeds 
the expenditure by $2,175,388, making a 
total gain on the ten months of $3,718,062. 
On May Ist of this year interest on the 
public debt to the amount of $1,274,005 
fell due and was paid, and that about 
closes the interest charge for the fiscal 
year. When all the dccounts are in it is 
now reasonably certain that the transac- 
tions of the twelve months ending with 
June next will show a small but sutticient 
surplus, and that after paying the whole 
cost of the rebellion out of current revenue,

charms of the place. There are no agri- 
cultural lands there, so that no person 
could claim the right of a squatter. There 
is no land to cultivate except the valley on 
each side of the riyer, which is very limited, 
The hon, member for Elgin (Mr. Casey) 
does not seem, from his statement, to 
understand the geography of the country, 
Tho coal lands are entirely separate from 
the eprings, and are tolerably distant, 
nearly three miles, and there is a consider- 
able distance from the springs to the side 
of the mountains on tho other side of the 
railway to the coal mines, w hich are par- 
tially developed in several points thore. I 
approve of the expenditure, ahd I now 
know of capitalists who would undertake 
to give the Government 1,000 per cent. on 
all their expenditures if the Government 
would give them possession of the land. 
SLR DONALD SMITH’S SPRECH. 


Sir Donald A. Smith—L hope that when 
the house considers that it is only quite re- 
cently the curative properties of the Banff 
Springs really became known, hon. members 
will fiad suflicient justibcation for the 
Minister of the Interior, and for the Gov- 
ernment, in the expenditure they have 
undertaken on that park, without waiting 
for the sanction of Parliament. The justi- 
fication, I think, is to be found in the fact 
that many suflerers have been relieved, that 
people have gone there cripples aud severe 
sufferers and have returned restored to 
health. That, in my opinion, ought to be 
sufficient justitication, But itis very evi- 
dent that the hon, member for Halifax 
(Mr, Jones) and other gentlemen who have 
spoken of the expenditure, and found fault 
at the outlay made at Banff park, have 
not taken the trouble to visit that country, 
and had those hon. gentlemen visited the 
Northwest and seen what a magoiticent 
country we have when you get beyond the 
prairics to the »nountaina, they would have 
returned, and, as the hon. members for 
South Perth (Mr. Trow) and Northumber- 
land (Mr. Mitchell) have done, expressed 
themselvesin every respect. satisfied with 
what they saw there. It has been said that 
the expenditure should be made at the cost 
of the Canadian Padific railway company, 
Perhaps I, as an interested party, should 
not say much on that subject, but [ may 
mention that the Canadian Pacific railway 
company are pow expending, and will have 
expended by the firat of July or August, at 
all events, at least $100,000 in building an 
hotel for the accommodation of those visit- 
ing that part of the country,not asa matter 
of profit, but with the view, when it had 
been made a success, of giving it over on 
the most reasonable terms possible to those 
who will manage it properly and make it a 
place of resort equal to any on the continent. 
Anyone who has gone to Banff and from the 
plateau on which the hotel is to be built 
has looked down on the fall immediately 
below, a fall of eighty feet or more with a 
large volume of water, who has looked on 
the ranches of the Bow river, and on turn- 
ing around beheld the mountains towering 
heavenward, and not felt himself elevated 
and proud that he lives in such a country 
he will not be a true Canadian, I should 
like very much that the hon, gentleman for 
Halifax (Mr. Jones) and all those who have 
some peculiar ideas of their own down there 
would go to the North-West, and we would 
then here very little more of secession or 
any desire to secure other connection than 
that with the Dominion. If they would go 
beyond Banff to the Pacific they would find 
that every inch of ground was a picture 
either of grandeur or of beauty such as is 
not torbe found elsewhere. 1 give this,not 
48 my Own opinion, because 1 have not 
crossed the continent over the other Pacific 
lines, but I could give the names of many 
Americans, who will not be supposed to be 
over-partial to Canada, who have been over 
the Canadian route and who have seen 
everything else that is grand on the whole 
continent, as well as in “Europe and the 
eastern countries, Japan and elsowhere, 
and they say that for an equal extent of 
country they have seen nothing to compare 
with it, Ido hope those hon. gentlemen 
who haye not seen that.part of the country 
will go there without loss of time, and | 
ain suro they will return to this house and 
rejoice that we have such a country and a 
Government that are desirous of making it 
what it ought to be. One word more with 
rospect to the Bantl park. 1 see thero is 
an alternative in the bill, either to sell or 
to lease. I trust that the leasing system 
will be adopted, so that the Government 
will have full and thorough control of it, 
and thus be able to impose conditions which 
will preyent the introduction of much that 
is to be found in such places and which it 
is not desirablo should prevail.

“Eyvictions”—Amertoan and Irish, 


ONTARIO,

Tho Fost on Monday, while doprecating 
the eviction of tenants in Ireland, called 
for sympathy for some 20,000 tenants in 
New York city, turned out of house and 
home every year. The Republican objecta 
to this division of sympathy, and thus en- 
lightens its readers : 

A tenant in New York or in Washington 
renta « house at a specified rent, agreeing 
to pay #0 much each month for the posses- 
sion and use of the premises, and failing to 
pay, is evicted, as he ought to be, because 
the owner of the property is entitled to its 
use. How is itin Ireland? A man finds 
4 piece of bog or waste land that is utterly 
valueless to the owner, He sayu: ‘I 
will pay four shillings an acre for this 
laud,” and the offer is accepted. The man 
goes to work, erects his “‘shoiling,”’ and 
then by years of the hardest kind of labor 
reclaims the bog or waste, and makes it 
productive. The agent of the Jandlord 
comes along andsays: ‘'This land is now 
worth a pound an acre.” If the poor ten- 
ant refuses to pay this price for the land 
made valuable by his labor he is ‘‘evicted”’ 
and the reclaimed land rented at a pound 
an acre. 

This is a fine piece of imaginative writ- 
ing. Our neighbor is utterly mistaken in 
the facts from beginning to end. It is 
eusior to get a living in this country than 
in Jreland, but an American tenant in 
either city or country is far worse off than 
an Irish tenant, as tar as the terms of 
eviction are concerned. 

1. An American tenant can generally be 
evicted at the end of any month. 

An Irish tenant cannot be évicted at all 
unless one year’s rent is in arrears. 

2. An American tenant can be ousted at 
any time, at the end of a yoar, even if 
ready and willing to pay the rent domand- 
ed, if the landlord does not like him. 

An Irish tenant remains in possession of 
his land forever, in spite of the landlord, if 
he pays his rent. 

3. Ifan American tenant is ousted he 
cannot get the place back. 

An Irish tenant,evicted for non-payment 
of rent, can recover possession within six 
months by payment of the back rent due, 
and then he can compel the landlord to 
pay him any protit that he has made in the 
interim. 

4. An American tenant, when expelled, 
is orititled to no improvements he has made 
on the place. 

An I[rish tenant, when evicted for non- 
payment of rent, is entitled to ‘full com- 
pensation for all improvements. made by 
himself or his predecessors, such as unused 
manures, buildings, additions and reclama- 
tion of waste lands.” 

An Irish tenant, when disturbed for any 
other cause, isentitled not oniy to the 
above reimbursement, but ty **.ompensa- 
tion for disturbance,”’ an amount equal to 
seven years’ rent | 

5. An American tenant, when volun- 
tarily surréndering his place, is entitled to 
nothing. 

An Irish tenant, surrendering his farm 
at his own option is entitled either to com- 
pansation by the landlord for all improve- 
ments made, or the privilege of selling the 
improvements to an incoming tenant, 
These improvements have often been sold 
for more than the whole rent of the land. 

6. An American landlord can Increase 
his rent according to his own judgment, or 
even caprice, at the end of a lease. 

An Irish landlord cannot increase his 
rent at all, but if the question is raised, it 
is submitted to the land commission court 
(appointed by Gladstone), which fixes on 
and decrees what is ‘‘a fair rent.’ This 
rent can never be raised again by the land- 
lord, 

7. An American tenant can buy only by 
paying annually much more than the rent 
would be, 

An Irish tenant whose landlord is willing 
to sell can buy by paying for forty-nine 
years—not more than the “fair rent,’’ but 
25 per cent. less than the fair rent tixed by 
Gladstone's court. Not only this, but the 
government furnishes him with the money 
to buy it with, 

Tho fact is that the English and Scotch 
tenant would be delighted to get the same 
terms that are to-day extended by law to 
the tenant of tho Emerald Isle. 

We are sorry for every evicted Irish ten- 
ant. Poverty isa horrible affliction for 
strong men willing to work. We doubt if 
the coercion bill will produce any good re- 
sults except to drive more millions to 
America, where wages are higher and the 
general conditions of life easier. But they 
will find a very severe eviction law prevail- 
ing here, and the Republican's conclusion 
that ‘‘they ought to be” turned out will 
not mitigate their sorrows. lt is exceed- 
ingly difticult to see how the poor Ameri- 
can tenant or the poor lrish tenant can be 
helped by law, except, indeed, by giving 
him the land or the house which seems to 
belong to somebody else.

DR WILD.ON THE IRISH: QUES. 
Dk. WILL Bk 


The Rev. Dr, Wild of Poronto, discus sod 


the Irish question from his pulpit bofore a 


very large congregation on Sunday night. 


According to the Mail's report, tho Ror 
gentlomen said that inany country pros- 
pority and peace can be maintained only on 


the lines of good government, Government 


had therefore to be impartial, and the mo 


ment partiality was shown just causo was 


given for dissatiafaction. Whon, however, 
persons, by their conduct, distarbed the 
public peace and endangered the liberty or 
jives of others, they foll under the opera- 
tion of special laws and class logislation the 
enactmont of which their conduct juatitiod. 
The conduct of certain Irishmen had fore- 
ed successive Governments in Great Bri- 
tain, both Liberal and Tory, to pass special 
class Jogislation. They had had to enact 
now laws for tho suppression of outrage. 
Such was the object of the British Govern- 
mont in introducing the present Coercion 
bill. Thore was not asingle clause in that 
bill which any honest, well-disposed porson 
noed feat, be he tonant or landlord, The 
bill waa special, of course, for the purpose 
of meeting spocial evils which could not be 
met under the goneral law. The people in 
Canada who talked so much about oppres- 
sion in Ireland must be either ignorant or 
hypocritical. They asked for the tenantry 
in Ireland what they had not in their own 
country. They might more justly plead for 
the tenantry in Canada and the United 
States. With these people two and two 
made four in Britain, but not in Canada or 
anywhere else, They had one law for Ire- 
land and another for their own country. It 
might be asked if there was just occasion 
for their'complaints, ¢r were thero other 
réisons and motives to be served by this 
cry about Ireland. Were the persons in 
Ireland living on this agitation independent 
of the justness of the cry, or was there be- 
hind it all a faction-soeking supremacy? An 
idea of the justness of the cry could be 
obtaired by comparing the tenants of Ire- 
land with those of other countries. He 
would take Ontario as a case for comparison, 
The average rent of land per acre in Ire- 
land was $2.61, being the rate fixed by the 
land law.. Many landlords had reduced 
the rent below this. Our own Governor- 
General had made considorable reductions 
below the Land Act valuation, especially 
to his tenants in Kerry. His Excellency 
had been led to do this on account 
of bad crops, Did Canadians lower rents 
to their tenantry when bad crops occurred? 
Not atall. The average rent per acre in 
Ontario was $2.80, a fact that he had ob- 
tained from the report of the Bureau of 
Statistics issued by the Mowat Government 
for 1885, For line counties near 
Toronto thé average rent was $3.35. Poor 
Onfario | The next point to consider was, 
what were the faculties for the disposition 
of the products in Ireland! He found the 
average sales per acre to be $12.25 and in 
Ontario $9 96, or 22 per cent. less than in 
poorold Ireland. The third point affecting 
the condition of the tenantry would be 
house accomodation. As to this there was 
no statistics, but from his own personal ob- 
servation, and from what be had learned 
from others, the average was higher in Ire- 
land than in Ontario. If tenants of Lord 
Lansdowne were taken as a sample, they 
could not find the same number of tenants 
in Canada with the same quality of accom- 
modation. No tenant ir Ontario lived in a 
house of the same quality as Mr. Denis 
Kilbride;-which in this country would be 
called a mansion, and which had attached 
gardens and hothouses, carriage way and 
lodge. * » ff 
The figures given by Dr. Wild are of such 
serious import in dealing with this question 
that, if they cannot be shown to be wrong, 
the conclusion which he has reached is 
irrefutable,

isa beginning of the discussion of commercial 
union by classes which consider thomeelves spe- 
cislly interested.— Monetary Times: . 


We are not surprised at the fact that a 
certain degree of support has been given 
by the agricultural interest to the old pro- 
ject of commercial union with the United 
States under its new title of “ commercial 
reciprocity." Reciprocity of trade between 
Canada and the United States in the pro- 
ducts of the farmand in natural products 
generally—reciprocity, in brief, in such ar- 
ticles as were embraced in the old treaty, 
and on similar terms—is very much to be 
desired, and the people of Canada are vir- 
tually a unit in support of it; but our 
neighbors will have none of it. They have 
refused several proposals looking to that 
end, and there the matter rests, 

It in not quite so certain, howeyer, that 
when our farmers realize what commercial 
union means, that many of them will be 
found supporting tho project, and the more 
especially so when thoy realize that the 
agricultnriata of the United States are less 
Prosperous than are those of Canada, and 
the conditions are becoming more favorable 
to the Canadian farmer year by yoar. 

Commercial union would entail the ruin 

of our manufactures, a large enhanvemont in 
poive of nearly everything that the farmor 
nas to buy, the destruction of our trade with 
Great Britain, the building up of Now York, 
Boston, and othor cities of the United Staton 
at tho expense of our trade contros, and a 
consequent tremendous reduction in tho 
value of real estate in our leading cities and 
towns, direct taxation, and, in addition to 
many other most unprofitable consequences, 
the doatruction of our national spirit and 
the absorption of the Dominion by the 
United States. 

We do not believe that any class in the 
community in this country are prepared to 
pay such # price for free admission to the 
markots of the United States,

A Popular Fallacy as to Distance, 


gati 


Tho Mail very. mildly saya that the 
Manitoby dologates were nonplussed when 
Mr. Van Horne pulled out his table of 
freight rates and showed them that rates 
on the Canadian Pacific wore considerably 
lower than on either.the Northern Pacitic 
or the St, Paul and Manitoba, Well, we 
should rathor put ibthus—that they were 
rogularly ‘‘floored."’ In fact thoy had not 
a word to say for themselves. When thoy 
came to Ottawa they were forward in dw 
claring that they wanted railways connect: 
ing with lines over the border, not for the 
purpose of transferring their custom to 
American cities, but morely as a means of 

etting competition and cheaper froighta. 

ut Mr, Van Horne met thom with figures 
showing that Canadian settlers actually had 
cheaper freight rates than American soet- 
tlers had ; and promptly put them in the 
awkward case of haying no caseatall. Says 
the Mail; 

‘‘He Was also able to show that the Min- 
nesota settlers in tho district round about 
St. Vincent, which is sorved by the M.and 
M., are in the habit of carting their wheat 
across the road to Emorson, Man., and 
shipping it by the Canadian Pacifiv, first 
paying the Canadian duty of fifteen cents 
per bushel. And then he turned upon the 
delegates and enquired if they were not 
satisfied with being considerably bettor off 
than the American settlers ; and why they 
desired competition, seeing that in Dakota 
and Minnesota, where these higher rates 
prevail, railroad competition is supposed to 
be free and unrestricted, charters to build 
from Dan to Beersheba being granted by 
the State and Territorial authorities for the 
amall sum of fifteen dollars. The Winni- 
peg delegates have been nonplussed.” 

So far our eateemed contemporary talks 
woll, but directly afterwards it commits 
itself to an utterly fallacious argument re- 
specting distances, Thus it goes on ; 

‘*Hadthe Winnipeg people told the simple 
truth and adbered to it, namoly, that what 
they seek to obtain ia not only the right tc 
build branches to the frontier, but the right 
to trade freely with the neighboring mar- 
kets of St. Paul and Minneapolis, to s/tcl 
nature has wedded them, their case would 
have appealed to the common sense of 


moat men in these Eastern provinces. 
The arguments in behalf of the mon- 
opoly are exceedingly 
haye shown 
the standpoint of the Eastern taxpayer; but 


as we 
from 


strong, 
more than once, 
no argument can overthrow the fact that, 
in being cut off from his near neighbors and 
compelled to buy and sell in a market from 
1,200 to 2,000 miles distant, the North- 
west settler is soverely handicapped. The 
settler at Fargo may be living under o 
higher railway tanff than the settler at 
Moose Jaw; but whilst the former deals 
with Minneapolis or Duluth the latter is 
forced uuder the existing system to deal 
with Torontoor Montreal; and this difference 
in the distance of his market gives the Fargo 
man a considerable advantage, despite the 
higher rate per thousand per mile which he 
may have to pay for transportation." 

According to the Mail, where the Winni- 
peg people ** missed it” was in asking for 
competing railways, when they should, in- 
stead of that, have asked for commercial 
union—called ‘unrestricted commercial 
reciprocity” by the Globe. Which in the view 
of both the Mail and the Globe is the grand 
thing, not only for Manitoba, but for all 
Canada. 

If the store goods and such like which 
the Winnipeg merchants want to buy at St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Duluth, were actual- 
ly the production or manufacture of these 


cities, or anywhere else in the State of" 


Minnesota, it might with some show of 
reason be contended that they were really 
and truly saving distance by buying thore. 
But the truth is that the far greater part of 
the pooce referred to are manufactured in 
the Eastern States, or in Europe,and would 
before reaching Winnipeg have been 
carried the same total distance, from the 
actual point of production, no matter 
whether bought from a wholesale man at 
St. Paul, at Chicago, at Toronto, at Mont- 
real, or at New York. Now do you ‘‘soe 
it?’ The Winnipeg purchaser, let us say, 
wants to buy from wholesale men or job- 
bers three cases of goods, ono English, one 
American, and one Canadian. For the 
English and Canadian, he can certainly 
get the lowest quotations in Toronto and 
Montreal ; for the American, in New York 
or Boston. Where, now, does he gain, by 
making his purchases from a middleman 
perhaps we ought to call him a demi-somi- 
middleman—in St. Paul, instead of buy- 
ing nearer to headquar ters? The distance 
that the qoods have to be carried is the ame, 
with this difference, the freight rate per 
mile is always in favor of him who buys 
nearest to the headquarters aforesaid. 

A similar fallacy is current among the 
Bluenoses with regard to buying flour near 
athand. Why, they soy, should wo not 
buy our flour at Boston, and New York, 
where it lies so handy to us, in wharf and 
dock warehouses thore, instead of buying it 
from far away Ontario? My friends, the 
flour that you buy ontho American edge 
of salt water was not grown there,or ground 
there either, but was grown and ground in 
the Wostern States, hundreds of milos 
further away than Ontario. But you aro 
the victims of an optical illusion 
the flour there, on & wharf at Boston or 
New York, you forgot that it had already 
paid freight from Chicago or Minneapolis. 
is it nearer than Ontario, pray? Please 
study this over, and seo if you aro notin a 
blunder on the distance problem, — World,

Mr. Mills moved to refor tho return laid

INOIDENTS OF THE OPK SURVEY 


Dy Que of its Eoglocers. 


L found myself about 250 


Early in 1874, 
1 Lake Superior, whon 


miles north-wost of 
orders came to survey all stroams 
side of the transit line ; following up the 
latter northerly, where posastble, to their 
riso in the great walershed—a work requir 
Ing courage, endurance, and topographical 
skill The lakes and atroama wore frozen 
over ready for the work, so I made up my 
party, and as the line had progressed near 
ly twenty miles from the aterting point, I 
had to go back and take in the lakes and 
rivers we had passod, The line camps were 
about five miles apart, at oach of which 
were left some provisions for dog teams 
coming up the line, or for any one requir 
ing to pass up or down tho trail. These 
would be a stand-by in caso tho supplies of 
my party should run short, as thoso we 
could take with us wero necessarily small. 
We had been at work some timo, nnd had 
stretched away North, following the intri- 
cate and tortuous chain of lakes which com- 
poso English river, in order, if possible, to 
reach their source at the groat watershed. 
At this point we were fully 30 milos north 
of the line camp, On the night in question 
the cold became intense, and the drift on 
the lake often obscured the rango of the in- 
strument. But as our traverse course had 
veered more southerly, we pushed on to 
reach a point which promised fair camping 
ground ; tho glass read 26° below zero with 
acutting north wind. I called ‘camp, 
when snowshoes became shovels, axes were 
plied for firo-logs, birch bark was gathered. 
and our snow bed was being hastily brush- 
ed, while at its foot a log heap was ready 
to light. At that momentithere was a con- 
sultation and dolay for which I was in no 
humor, and I ordered the fire to be lit at 
once. ‘To my dismay, however, one of the 
mon came to me with a face that indicated 
great apxiety—and he, of all men, was no 
coward—and roported the matches lost; 
that they only had one and were afraid to 
strike it lest it should fail; and if it failed 
it must be in my hands, asnone of them 
would risk it. I tried to put as brave a face 
on the matter as I could, I took the match 
and bent down in lee of the thrown up 
camp of snow. It was amoment of horrible 
suspense. Ina moment the thought flash- 
ed on my mind that if that tiny match miss- 
ed we would 


HAVE TO MARCH ALL NIGHT. 


To remain there would be certain death, 
for, though tempered as we were to en- 
dure the cold, flesh and blood could not 
stand it, 1 loosened my sash and Hudson's 
Bay coat for an unfrozon surface to strike 
on, while the men looked on as if waiting 
for an execution. Heaven heard our pray- 
ers, and the match blazed, while the bits 
of paper anxiously thrust atit came near 
putting out the feeble light on which our 
very lives depended. At length the whole 
heap of birch bark wasin a blaze. I have 
often thought what the consequences might 
have beon if that little match had failed. 
Woe seldom reflect on what results may 
germinate from small matters. But there 
was no time to moralize. A hasty supper 
was cooked, aud before a blazing fire we 
failed to realize the danger we escaped. 
But ‘misfortunes seldom comesingly.’ The 
cook announce! that our provisions were 
about done. Thirty milesfrom camp, and 
ten or fifteen from any point on the line 
where a supply was likely to be got ; deep 
snow, an unbroken forest, cold as death it- 
self, and no food. The boys sung songs, 
and | kept upashow of jollity, but in- 
wardly I fe't anxiously my position. J slept 
little, but formed my rosolution. Karly 
next morning the men were ordered to 
make for the nearest old camp on the line, 
and if supplies wore found on a * cache’ to 
return at once, if not to follow up to the 
camp as best 1 could. One of the men 
offered to remain with me, but there was 
no food for two if the worst happened. I 
had plenty of dry firewood, a chunk of 
frozen cheese, and more bread, tea and 
sugar than 1 would require. Soon after 
the men left the weather got milder, and I 
passed the day reducing my traverses, and 
writing up my pencil notes. At length 
night began to settle down, the sky be- 
came overcast, and an ominous silence 
prevailed. Erol finished my supper it 
was black dark—made darker still by the 
blaze of my camp fire, I was alone, but 
did not feel unhappy. 1 had at least three 
days’ food for one, and in the event of my 
men not returning, that would take me to 
the line camp. I would have to ‘break trail’ 
all the way by a straight cut. I could fol- 
low the men’s trail, if I took that route, but 
it was around abotit one. I would likely 
have to travel night and day, but I had 
not a match eitherto make tea or read 
my compass by. Under these circum- 
stances thoughts came quickly and some- 
times unbidden, I was thus musing on 
my solitary situation and enjoying the 
never-failing solace of my pipe before a 
blazing fire that threw its light out among 
the tall birches and spruces, when sudden- 
ly I heard behind me a noise as if some 
one wore coming. It could not be my men, 
as thoy had not time to return, and they 
would come from an opposite direction al- 
togethor ; it was too calm for the wind to 
move the branches ; but just as I was put- 
ting it down as imaginary, I heard it again, 
nearer and almost behind me, but a little 
to my left. Again and again I heard it 
still nearer. It might be a stray Indian 
hunter who would keep me company for 
the night, and I awaited his approach with 
something between curiosity and anxiety. 
At that moment I heard it on my left, 
and the crunching of the snow was very 
distinct. I could not make out the ob- 


on each 


ject advancing so cautiously. In the 
darkness that circled my camp-lire 
light 1 could see nothing at all. 
Without moving my body I 


turned my head to the left and watched 
for my visitor, when there darted through 
the darkness two star-like balls, which, 
from my position, seemed as large as eggs 
and of beautiful prismatic colors. I now 
know it to be an animal of some kind, and 
judging from the two eye-balls | was look- 
ing at, a large one too. Situated as I was 
this was something by far more romantic 
than any mere description can convey. 
While I was watching what would next hap- 
pen, a log settled down in the fire, causing 
& bright flame to leap up. The two globes 
disappeared, and the next moment there 
stood before me, and only a few yards be- 
yond my fire

NED FOREST'S PREACHING, 


The Reformed Gambler's Sermon in a 
San Branoisco Church, 


A DISCOUMSE FULL OF GAMBLER'S SLANG. 


(Kromthe San Franciseo Chrouiele, ) 


Evangelist Ned Forest's broadcloth coat 
had not a speck of dust upon it, his white 
four-in-hand scarf was adjusted to a nicoty 
around his‘ cutemy-chin.’) collar, aud his 
hair wos banged and plastered as accurately 
a4 yasoline would stick it whon he bogaa 
operations on tho souls of his ver respect: 
able sudience at the Central Mothodiat 
church Jast evening. The reformed short- 
card player was the central brilliant in a 
setting of smart young women who sang 
more or loss, and five gentlemen of various 
degrees of thickness who formed the male 
portion of the choir. The exhorter had the 
pulpit moved to one side go as to leave the 
platform free for his exasperated motions. 
The audience was composed mainly of the 
male sex, tho fairer half of creation being 
too much mystified by the reformed gam- 
bler's technical slang to appreciate his ual- 
lies, while the men present affected the bald 
head by a large majority.

Out of regard for the conventionalists, 
but evidently for no other reason, Forest 
sslected a text, ** Sayed by Hope,” which he 
announced was to be found in eighth 
Romans, 24th verse, and paid no furthor 
attention to. 

The services were opened by _ singing, 
which he started with the injunstion to the 
young lady in frizzes who played the organ 
to ‘‘Lether go!” And she did ‘let her 
go,” and the choir “‘ let her go,” and there 
was some noise there or thereabouts, 

‘Glad to seo so many of the boys here 
to-night,” began the speaker ; ‘* I feel that 
God called me unto the work for the boys, 
When.a man of my age has spent fifteen 
years going down to hell and has been 
stopped he owes a debt of gratitude, 
That's what 1 owe, and I want to {cash it, 

*“To-night lam not going to talk to 
cemeteries. God only knows the secrets 
of the graveyards, Scores that Jay out in 
Lone Mountain refused the Lord. When 
the casket is screwed down there is no 
chance for a fellow. When the crape is 
hanged before the door you can’t cash your 
checks, ‘Twice iu my life I haye lain at 
death's door, ouco with a knife wound, and 
ouce with a ‘44’ that left u huie iu ny neck 
I oan put wy finger inte,” 

The revivalist described livw + parson in 
& sermon over a drunkard promised the 
wife and mother and daughter to meet him 
in heaven. ; 

‘* No, he went to hell,” cried the evange- 
list. ‘*A gambler don't want to go to hea- 
ven, He'd haye no one to have a game 
with him.” 

The exhorter here fell into a Ilachrymos 
condition, during whioh he dealt in consid- 
erable sentiment, and related the story of 
his own conversion while dealing taro, He 
claimed to haye beon too wicked for des- 
cription, too low fot the imagination to 
grasp, and took huge satistaction in the 
picture of depravity which he presented, 

“But,” he shouted, smiting the pulpit a 
mighty thwack, “I’ve found a game that 
pays. I've found a hand that wina every 
hour of my life ; it’s a hand that no man 
can hold over, no mau can bluff meon, It 
is the hand God dealt to me, and I won't 
lay it down until I lay it down at the throne 
of God,” ’ 

The converted:gambler then depicted a 
girl initiated into a game of cards in a 
home, and a year later staggering up the 
streot. 

Then somewhat irrelevantly he asserted ; 
‘‘A gambler has a heart as big as a church, 
God bless and haye mercy on the gamblers 
of San Francisco, The only time I ever 
hold a sure hand that couldn’t be done up 
1 hold now. 

“A friend of mine I helped plant in 
Leadville. There was a man who held as 
big a roll as any man in ‘Frisco. I found 
him lying dying from consumption. ‘I 
don’t want to squeal at the tail end of life,’ 
he said. ‘That isn’t squealing,’ I said, So 
I found a parson and set him ta work on 
him. Weall got down on our knees, and 
while we prayed he gasped, ‘God, 1f there's 
such a thing as mercy for such a one as me, 
give it ter me.’ 

*‘Men say they don’t like such a thing as 
ahell. Well, 1 beliove in a straight regu- 
lar A No. hell. I know a feller who was 
an infidel who dropped off a boat into the 
river, They got him up and done tho bay- 
rel act on him and he was fixed, when the 
first thing ho says was, ‘Thank (jod!’

God 
help you to-night to get & winning hand, 
t'e'a square deal, I like to hear a man 
qe down and say, “God,I'yo boon 4 bud, 


miserable, wicked man and 1 want holp.” 
That nian means business, When I was a 
gambler { wore guod clothes and had a 
cluster, I didn't walk much, 1 generally 
rode in a carrisgo and did the gontleman 
act,

‘There 
were few lols comparatively that could be 
classitied as choice, and even theso might 
have beon better, 

Tho weather of the week was unveon, 
some of it being cool and some of it pretty 
warm, Hot westhor at this tine of yoar 
offects cheese in factories much more than 
in July or August. Fodder cheese have 
not got the body to stand it ‘and are not 
malo to stand it. A’singld' Hot day will 
sometimes pull them up with jas and get 
them out of shape. No cows have been 
turned out as yet in this part of the coun- 
try, and there is no prospect that they will 
be turned out eariior than next week. A 
yoar ago cattle had already been turned out 
to grass for several days, aud the pasturage 
was abundant and good, 

The foreign trade continues exceedingly 
dull aud limited. Cheeso that has been 
sent out went mostly on commission, and 
although no returns have yet been received 
froin it, the expeotation is that they will 
uot be encouraging when they do come. 
Such cheesé as shippors have bought, was 
taken only us a sample of the make, and

It is well to warn our 
makeca that the market does not start out 
yery auspiciously. Prices just now are high, 
but they are running down each week, and 
buyers claim that factorymen are much to 
blame for selling uncured cheese, If we geta 
bad reputation abroad early in the season,it 
is too apt to stick by us through thesummer 
and sut down our foreign trade. This 
matter should be looked after at once, and 
corrected too, for it is certainly a matter 
that can easily be corrected. Too much 
miosture left in the cheese, and too little 
time for curing, are the two faults com- 
plained of. Amerjcan cheese exports were 
seriously cut down last year, and we can 
hardly afford to let them take another drop 
this year, If our makers will only do the 
best they know how to do, and look after 
future results rather than the small tem- 
porary gains made by early marketing and 
a little larger average price for their milk, 
they can put a stop to the further decline 
of our exports, and hold the trade we still 
haye left, Following is our usual table of 
quotations ;

The covtre 
looked like frozen foam—honey combed, 
but hard and crystallized, As I entered on 
the narrow and frail looking centre, tho 
roar of waters on my right below, almost 
produced giddiness,and just near the centre 
I felt one of my feet crushing through the 
foamy mass. I could not spring, as it 
might break the mass, my only safety 
lay in being quiet, The suspense was 
trying, nothipg gave way and in a 
second more 1 was safe. It now  ap- 
peared to me almost childish to have 
written on the tree,and I would have given 
something to have it blotted out, but I sup- 
pose till this day no one has seen it, . I did 
not feel any reaction till 1 got a look from 
below at the kind of thing I had crossed 
which looked like a foot thick of frozen 
foam, and the sight caused a slight faint- 
ness. There is no uso in talking of courage, 
Like all other things it has its limit, un- 
less wo call foolhardy bravado by that 
name. In adjusting my snowshoes for the 
rost of my journey,I missed my knife, which 
I at once remembered putting in my satch- 
oll after using it at dinner, and in turning 
its contents to the bottom, to my great 
joy I found two matches and two bits 
with the phosphorus on them. I could 
now kindle afire, cook a scanty meal 
and rest for the night. It was getting 
darkas Il reached the border of a small 
lake, where I found dog wood and abund- 
ance of birch bark. I made my camp,and in 
half an hour had my tea water boiling. 
The air was close, presaging a storm ; | 
felt tiréd, so after a frugal supper and the 
ever-soothing pipe, 1 rolled up, and was 
soon oblivious tomy hardships, On awak- 
ened I found some inches of snow on my 
blankets; the embers of lust nigh’s fire 
were still smoking, enabling me to look for 
as liberal a breakfast as my means admitted.

or for what purposes the money borrowed 
has been applied, Yet itisof great import- 
auco that that should be fully understood. 
Monoy that has been borrowed for the pur- 
poses of legitimateimprovemont doos not lie 
on the borrower in the nature of a load,even 
though he may haveto pay iuterestforits use. 
Fields broken up, land drained,secure barns 
erected, stock improved, aro objects of such 
vital importance, and are so profitable 
withal, that money so expended is oe sident- 
ly an economical investment, returning far 
more to the farmer each year than the sum 
be may have to pay by way cf interest, 
Besides, during the last few years the rate 
of interest has dropped from eight and 
nine per cent, to six per cent., and even 
lower, so that though the land may remain 
atill inortgaged the annual payments have 
become reduced from 26 to 80 per cent. 
lostead, therefore, of the suma that the 
farmers haye to pay by Way of interest on 
account of mortgage being on the increase 
they are sensibly diminished, while the 
improvement made on the land is adding 
to the value of the produce and the certainty 
of the crop. And it is not easy to under- 
stand why the farmers are alone singled 
out for commisseration on account of debt 
that has been judiciously contracted. Isit 
not the fact that every cent of accommo- 
dation that the merchant obtains from a 
bank inorder to carey on his affairs is 
equally in the nature of alien on his es- 
tate? And yet heis not told from week to 
week that he is on his last legs, and that 
if the Government of the cotntry does not 
come to his assi#t:nce with cheaper money 
and more of it he will be inevitably rain- 
ed. Thoeré aréa Luudrod ways-in which 
business men are able to borrow money 
with advantage. Andso is the farmer, 
even though as a matter of security to the 
lender he may be required to give a mort- 
gage on his Jand. But whatis there in a 
mortgage that is of so frightful a character 
that it should be singled out for special re 
mark and nervous counsel ! It may be said 
that in many ways it isa preferable mode 
of borrowing than by way of commercial 
paper, which may at any time be called in, 
whilst loan by way of mortgage, being for 
a fixed term and a fixed rate of interest,no 
apprehension as to such a result is to be ap- 
prehended. It may bo safely left bo the 
farmer to know if iu borrowing money he 
is acting judiciously. And in that lies the 
whole matter, The character'of the se- 
curity is merely a matter of detail, and 
does not affect the profit or loss that may 
accrue from a transaction. We have entire 
confidence that the farmers know just what 
they are about when they borrow money 
with which to improve their estates and 
that they cannot be frightened from their 
propriety by being told cither that they are 
mortgaged to death or crushed under a 
load of taxation.

INCIDENTS OF THEO P Rn. SURVEY 


] By One of ite Engiocors, 


(Cuntinued from Ye terday,) 
I again packed aud resumed my weary 
journey, hoping, i possible, to reach sone 
point on the‘line that night, and thence 
| aloog our dog trail to the camp Breaking 


trail was heayy and my progress slow, But 
I held on my compass course over fallen 
timber, hills and rocks About eleven o 
k I camo to what looked like a river and 
lt lay in 


cloc 
about fifty or sixty yards across 
my course avd | 
when near the opposite aide the ico bocume 
‘glare.’ Tho water lad rocoded from it, 
and hero and there a snag stuck up. I did 
not think from appearance that the water 
wan deep under, but, as [ advanced, | kept 
probing with my sharp pole. When a fow 
yards from the shore the ico under my right 
snowshoe gave way, and it went bodily 
through nearly cidewise, and then turned 
flat under the ice, Although | triod every 
conceivable monps to recover it I could not 
succeed. I could not reach back to loosen 
the strings-—which were stiff frozen for 
fear of losing tho balance of my other foot; 
I pushed down my pole, but at six feet, 1 
could feel no bottom. I was alone without 
a soul to help me, and if the icy below my 
left shoe gave way I wasdono for. I durst 
not struggle for fear of this, and at the end 
of a quarter of an hour IT was as fast as ever 
in that trap. There was a snag near, but it 
was too low to catch and my hand could 
not reach it within an inch or two. I 
knew that my only safety lay in patience 
and coolness, so taking my tomahawk from 
my sash, I chopped tho ice little by little 
arounditin order to makea catch if I 
could reach as far. By moviag gently I suc- 
ceeded in shifting my snowshoe below the 
ice, and by that means got near enough to 
catch the snag. The hold was good and I 
could pull, butif I lost my snowshoe | 
might as well be drowned at once. The hold 
I had got enabled me, however, to use 
more exertion and to move my right foot, 
which I did in every form for fully ten 
minutes, every minuto feeling an hour. 
At last, when I had nearly given up, a 
lucky turn brought the shoo up edge wise 
and out it came; and by the greatest care, 
I made the shore over the 

MOST TREACHEROUS ICE I BVER SAW. 

I felt a good deal exhausted; my right 
foot wet up nearly to the knee, but for- 
tunately the weather wascomparatively mild, 
I rested a little, ate some biscuits and 
frozen cheese, lighted my pipe with my 
only match and resumed my journey. I 
had lost nearly two hours of precious day 
light, but the rest of the afternoon, beyond 
very heavy snows,having presented few 
difficulties, I did to my infinite relief reach 
the line dog trail bysundown. I was there 
safe after all my trouble, and would have 
stayed there for the night, but as my pre- 
visions were on their ‘last legs,’ with a 
good trail, a clearing sky and fully a qurter 
moon I résolved if possible to make the 
camp thst evening. The trail soon enter- 
ed ou a narrow lake four or five miles long, 
which seemed to me twenty. 1 did not 
know how far the line had progressed since 
1 left it but supposed it, from the usual 
rate, to be six orseven miles from where I 


was. I was very tired and felt that IL 
couldnot go mich farther. 1 was nearing 
the end of the leke and was looking for a 


place to try my two remaining bits of 
matches, and to camp for the night if they 
lighted, when I came across new snow shoe 
tracks, which I followed into the bush for 
about fifty yards. Here I began to find 
rabbits’ feet,and bits of fur, when [at once 
concluded that L was on an Indian hunter's 
camp ;a few yards further I found the 
wigwam banked round withsnow. Resoly- 
ed. to stay here for the night l entered with 
the ever lasting ‘ Boshoo’ and, as the In- 
dian etiquette demands, shook hands all 
round. There were two big Indians mak- 
ing snow-shoes at one side, and two squaws, 
an old one and two papooses, at the other. 
A bright fire blazed on the ‘caboose’ with 
some flat stones around it on which pieces 
of rabbit flesh and beaver tail were roasting. 
After the first salute no one took the 
slightest notice of me, the men going on 
with their work and the three squaws look- 
ing vacantly into the fire. I took off my pack 
and satchel, and sat fora while in solemn 
silence, I then handed the two whole plugs 
of tobacce I hadleft, one to each of the men, 
and my whole remaining stock of sugar to 
one of the women, who 1 judged to be 
‘mistress of the house.’ This elicted all 
around series of ‘meyuitches’ (thanks). 
Again a long silence, after which the squaw 
to whom I had presented the groceries rose 
silently, put some waterinatin can and 
then some tea ; then another long silence. 
When the water boiled she handed me the 
can boiling, and the little sugarbag I had 
given her, which after sweetening my tea 
out of it, | returned with the usual ‘ meguet- 
ch.’ She then pointed to the roast on the 
hot stones and murmured “* buckatte,’ (you 
are hungry.) I certainly was but the 
savory mess was too much forme, although 
I appreciated the hospitality, as the best 
she could do, and what was better I saw 
that she meant it. I ate the balance of 
my cheese with some biscuit and the tea, 
dividing the remaining biscuits between 
the two papooses. The wigwam was not 
more than ten feet across, and 1 was mus- 
ing how eight human beings could find 
room tosleep 
WHEN ONE OF THE INDIANS 

took his snowshoess and went ont ; after a 
little he re-entered with somo cedar bushes, 
which he laid in a vacant place and 
in;a low tone drawled out ‘nébugan’, 
(your bed.) Rabbit skin blankets were 
then in order, and without a word each 
curled:up for thenight. Tho situation was 
funny in the extreme ; I slept like a top till 
Jute into Sunday morning. I got up at 
once ; there was only one woman and a man 
in the wigwam, Where the others had gone 
I did not know, unless, like myself, they 
were lodgers for the night and had gone. 
Tho squaw gave me some of last night's tea 
and pointed to some strips of pork (which 
I afterward found they got from our peo- 
ple) stuck on the points of little sticks 
before the fire and dripping on some 
chock:dog bread she had kindly prepar- 
ed for my brenkfast.. [t was tidy enough 
in her way, but at any rate I had ocither 
to go Without or eat it, and I did so, I 
spoke buc indifferent Cree, but enough to 
invite the Indian to camp to get some 
supplies in return for his kindness, [ 
then left with vory stuf ankles. As near- 
ly as I could make out I was about six 
miles from camp, and was not a little sur- 
prised to find my night’s host at my hoels 
with a cariboo skin Bae for the spoils I had 


finding nothing but pork and beans on the 
‘cachor,’ roade for the line camp straight, 
as they wore without any means of kind- 
ling a firo, After a ‘oivilized dinner,’ a 
pack of all the old conta, pants, old sashor, 
ote., that tho young fellows could think 
of, wore heaped together tor the Indian, 
with some flour, pork, boiled beans, toa, 
sugar, etc. But the hoap, as was intond- 
ed by thom, becamo too big for the Indian 
to carry, Lis stone image face became a

The Disallowance Question, 


Sir Hector Langevin States the Govern- 
. ment's Polloy. 


Jn the Railways and Canals Committos 
on Thuraday, Sir Hector Langevin said 
the policy of the Government» as to the 
dieallowance question ia Manitoba had not 
been changed. Parliament bad made an 
agreement with the Canadian Pacific Ruail- 
way Company, and the Government was 
bound to carry the agreement out. It had 
been said by some that as far as Manitoba 
was concerned the Government was not 
bound, and Parliament was not bound, but 
the principle was the same. It was ex- 
pected that the Eastern Provinces would 
be recouped for the many millions expend- 
ed in building the railway by obtaining tho 
north-western trade and it would not do to 
allow this trade to be tapped and car- 
ried off to the States. If railways wero 
built across the border the people of the east 
would not see a carload of freight from the 
North-West. He believed, and the Gov 
ernment believed, it was neither in the 
interest of the North-West nor of the coun- 
try at large, nor the Canadian Pacific Com- 
pany that the policy of disallowance should 
cease.

Mr, O'Brien has been received in Mont: 
real as we hoped and expected he would 
bo. Ho and his friends haye not been in- 
terfored with in any way, He was welcomed 
by hia admirers and his meeting was attend- 
od, almost éxclusively, by those of his 
countrymen who approved of his mission, 
Readers of the reports of the meeting will

struggling pupils. Sympathy is one of the 
min elements of power in the school room, 
is essential in all teaching, but more partic- 
ularly in teaching langaage. Children 
should be encouraged to talk about their 
lessuns, and teachers should be careful not 
to get into the habit of talking too much 
themselves. They should always use cor- 
rect forms of speech, and insist on correct 
forms from their pupils and study correct 
forms themselves, tHe thon explained how 
to use object lessons in teaching language, 
and gave an eloquent address on training 
the reflective powers and the moral nature 
of children, emphasized the reproduction 
of logsonas, nismorizing gews of prose and 
poetry, and giving abstracts of lessons*and 
original composition. The Institute then 
adjourned until afternoon.

The Pacitic Rathway, 


Synopsis of the Annual Keport. 


Montxeat, May 12.—Tho following ia a 
summary of tue annualreport presented to 
the directors of the Canadian Pacitic Rail- 
way ab thoir annual meeting yesterday 
The anuual report, which on motion, was 
adopted, stated among other things, that 
the obligations of the company to the Do- 
minion Government have been discharged 
in full, the $29,880,912 loan having been 
ropaid aud the $8,896,000 land grant bonds 
held by the Government as security, 
surrendered to the Company and can- 
celled. On November 10th a further 
agreemont was entered into, which pro- 
vided for the acceptance by the govern- 
ment of the work extctited by the company 
as fulfilling the conditions of the contract, 
and the acceptance by the company of the 
portions of the road constructed by the 
government, subject, however, to the ad- 
justinout of certain deficiencies in the gov- 
ernment section in British Columbia. This 
agreement also provided for the payment 
to the company of the balance of the cash 
subsidy and for the release of $4,000,000 
of the $5,000,000 of the company’s land 
grand bonds, held by the government, held 
under the origiual contract. The §4,000,- 
000 land grant bonds thus released are now 
held by the company. 

The following is a statement of the earn- 
ings and expenses, showing the result of 
the year’s operations; Gross earnings, for 
the year $10,081,805 ; working expenses 
being at the rate of 63-26 per cent of the 
gross earnings, $9,378,317 ; net earnings, 
36 74 per cent., $3,703,486 ; deduct fixed 
charges acrued during tlie year, $3,068,041; 
surplus $635,444. The total assets are 
$226,405, 231; total liabilities, $117,099,515; 
nominal surplus of assets over liabilities, 
$109,305,716. 

TRAFFIC WITH THE EAST, 

Although the railway was open for 
through freight traffic enly for the last five 
months of the past year, no less than seven 
cargoes of tea and other Chinese and Jap- 
anese commodities were brought to your 
line during that time by sailing ships, con- 
signed to the principal cities in Canada,and 
to St. Paul, Chicago, Néw York and other 
cities in the United States, indicating that 
the expectationsof the directors as to a large 
and profitable trans-Pacific trade will be 
fully realized upon the establishment of 
a regular line of steamships, A temporary 
service for the present séason has been ar- 
ravged for, to be performed by three steam- 
ships between Vancouver and Yokohama 
and Hong Kong. Negotiations are in pro- 
yress wish the Imperial Government for the 
establishment of a first class line of steam- 
ships between Vancoverand China and Ja- 
pan and the imperial interests inye'ved in 
the uestion are so important that there can 
be little doubt of a satisfactory result. The 
grain trade of the company is stwadily in- 
creasing and since the last anoual reporta 
second elevator of 600,000 bushels capacity 
has been found necessary in Montreal. This 
has now been completed, bringing the stor 
age capacity at that point up to 1,200,000 
bushels. ‘The growth of local traflic has 
been most gratifying and there is every 
prospect that this growth will be more rapid 
in the future. 

EXTENSIONS AND BKANCHES, 


The extension of the Algoma branch from 
Algoma mills to Sault St, Marie isin active 
progress and will be fully completed dur- 
ing the present season without subsidy or 
bonus of any kind, The extension of the 
Ontario & Quebec railway from Sinith’s 
Falls to Montreal, which will afford to the 
company the shortest practicable line be- 
tween Montreal and Toronto,is nearly com- 
pleted and is expected to be ready for busi- 
ness within a few weeks. As this line 
is expected to have a very heayy traflic 
it has been laid with 72 pound steel rails 
and completed ina more than usually sub- 
stantial manner. Satisfactory progress has 
been made towards securing a western en- 
trance to Montreal, and a central passenger 
station in that city and an eastern entrance 
to the city of Toronto, both of which will 
materially shorten the distance between 
the two cities and give the company a more 
complete control of the traflic than it 
would otherwise haye. The extension 
from Woodstock to the Detroit river 
will be completed as far as the im- 
portant city of London, Ontario, by the 
endof thé present month, There 16 a 
prospect that arrangements may be made 
with other lines which may obvjate the 
necessity of continuing this extension to 
the Detroit river. It 18 very important, 
however, in the interest of the compary, 
that, failing such arrangements, the di- 
rectors should be ina position to proceed 
with the work. You will be asked, there- 
fore, to authorize the lease of this section cf 
the Ontario & Queboe railway for a rental 
equivalent to the interest of $25,000 per 
mile at 5 per cent. per annum, this being 
the amount of debenture stock set aside 
for its construction. 

THE TELEGRAPH, 


The company’s lines of telegraph were 
opened throughout for commercial business 
in Beptemberiaass and the results have been 
most satisfactory. Branch lines of telegraph 
have been built to the principal towns in 
Ontario and Quebec, and within a short 
time all of the principal towns in Canada 
will be reached by the Company's system. 
The company has secured tolegraphio con- 
nection with the lines of the postal company 
and the Baltimore & Ohio company for all 
parte of the United States, and also connec

Europe amount to close upon thirteen mil- | 
lions sterling a year. Germany standa at 
the head of European nations in the mat- 
ter of royal incomes, That empire with a | 
population of more than forty five millions, 
support twenty two royal, princely, and 
ducal families, and the direct cost of their 
maintenance is £5,000,000. In Pruasia } 
and several of tho other German States | 
the reigning family, besidos its public in- | 
como, possesses very large private ostates, 
and, indeed, in some of the States, the 
princes are the chief land owners. In 
Mecklenburg Strelitz, for instance, the 
reivning family owns three-fifths of the 
land, and the Grand Duke governs without 
the aid of any representative institutions 
whatever. Turkey comes next to Ger- 


incomes of royal families of 


many in its royal expenditure, the total 
amount absorbed by the Sultan and his 
family being about £5,200,000. The im- 
perial family of Ruasia costs that country 
£2,450,000, the greater part of which 
comes in the shape of rents from the 
crown domains, which consist of more than 
a million square miles of land besides gold 
and silver mines. The Austrian imperial 
family is tolerably well off, having a re- 
venue of £920,000, all of which comes di- 
rectly from the public revenue of the 
country. ‘Tho British royal family comes 
rext, with a cost to the country of £900, - 
000. The sum includes the revenue de- 
rived from the Duchies of Lancaster and 
Cornwall, which amounts to £111,000, 
The old Duchess of Cambridge, now eighty- 
eight years of age, continues to draw from 
the British Treasury, £6000 a year, besides 
enjoying the royal palaces of St. James 
and Kew as her residences, Italy pays 
her royal family £660,000, which is a very 
large sum in proportion to the means of 
the country, while Spain disburses on the 
same account £400,000. This ends the list 
of the European monarchies of large popu- 
lation. But the minor monarchies also pay 
their royal families yery large sums. Bel- 
gium pays £33,000 a year to her king, and 
Portugal, with three-quarters of a million 
less population, pays £127,000. Monarchy 
costs Sweden and Norway £117,000 an- 
vually; Denmark, £62,700; Holland, 
£63,000 ; Roumania, £00,800; and Greece 
£42,000. But £12,000 of this last sum is 
paid by England, France and Russia. Re- 
publican France gives hor President £36,- 
000, two thirds of which is in the form of a 
salary, and one-third for household ex- 
penses. The Swisss Republic pays its Pre- 
sident £600a year, which is probably the 
stnallest sum the head of a civilized nation 
in the world receives, All the expenditures 
of Switzerland are on a correspondingly low 
scale. The expenditure of te Confederation 
does not reach £2,000,000 annually.

THE IRON INDUSTRY. 

The anticipation that the Government 
would appoint a commission of enquiry in 
regard to the iron industry, with a view to 
taking action at the next scesion of Parlia- 
ment, has not been realized, the Finance 
Minister having taken the bold avd patrio- 
tic step of increasing tho duty on pig iron 
to $4 per ton, and likewise retaining 
the bounty of $1.50 per ton, whilst at the 
same time he has abolished the duty on 
anthracite coal and considerably increased 
the duties on manufactured and partially 
manufactured iron and steel. Sir Charles 
estmates—and he has beyond doubt gone 
vory fully and carefully into the subject 
during the past two months—that to supply 
the amount of iron plates, ete., used in 
Canada each year, not including steel rails, 
cutlery, hardware, etc., will require 260, - 

tonsof pig iron, 750,000 tons of iron 

ore and "750,000 tons of bal; giving the 
ryi of 1,625,000 tons of freight to 
bring the material together. The manufac- 
ture from pig iron to morchant ware will 
require 750,000 tons of coal. In fact, said 
Sir Charles, the development of the iron 
industry will tax the coal industry to its 
utmost. To produce the goods will give 
employment to 20,000. workmen and sub- 
sistence to from 80,000 to 100,000 people, 

In addition to this, steady employment 
will be given to the coal miners of Nova 
Scotia, and many other incidental advant. 
ages of very great importance will result 
from the policy which has now been inaugu- 
rated. 

Tho INTELLIGENCER, a8 8 consistent ad- 
vocate of a protective policy for the iron 
and steel industry, is rejoiced that the Gov: 
ernment hays at last been able to see their 
way clear to the adoption of tkat policy. 
There will probably be an outcry against 
it from the interested minority for a short 
time, but its wisdom will be recognized by 
the great majority of the people and ina 
few years—as in the case of the N.P., which 
has thus been rounded up toa near approach 
to perfection—we shall find the Grits so 
confounded by its success as to abandon 
their opposition to it. 

We commend to our readers the following 
exceedingly pertinent remarks of the To- 
ronito World on the subject : 

The greatest surprise to the country and 
the most startling advance in Canada’s Na- 
tional Policy since 1879 will prove to be 
that announced by Sir Charles fupper last 
night, It may fairly be called the pronounce- 
ment of an iron revolution forthe Dominion. 
The Minister said that with regard to iron 
in its various forms the Government had 
adopted the plain reasonable rule of making 
the duties proportionate to the amount of 
labor oxpended on the article in each case. 
This, hie thought, should be approved on 
the instant by all the working men in the 
bcc Another important statement 
het e was that the Government, in de- 
ciding how far they might go, had adopted 
also the rule of making the new Canadian 
iron duties“ as nearly as possible two- 
thirds of the present American duties. 
For instance, pig iron, before paying 
$2 per ton, will, after this, pay $4, the 
American gers being $6; slabs, blooms 
and billets, being iron converted from pig 
to wrought, $9 per ton; bar or hammered 
iron still further advanced in the process, 
and on which still more labor has been ex- 
pended will pay $11, $13 or $15 per ton, 
acoording to size and so on ; malleablo iron 
castings, $25 per ton, butin no case less 
than 25 percent. on the value; wrought 
axles, $30 per ton, but in no case less than 
30 per cent. on the value. This will cer- 
tainly prove a veritable iron revolution for 
Canada. Let usrejoico that the country 
has at last a Finance Minister, also a whole 
Government at his “bick, with courage 
enough to extend to iron production the 
same National Policy that was applied eight 
years ago to ochorimportant branches. The 
news will set the country ringing and the 
bold action adopted by the Government may 
betaken as its reply to Erastus Wiman's 
statement that Canada is unable to stand 
alone but must either surrender to the 
United States or perish. Tho represonta- 
tive of unrestricted reciprocity may now 
say of himself as the American humorist 
said of somebody, that it would have beon 
twonty five dollars in his pocket if he had 
nover been born. Another great surprise 
to the country will be tho immediate and 
total abolition of the fifty cents por ton 
duty on hard coal, What will the free 
tb howlors dofor a cry now whon the 

‘coal tax” cry is summarily taken from 
thom? It is understoed that this change 
was adopted as part and parcel of the iron 
revolution, the object being to give the 
fundry inen free wnthracito for thoir fur- 
naces in connection with the advanced duty 
on pig iron. Anyway the howl about the 
‘coal tax” is clean gone now, for the poor 
man does not use soft coal, at least not in

museum, which vombined are intended to 
tell the story of man as he exists on the 
earth, First is shown a specimen of col 
ton in the pod just ap it is picked, without 
having the seed romoved, Noxt is shown 
a spoctinen of the same cotton after it has 
been ginned and tho black soods have beon 
romoved, The Sea Island cotton is used 
for thread on account of the length of the 
tibre. A sample of the sacking in Ww hich 
the cotton is baled is also shown. ‘Then 
the cotton is supposed to have been baled 
and shipped to the thread factory. Here the 
firot thing that is dono with the cotton 1s to 
subject it to the picker” process, by which 
tho cotton from several bales is iwixed to 
secure uniformily, During the picker pro- 
ocss much waste, in the form of duat, dirt 
and short fibres, is separated from the good 
fibres by the pincer, Next the ** picked” 
cotton is wound on a machine, in shoots or 
laps, into a roll, The next process illustrat: 
ed by a practical exhibit is the carding, by 
which tho sheets of cotton are combed or 
run out into long parallel fibres, The cot- 
ton is next seen drawn through a trumpet 
shaped oponing, which condenses it into a 
single strand of ‘silver,’ Then oight such 
silvers are run together into one, six of the 
strands thus produced are drawn into one, 
and again six of the strands from the last 
drawing are combined into one, Thon 
comes the slubbing or fast *t roving” pro- 
cess, which consists of winding the strand 
and bobbin. ‘Two strands are twisted and 
again wound ona bobbin. After anumber 
of other twistings and windings, curing 
which the strand is gradually reduced in size 
until it begins to assume a threadlike ap- 
pearance, tio strands of this fine ‘ roving” 
aro run together and twisted, under con- 
siderable tension, on a bobbin that makes 
7,000 revolutions a minute, Two of the 
cords thus produced are then wound_ to- 
getheron a spool, and then twisted from 
that to another spool, Tho two-cord thread 
thus produced is transferred thence to an- 
other spool, arid then three threads of two 
cords each are twisted together, forming 
six-cord thread. Ono who has followed the 
process sees the cotton gradually trans: 
formed from a wide band or sheet of loose 
cotton to a compact thread that will pass 
through tho eye of a needlo, ‘Lhe six-cord 
thread is at last taken from a bobbin and 
reeled into a skein in which form it is 
bleached or dyed. Then it is wound back 
from a skein upon a big spool, from which 
it is supplied to little white birch spools, 
upon which it is wound in regular courses, 
and is then ready for market. The ma- 
chine that regulates the last winding mea- 
sures the number of yards wound on each 
spool. ‘The spools are made ‘of various 
sizes, to hold from 200 to 12,000 yards of 
threads. The labels that decorate the ends 
of the spools when they are sold are last 
put on, They are cat and passed ‘on by 
machinery with great rapidity.— Washing- 
ton Star,

The Hamilton corrospondent of the Globe 
gives tho following opinions of prominent 
manufactures on the tariff 

Mr. 5. J. Whitehead, superintendent of 
the Hamilton Forging Works and Rolling 
Mille, said to a Globe reporter on Satur- 
day :—"'The now tariff is a grand thing to 
mako Canada strong and prosperous. We 
use somp irow altoget!er in our rolling 
mills, but we shall use some pig iron in 
future. The people up town will haye to 
buy from us and they can’t make us come 
down to the Euglieh prices,” 

Mr, O. E. Doolittle, President of the 
Ontario Rolling Mills and American Nail 
Works, said ;—'‘'The result will be an in- 
crease of the iron trade and a development 
of the country by stimulating the produoc- 
tion of iron, It will add to the population, 
as moet of the ironworkers will be brought 
here from other countries. The immediate 
effect, of course, will be an increase in the 
price of iron, Internal competition will 
in time regulate that, but untd there are 
enough manufacturers of iron to give that 
competition the prices will be regulated by 
the, price of English iron Jaid down here 
with the mnereased duty paid. Only about 
the usual stock of iron is now held in this 
city. We have a large stock in the mills, 
as wo lind it necessary in order to keep up 
anassortment. Our ntaterial is scrap iron, 
and a duty has been put’ on that, though 
it was free before. Now we shall use some 
pig iron as well. The advance will not 
amount to a great deal, say about a dollar 
on a waggon and a dollarand a half on a 
machine, The price of nails will go up, L 
suppose, as a result of the rise in bar iron. 
The former tariff has kept out foreign nails. 
The price is regulated by the Montreal 
mills. Our mill and one in Gananoque are 
the only nail mills in Datario, and we gen- 
erally follow Montreal.” 

Mr. Alex. Gartshore, of the Canada Pipe 
Foundry, said: ** Lam satisfied with the 
new tariff, It has increased the duty on 
my raw material, pig and scrap iron, but it 
has still more increased the duty on the 
pipes 1 make, from 30 per cent, to $12a 
tov. I use about $300 worth of hard coal 
a month, and the duty has ‘been taken off 
that, My wuame has been published as 
signing the petition for the removal of the 
duty on pig iron, but that is wrong. I 
desired an increase in the duty. Over 1,600 
tous of Canadian iron are used in this foun- 
dry every yearand | have bought 2,000 
tons in six months.

A stove founder, speaking of Sanadian 
iron, said: ‘* Yes, we use some, but we 
have to mix it with other iron to make it 
suitable. We will still continue to import 
pig iron, though the duty has been raised 

2aton. Idon’s think there will be any 
advance in the price of stoves just now, 
You know we made an advance of 8 per 
cent. a few moths ago and that will do for 
the present. A ton of iron,” he continued, 
laughing, ‘‘is spread over a good many 
stoves in these days.” 

Mr. H.P. Coburn, of L. D. Sawyer & 
Co., said :—‘* 1 am a Protectionist, and be- 
lieve that increased duties really bring 
down prices by internal competition. For 
«xample, mowers and reapers are cheaper 
now than they were six or seven years ago. 
In regard to the new tariff, I think that it 
will increase the prices of smaller tools and 
machinery in which bar and round iron aro 
the chief materials, but in the products of 
our business, steam engines and separators, 
which we sell for $1,200, the increase of $2 
a ton on pig tron is only a comparatively 
small matter, and I do not think that prices 
will go up.”

If the 
goods are sound, ig will be solid and there 
will be no rattle tothe tin. Reject every 
tin that shows apy signs of rust around 
the cap on the inside of the head of the 
can. If housewives are educated wo these 
points, then the muriste of zinc amalgam 
will bocome a thing of the past, and dealers 
in ‘* swells’ have to seek some other occu- 
pation.

Soon the 
prices that importers have to pay abroad 
will take a tuinblo, this is always the way 
when new competitors are started or are 
just aboutto be started through protec 
tion, If things happen this time as they 
have done often before in similar cases we 
may look for womothin, like the following 
Iron may run high during the summer, but 
not into another winter by any means, 
Bofore the Jatwwr comes the glow of tho 
comivg furnaves will be seen in the mind's 
eye of inany aman, and the conviction will 
spread that a great new supply of iron 
made at home is just coming to-+hand. 

If it were not so there would be small 
hope for new countries, for otherwise the 
old countries would be able always to hold 
their original advantages. But the bene: 
fivent system of protection changes all 
that ; and gives new beginnersa chance of 
starting up too. But then, it will be said, 
why don't you start new iron works with- 
out any protection? The answer must be, 
because without protection our opponeuts 
abroad would tell at under cost long enough 
to close us up altogether, 

It is the very truth of history that ‘the 
American iron industry, and before it that 
of Great Britain, were both built up by 
protection, The way that our neighbors 
used protection as a builder-up of the home 
iron trade since the outbreak of the war— 
say ever since 1861—is well known. But 


perhaps very few people now living yet 
remember, if ever they read them, what 
the British iron duties were in the old 
days, when Britain was buildiug up her 
j Here they are ;

In 1825, the prices of iron per ton were

Koglaud, £10, In 1826 the English duty 
on bar iron was reduced to £1 10s., and on 
hammered rods, amallsizes, to £5; while 
hoop iron remained at £23 10s., and pig 
iron at 103, por ton. 

Jn 1785 Parliament prohibited the ex- 
portation of tools, engirg*, models uf plans 
used in the manufacture of iron, under the 
penalty of one year's imprisuuiucul of the 
£200 fine, contiscation of the articles ship- 
ped or intended to be shipped, a fine of £200 
on the master of the vessel, and the same 
on the custom house ofticers, who were to 
bo dismissed, and be thereafter ever incap- 
able of holding oftice. 

For enticing workmen out of England the 
penalty was one year's imprisonment and 
£500 fine for every workman so enticed; the 
fine to be doubled for the second offence, In 
1795 the act prohibiting the exportation of 
tool and machinery was made perpetual, In 
1796 Evgland had 121 furnaces and made 
124,879 tonsof iron; and in 1802 168 furnaces 
making 170,000 tons annually, In 1818 the 
production per annum had risen to 300,000 
tons, 

It was by protecting her home production 
that Great Britain,towards the close of last 
century and say about the first quarter of 
tho present one, so built it up that at laet 
it waa able to stand alone. But it was not 
so able to stand alone at first ; far from it. 
The old figures above quoted we believe to 
be thoroughly reliable, Had they not been | 
true they would have long ago been picked | 
to pieces by free traders who did not like 
them. 

The example of our neighbors is some- 
thing to the purpose, too. Since they put 
a duty of $25 per ton on steel rails,and be- 

au making for themselves, stevl rails have 
allen from $120 to $36 perton. But ono! 
of the oddities of inconsistency is when 
out-and-out free traders, and commercial 
union men, juin hands over the chasm and 
agree together against anything like a 
national policy for Canada. Bot are down 
on four dollars per ton protection for home- 
made Cadadian iron ; but both agree upon 
six dollars per ton if you call thig q com. 
mercial union with the States. _Wverybody 
undergtands that by joining-jn with our 
neighbors we mist come under a higher 
tariff. And thoy are free traders,so-called, 
who want us to do this !—Toronto World.

Pho Largest Farm in the World 


In the 


Oxlromo southwest corner of 
Louisiana lies the largest produciog farm 
in the world It runs 100 miles north and | 


south, and wany wiles cast aud west, and 
is owned and operated by a syndicate of 
Northorn capitalists, Their goneral wana- 
gor, J. B, Watkins, gives an 
account of thie gigantic plantation, which 
throws tho great Dalrymple farm in Dakota 
into the shade « ompletely, 

** Tho 1,500,000 acres of our tract,"” Mr. 
Watkins said, ‘*was purchased in 1885 from 
tho State of Louisiana and from the United 
States Government. At that time it was a 
vast grazing land for the cattle of the few 
dealors in the neighborhood. When I took 
possession I found over 30,000 head of half 
wild horses and cattle. My work was to 
divide the immonse tract into convenient 
pastures, establishing slations or ranches 
evory 51x miles. The fovcing alone cost in 
the neighborhood of $50,000, The land I 
found to be beat adapted to rice, sugar, corn 
and cotton, All our cultivating, ditching, 
etc., is dono by steam power. We take a 
tract, say half a mile wide, for instance, 
and place an engine on each side. Tho 
engines are portable, and operate a cable 
attuched to four ploughs, and undor this ar- 
rangement wo are able to plough thir!y acres 
a day with only the labor of three men. 
Our harrowing, planting and othor cultiva- 
tion is done in a like manner ; in fact,there 
is uot a single draught horso on the entire 
place, We have, of course, horses for the 
hearders of cattle, of which we now have 
16,000 head. The Southern Pacific rail- 
road runs for thirty-six miles through our 
farm. Wo have three steamboats operating 
on the waters of our own estate,upon which 
there are 300 miles of nayigable waters. 
We have an ico house, a bank, a ship yard 
and a rice mill,”—St, Louis Republican.

LORD LANSDOWNE AND HIS TEN- 
ANTS. 

The following letter from Prof. Goldwin 
Smith, in explanation of the position which 
Lord Lansdowne and his tenants occupy 
towards each other, will open the eyos of 
all who have placed any credence in the 
trumped-up narrative, which O'Brien and 
co-agitator Kilbride have been relating in 
Montreal, Quebec and elsowhere : 

To the-Editor of the Mail. 

Sre,—With regard to the charges brought 
against Lord Lansdowne of oppression and 
cruel conduct to his tenants, there are one 
or two points which could not well be 
mentioned within the limited time allowed 
to speakers at the mass meeting on Satur- 
day, but to which it is well that attention 
should be called. 

1. It appears that tho two leaders of the 
recent movyerhent on the Queen's County 
estate are Mr. Dunne and Mr. Kilbride. 
Mr. Dunne, Jately'a J. P. and an owner of 
race horses, holds fon a, nee faring, 
mostly in grass, for which he pays an ag- 

gate rent of £1,367 sterling. Upon the 
tiv ‘the landlord has expended £2,- 
625, nisidly in drainage, for which outlay 
the tenant was only charged an addition to 
his rent of £66 a year, or 24 per cent. The 

other, Mr. Kilbride, 1 Poor-Law guardi- 
an, held two contiguous farms, for which 
he paid an aggregate rent ot £760. Upon 
two farms, which comprise some of 
the best land in the country, the landlord 
has spent over £3,000, for which out- 
lay the tenant has been charged £130 
a year, or4 per cent. interest. In both 
cases the landlord is paying (i$ per 
cent. on the amount of the above expendi- 
ture, which was covered by loans from tho 
lrish Board of Works. If these allegations 
are correct, Mr. Kilbride can hardly pre- 
sent himself to Canadian sympathy as a 
r tenant oppressed by un extortionate 
Asbalipye Lam right in saying 
that, under *Deasey’s Act.” Mr. Kilbride 
has+the privilege of: re-entering upon his 
farm within 1x months upon paying his 
landlord, what he now withholds from him, 
the landlord having in the meantime to 
guard the farm against trespass and keep 
itin cultivation, though the implements 
and stock have been removed. 
rs that the rental of this whole 
estate in 1887 is only £500 a year more than 
it was 1872, the landlord having in the 
intime-expended £20,000 in drainage, 
laborers’ cottages and other improvements. 
_ 3. It appears that on this estate,compris- 
ing 9,000 acres and 100 holdings ; in fifteen 
years there has been only one eviction for 
non-paymeut of rent. 

4.-Mr. Kilbride is reported in the Free 
man’s Journal of the 30ch March last to 
have ayowed that ‘*the Luggacurran evic- 
tions differed from most of the other evic- 
tions to this extent, that they (the tenants 
evicted) were able to psy the rent; it wasa 
fight of intelligence backed up by the lead- 
ers of their race." The smalier tenants, I 
am assured by an Irish correspondent who 
is ly well infornied, would willingly 
have paid had not the League and the large 
holders prevented them. Two Kavanaghs, 
he adds, have paid ; they always held out 
and are now severely boycotted. 

5. Canon Dumoulin stated that the aged 
and infirm had been offered the priviloge of 
remaining in their houses. He might have 
added, I believe, with truth that the League 
had constrained them to reject the offer. If 
this was so, the charge of inhumanity 
brought against Lord Lansdowne falls to 
the ground or is transferred to other shoul- 
dersg”, tft? ‘ ' 

6, “If the reduction ofgoent on the Queen's 
County estate has been Jess than that on 
the Kerry estate it is because the circum- 
stances are very different, the Kerry 
tenants being as. a rule the occupiers of 
very small holdings in a mountainous and 
comparatively inaccesssable part of the 
country. 

It ought always to be borne in mind that 
the-Land Act of 1881, while it took away a 
part of the landowner’srent, morally promis- 
ed him the secure enjoyment of the rest. 
Some of the Irish landowners, who are men 
as blameless arid as consciontious in the per- 
formance of their duty as any owners of pro- 
porty in the world, have been reduced from 
cpeeenice toindigence, while incendiary poli- 
ticiansand journalists are driving a lucrative 
trade, :

A LETTER FROM TUE UNITED STATES CONSUL 
AT KINGSTON, 


Wasnincton, May 16,—-The Department 
of State has received and transmitted to 
the Inter-State Commorce Commission, for 
its information, a tetter from U. S, Consul 
Twitchell, at Kingston, Canada, upon the 
subject of the Inter-State Commerce law 
and its effécta upon our trade with Canada. 
The consul says : Canada’s high protective 
tariff, in which there is no prospect of re 
duction, has made me apprehensive from 
the first of the effcct of the increased rail- 
way rates on import from United States to 
this section of Canada. Since the 4th of 
April these rates, as shown by freight bills 
paid here, have been increased from 
25 per cent. to 100 per cent., with no 
change in Canadian roads, After waitiog 
30 Cays for effects I have made a partial 
canvass of the importers of the city of 
Kingston, with the following result :—Coal 
dealers are preparing to bring from Nova 
Scotia coal for all purposes where the Nova 
Scotia coal can be used, Two factories 
which have always used American coal have 
pus in their orders for Nova Scotia coal. 
In hardware and pressed tinware I fiad or- 
ders haye been changed from American to 
Canadian houses on account of freight. In 
groceries there is the same complaint. Pro- 
ducts of countries outside of the United 
States they now expect to get by way of 
British Columbia and Halifax. The un- 
pleseant feature in connection with my 
canvass has been the general expressed 
desire to find how and whero they may 
make their purchases without coming in 
contact with American railroads.

Mr. O'Brien, who appeared deeply moved, 
said his heart was ovor flowing with grati- 
tude for the way his countrymen had re- 
coived him, I[t was a recognition of the 
risks thoy incurred in siding with him 
against the lord he came to arraign, Ue 
would not forget it if he lived a hundred 
years. He did not refer to personal threats, 
but tothe fact that no citizen of Canada 
would be intimidated by having revolvers 
thrust in their faces or by throats of vio- 
lence.

As early as three o'clock streams of peo- 
ple were wending their way along Queen's 
avonuo or other thoroughfares leading to 
the Queen's pa, k, and an hour later some 
ten thousand had collected.

‘break up in a row.” 

Although there was no sorious breach of 
the peace during tho meeting, the fact that 
opposition to the speakers of the day was 
organized was abundantly manifested as 
soon as an attompt was made to introduce 
O'Brien. It was Mr, J. A, Mulligan who 
first essayed to speak, but he was met with 
a storm of yells and groans, and could not 
be heard by any savetho hundred or so 
oonlesing Aameolataly in front of the plat- 
form. These outbursts,designed apparent- 
ly to drown the yoice of the speaker, camo 
every time from certain places in the 
crowd where thedisturbers hadgathered to- 
gether for the purpose of creating a noiso. 
No organized attack was made upon any of 
O'Brien's sympathizers, but the opposing 
element was satistied to pre rentthe speakers 
from being heard, and in following out this 
programme ran no danger of a collision with 
the police, The police force, it may be 
mentioned, wero very strongly represented, 
Squads of police were posted at the four 
angles formed by the platform, and the 
mounted police were stationed at a con- 
venient spot near the speakers. Messrs. 
Mulligan, O'Brien and Kilbride, dospite 
desperate and persistent efforts to make 
themselves heard, could not force their 
voice through the din made. When those 
unfriendly to O'Brien and his mission tired 
of shouting they sang in union ** God Save 
the Queen.’ When the National anthem 
grew inonotonousthey sang popularchoruses, 
O'Brien's friends were not idle, and vigor- 
ously cheered the speakers whenever thoy 
paused, although very few.had heard any- 
thing of what had been said. The crowd 
throughout was very good humored, but 
occasionally a dispute between two men 
ended in a fight. In each case mutual 
friends eeparated the combatants, or else 
the prancing steeds of the mounted police 
compelled all to fly indisorder. No stones 
or other missiles were thrown during the 
meeting, which lasted from 4:30 to about 6 
o'clock. 

Shortly before six o'clock the committee 
on the platform showed some anxiety to 
get Mr. O'Brien to his hotel. Mr, Kilbride 
was called upon to finish and retired amid

The 
resolution was not put to the crowd, but 
was declared carried by President Mulligan,

vainly attempted to addross the meeting. 
He gave up the attompt with a shout of 
“God Save Lreland,” 

‘The crowd replied with ‘God Save the 
Queen,’ and the proceedings terminated 
amid cheers and counter cheers. 

Mr. O'Brien and his friends thon re-on- 
tered their hacks, and, escorted by a squad 
of mounted policomen, returned to the Ros- 
sin house,

Cheese has beon anything but a satis 
isfactory product to handle the past weok, 
Hot weather in the city put the arrivals 
into bad condition, although they were by 
no means what they ought to have been 
when they started from the factory. This 
is said to have been pre-eminently true of 
cheer from the central part of the state, 
but even the stock from Chautauqua and 
Cattaraugus doog not wholly escape criti- 
ciam, It is, certainly, a fair judgment on 
cheese that is sont forward at this season of 
the year when it is only fifteen to eighteon 
days out of the hoop, A year ago, there 
was no such complaint of quality as there 
has been this spring. On the contrary, it was 
gonerally acknowledged that early checero 
had not been so fine for several years. 
By reference to last year’s file of the Herald 
we learn that the fodder cheese was cured 
from 21 to 25 days before sending to mar- 
ket. This accounts, at least in part, for 
the better quality of the stock, But it is 
difficult, with such prices as we have had 
this spring, to persuade factorymen from 
making the moat of them. ‘The trouble is 
that the policy pursued plays havoc with 
tho market later on. This green stock keeps 
knocking prices,until by the time good grass 
cheeso comes into market, the price is near 
the lowest of the scason, and there it will 
stay until fall stock comes in, or until some 
one is tempted to take hold on account of 
the low price. Moreover, individual fac- 
ctories are injured in their reputation by 
the poor quality of their early cheese, which 
follows them through the rest of the season, 
although their make may be all right later 
on, 

A word in regard to quotations, While 
we give lic. as top, it is fair to say that 
precious little stock sold as high as that the 
latter part ot the week, and then only to 
home trade. Shippers would pay no such 
price for new cheese, and a great deal of 
full cream stock was closed out at 10 to 
llc, White cheese is still wortha fraction 
more than colored, but they are gradually 
coming together. The cable still represents 
old cheese, no price having yet been estab- 
lished on the new make.

Spraying Apple Treor, 

This operation for protecting the fruit 
from the attacks of the codling worm will 
be oxtenaively practised during the present 
season, and it is very important that it be 
done right so as to effect the desired pur- 
pose, and to prevent all risk of harm from 
the poison. Among the careful experi- 
ments which have been tried in past and 
previous seasons, and from which sound 
advice has been derived, are those of Prof. 
5. A. Forbes, of Illinois, Among the es- 
sential results which he reports, and which 
accord with the practice of the best orch- 
ardists, are that the results of once or twice 
spraying with Paris green, before the 
young apples have dropped upon their 
stems, have resulted in a saving of about 
75 per cent of the apples exposed to injury 
by this insect, Itis not only important 
that the work should be done early in order 
that it may be effective, but Prof. Forbes 
Wieely emphasizes especially the point that 
spraying after the apples have begun to 
hang downward is unquestionably danger- 
ous, and should not be permitted under 
any circumstances if the fruit is afterward 
to be usod. It may be well to add that he 
finds Paris green better than white arsenic 
on several accounts. 

The indefinite directions which have been 
given in past years -prescribo that the 
spraying should be done as soon as the 
young fruit is as large as cherries,and some 
have advised the performa:ce «f the opera- 
tion when they areas larye oa poas. The 
latter would be safe—the form + uncertain. 
After the fruit has begun ty li.ny down- 
ward, sothat the rain will not wash and 
remove the poison at the codling end where 
the codling eggs has been deposited, Prof. 
Forbes has found,by chemical examination, 
that violent rains have not washed away 
entirely the poison from that sheltered 
cayity. If the poison hasnot entered it 
when administered late, it would dono 
harm, and no good. 

He further remarks that{rom the sum- 
mary of the assessors’ reports, the value of 
the average annual apple crop of Illinois 
for five years was about $4,750,000. He is 
satistied that 50 per cent. of the apple crop 
of the State ia sacrificed each year to the 
codling moth, and that but for this insect 
the orchard would yield twice their present 
income, 


Planting Tre.s for Lumber. 


Waldo F, Brown writes: 
are fairly waking up to the importance of 
timber planting, and I think more farmers 
in my township have set out more forest 
trees this spring than all that have been 
set before put together. A few have plant- 
ed plats for the last six or eight years, and 
as the farmers have had an opportunity to 
observe their growth and have seon how 
rapidly they become valuable, they are 
stimulated to plant, and I think that tree 
planting will increase from year to year. 
Most a the trees planted are black locust, 
but some catalpasand maples have been 
set, and all are giving satisfaction. My 
first planting—1,800 trees—was made nine 
years ago this spring, on a cold, wet corner 
of clay which was not fit to cultivate, and 
the trees aro now large enough so that now 
and thon one will do fora post; and if a 
coupling-poll fora waggon, a rollor tongue, 
or a boom pole is needed, we know where 
to goforit. Asour trees were set ou 

four feet apart each way, we can thin out 
three-fourths of them, and still leave all 
thatare needed to grow into timber, and I 
find that it will not be necessary to thin 
them until they are large enough for fence 
stakes, oto,

Lice on Poor Calves. 


OCurrying calves with a comb dipped in 
kerosene is recommended as a good way to 
cleanse them from lice Any kind of oil 
will anewer tho same purpose,as the vermin 
are killed by closing the pores through 
which they breathe. The best of all oils to 
destroy lice on cattlo is that which comers 
through their skins as the result of ood aud 
careful feeding. Corn meal and oil meal 
are excellent for this purposs, making the 
coat glossy and giving the skin « volvoty 
soltnoss indicative of thrift. But where 
animals are very poor their digestion is 
woakoned and stron, or oily food must be 
given with great care, A spoonful of lin- 
soed meal mixed with bran is enough to be 
gin with. This, if digostod, is better than 
moro, which would only clog the stomach 
and make the coat more rough and stary 
than before. It is a good plan to givo all 
young calves a little linseed meal. It pro- 
motes thrift and makes growth as well an 
fat. fis not safe to feed cotton-seed meal 
to calves or any young stock, as they are 
liable to be killed by overfeeding with it.

Orchards on Wet Land, 

The differing opinions of western orchard- 
ists on the comparative success of orchards 
on low and wet land, or on dry uplands,ap- 
pear to depend more on the amount of fer- 
tility than on the degree of moisture. Mr. 
C, Teubnor stated at a meeting of the Mis- 
souri Horticultural Society, that in an ex- 
periment with an orchard planted partly on 
a steep hillside and partly on low ground, 
the trees on the dry land died in about 25 
years, while those on the low ground con- 
tinued many yearslonger. ‘Tho reagon was 
obvious. The rains and melting snows 
gradually washed the rich layers of soil out 
of the steep hillside, while the low ground 
not only retained its original fertility but 
received valuable additions, The effect on 
orchards would exist in stronger contrast 
when the trees were allowed to take their 
chances without care or cultivation, than 
when the upland soil is kept in good condi- 
tion by the addition of barn manure or 
other fertilizers used to securing a deep and 
rich svil.

THE ARTS AND FALSEHOODS UF 
THE AGITATORS. 

Charles Lover, the Irish novelist, has 
given, in several of the brilliant products 
of his prolific pen, examples of the arts and 
dovices of professional agitators in Ireland, 
which, although probably imaginary, do 
not appear to have been overdrawn, as 
the lies and misrepresentations of William 
O'Brien in his absurd crusade against the 
Governor-Genoral equal anything that the 
novelist’s fancy has created.

Ihave heard some people say they ad- 
mitted that Lord Lansdowne is acting 
cruelly-and wrongfully iu reterence to Lre- 
land, but why should you trouble us here 
in Canada with what a Toronto papers calls 
** The Irish Nuisance?’ My answer is: ‘‘It 
is not we who bring the Irish nuisance in- 
to Canada. It is not we who flung 5,000 
plague-stricken emigrants on the shores of 
the St,Lawrence. Thero their coftinless 
graves are to day, more terrible accusers 
than wo are of the crimes of Irish land- 
lords,’

tenants lie sleeping their last sleep without 
cofia or shroud, and asl stood there | 
pres he 2 the linger of Providence was 
at work through the survivors of thousands 
of those who arein Canada to-day, and 
that no matter how great or proud orstrong 
their tyrant ie, [rish opinion is strong 
enough to track him all the world over and 
tu make him feel the weight of public cen- 
sure. 

It is hardly crediblo, but it is the simple 
fact, according to the Mail, that this occur- 
reneé was not the result of the monstrous 
erueltyrof.a rapacious landlord, as tho egi- 
tator artfully alleges and iusinuatos—it 
does not form acause for the condemna- 
tion of Lord Lansdowne's grandfather. 
On the contrary, tho deportation of the 
unfortunate residents on the Lansdowne 
estates was a most humane, generous and 
patriotic action—an act which, but for its 
lamentable result in the outbreak of foyer 
and choleraamongat the half-starved and 
unacclimated immigrants —would have been 


a crown of glory to tho descendants of tho 
deo i nobleman whose name ishold up 
to the exceration of the civilized world by 
the unscrupulous demagoguc, who has been 
abusing the hospitality of our country, 
The statement of the Mai! is as follows : 
The Ontario public is already tolerably 
familiar with the principal facts in the 
Luggacurran controversy, and will be able 
without any azsistance from us to estimate 
Mr. O'Brien's version of them at its pro 
= value. One or two now points which 
@ touched or attempted to touch upon 
yesterday or which havo been recently 
produced in his behalf, may, however, be 
referred to for the sake of vindicating tho 
truth.

It is too 
true that fever and cholera broke out 
amongst the unhappy refugees, but Lord 
Lansdowne wasno more responsible for 
that calamity than for the overcrowded 
atate of Kerry orfor the potato rot itsolf. 
He did all that lay in any man’s power to 
save the poople, 

This is sufficiont to condemn O'Brien 
and to discredit his allegations in every par- 
ticular, had they not otherwise been proved 
to be untrue,

The Grits are never tired of dilating on 
the wonderful progress of the United States, 
yet they oppose the adoption by Canada 
of a protective policy, such aa the United 
States has prospered under.

St. Patrick’a Church, For nearly forty 
yoaratho distinguished minister of the 
Church of Rome has been working as- 
siduously for the spiritual and tomporal 
welfare of the pouplo of St, Patrick’s par- 
ish, as woll as for the Irish citizens in gen- 
oral throughout the city, who have known 
him so long and so well. 

Iho year after his arrival in this country 
Father Dowd founded the St. Patrick's Or- 
phan Asylum, which is to day a splendid 
monument of the untiring devotion and 
charitable instincts of the aged priest, St. 
Bridget's Home, St. Patrick's School and 
other similar institutions, also owe their 
inception to the man whom his admiring 
countrymen have more than once designat- 
ed ** Montroal’s Irish Bishop.” It is an 
opon secret that upon several occasions the 
reverend gentleman has been tendered 
some of the highest occlesiastical positions 
in the gift of his church ; but these have 
beon invariably refusod, os the rev. father 
preferred remaining with the people who 
had stood by him so faithfully during his 
long ministry, 

Father Dowd has more than once earned 
for himsolf the gratitude of his follow citi- 
zens by theloyal stand he has taken when the 
law was menaced or when constituted 
authority was being sot atdofianco, When, 
in the course of naturo, the Master whom 
he has served for half a contury deems it 
fitting to call the good priest to himself, 
Canadians will, with one accord, sincerely 
mourn the loss of a great minister, a dis- 
tinguished pariot and a most worthy citizen. 

Father Joseph Toupin belongs to one of 
the oldest and most respected French Can- 
adian families in the Peorinoe: and was 
born in Montreal on the 23rd of Novyembor, 
1814. He entered the Montreal College at 
an early age, and after a brilliant course of 
studies, jomned the Sulpician order, being 
ordained a priest on the 23rd of December, 
1837, by Mgr. Lartigue, the first Bishop of 
Montreal.

Ateight o'clock a report passed through 
the assemblage that O'Brien had one ‘to 
North Toronto Junction in a carriage, avd 
quile a number started for that place, A 
represontative of the Mail was stan liny on 
the steps, and on making onquiry ho ascer 
tained that Mr. O'Brien would not leave 
until thie morning. The crowd still kept 
increasing In number, and soon about tive 
hundred persons, mostly young mon, wore 
congregated on both sides of the stroot, 
evory faco turned towards the Rossin houge 
entrance. Sorgt. Adair and three mon 
kept walking up and down among the 


crowd, About 815 ashout went up fol- 


lowed by feeble cheors. for O'Brien, and 
that gentleman appeared on the steps 
weariug a silk hat oo hishead, Mr. Mull- 


igan, President, aad Mr, Cahill, Secretary 
of the local branch of the Land League,and 
Mr. Wall, of the Now York Tribune, wore 
with Mr, O'Brien. They turned north, 
towards King street, 

FOLLOWED BY THE Chowb, 

Mr. KR. B. Teefy and Denis Kilbride were 
in the rear unnoticed. The three police- 
men on duty aud Sergeant Adair fell in line 
aud followed behind the first party. 
“O'Brien must be mad,” was the remark of 
the peaceably disposed spectators, ‘*to walk 
the streets at night without astrong guard.” 
Others attributed the action to a desire on 
O'Brien's part to obtain notoriety by inciting 
the citizens tomob him, Along King street 
thecrowd went hooting and yolling likemad, 
cheering for Lansdowne and groaning for 
O'Brien. Again and again efforts were made 
to get at theagitator,but the police deter- 
minedly kept the crowd at bay. At the cor 
ner of Bay and King street the first stones 
were thrown, Some tough in the crowd 
struck Sergeant Adair three times on 
the head with a stone, and nothing in the 
world but the stiff helmet saved his skull 
from being crushed, Although stunned,he 
turned on the crowd ; brické and rocks then 
began to fly, and groans and hisses made a 
terrific din. O'Brien and his friends were 
hustled by the mob that collected infront of 
them and they turneddown Bay street. Bay 
street is paved with cobble stones, and then 
the rocks began to fly in earnest, but the 
crowd was so dense around him that more 
friends than foes wore struck. The silk hat, 
however, afforded an excellent target, and 
opposite the Albany Club he was struck be- 
tween the shoulders bya stone and fell. He 
was quickly on his feet again, A man rush- 
ed in and threw a large stone, which 
struck Mr, Milligan, staggering him, 
Some one called out that this man waa Ser- 
geant Adair’s assailant,and the three police- 
men pursued him through the crowd. They 
caught him, but had to let him go again 
and follow O'Brien. This action on the 
part of the police allowed the crowd to get 
at O'Brion.. The streéé.was not lit with 
gas at this point, and stones flow through 
the air in all directions. Mr, Wall was 
struck with a largo stone mi (ho btwe of the 
skull, and hefell. Mr, Cali sl and Mr, Kil- 
ride ran to his assistance, sul received 
some of the missiles. Kubridu was struck 
on the arm, and Mr. Cahill also received a 
sever6é cut on the head. But the crowd 
was after O'Brien, and they passed the oth- 
ers without noticing them further, Mr. 
Wall was taken to Hooper's drug store, 
whero his head was bandaged. Meanwhile 
the crowd continued tO pursue O’Brien. 
Two men succeeded in 


UATCHING HOLD OF HIM, 

but before they could injure him the po- 
lice rushed in to his assistance and they 
bolted, O'Brien ran down the street and 
turned along Wellington street. A large 
pile of stones Jay on Wellington street in 
front ofthe Reform Club, Tlie crowd rushed 
towards this pile, and every now and again 
someone would staggér with a blow from ao 
stone. This frightened those disposed to 
take hold of O'Brien, and they began to 
scatteron every side, Close inthe rear of the 
fleeing agitator a man stooped to pickup a 
stone,aud ashe did so he was struck in the 
earand dropped, Detective Reburn stooped 
to pick him up anda stone knocked his 
white Christy off his head. O Brien turnod 
and tried the door of Belcher,Sutherland & 
Co., but it was locked, Here he was struck 
in the stomach with a atone, which almost 
doubled him up. He fled westward, and 
ospying a light in the shop of Mr. Lalor, 
locksmith, he turned in there, followed by 
afriend. The mob outside sent yolley 
after yolley of stones through the windows, 
smashing every pane of glass, and damag- 
ing a numberof valuable bicycles which 
wero being put in order for the Woodstock 
race. 


HOW HE ESCAPED, 


After paesing through Lalor'’s store Mr, 
O'Brien and his friend remained in the 
rear of Bilton Brothers’ tailoring store, 103 
King street west. Patrol Constable W.R. 
Switzer (No 16), who was watching Heintz- 
man’s building, fearing the crowd might 
follow and cause 4 disturbance secured a 
temporary shelter for them in Bilton’s 
store, and watchirg an opportupity under- 
touk to conduct O Brien to his hotel, The 
attempt was rather risky, as some of the 
crowd were watching in the back lanes. A 
rush was, however, made to the rear of the 
Rossin house and Mr. O'Brien was helped 
by Switzer oyer the court wall, ten or 
twelye feet high, just as a slower of mianiles 
fell about them from the crowd, who had 
got soont of the reacue and were then clos- 
ingin, They gave vent to their disap 
pointment in hooting and loud yells and 
throwing a volley of stones, 

MR, O'BRIEN’S VIEWS, 

Mr. O'Brien was interviowed by a repre- 
septative of the Mail at the Rossin house 
shortly aftor his escape fromthe mob. He 
was lnughiog over tho incident,and bore no 
mark or bruise, He stated that he had boon 
struck three times by stonos, twice on the 
body and once on the wrist, Neither blow 
was sovere, however, Lt was suggested that 
when leaving tho city on the following 
morning he should drive to North Toronto 
and take train there for Ottawa. Mr. 
O'Brion anawored that he would leave tho 
city a4 openly as he entered it, making hig 
departure from tho Union station, “If they 
murder us," said ho, referring to himaull 
aud Mr. Kilbride, ‘they will plage 4 stain 
upon the ropytation of Torohto that the 
gity will nevor pot rid of.” 

‘he local branch of the National Loague 
was holding its rogular weokly mooting, at 
St. Vincent hall, when nows of the atoning 
arrived, Tho members immediately dashed 
for the door and ran down tothe Rossin 
house in quick time, Their anxioty about 
O'Brien was soon rolio /od,as it was loarned 
he was safe and uninjured,

that he did, At tho same time it may 
be remarked that it had never been 
previously laid down that national ob- 


ligations were to be made only in an 
exact ratio with the growth of popula- 
tion for the time being. Most of the out- 
lays that have been made have had the 
future in view as well asthe presont, and 
may be compared to capital expended on 
plant by some manufacturing company, with 
the view of establishing succes in time to 
come, And thereare many instances in 
the United States—the experignce of which 
is so often appealed to—to show that the 
increase of debt has borne no proportion 
whatever to the increase of population, In 
a yolume on public debts published by 
Prof, H. Adams, of Cornell niversity, the 
fo!lowing figures which relate to the decade 
ending in 1880, indicate what has taken 
place in this relation in fifteen of the prin- 
cipal cities of the American Union : 


Increase, Per cent 
Population...........45 Uéhusehsmegcsvees 70.5 
Taxable valuation,, 156.9 
Debtinsceacncrers; Sanna 270.9 


So that in those great centres of industry 
the debt has» increased in a ratio of 200 
per cont more than has the population, and 
50 per cent more than the valuation, If Sir 
Richard were to have addressed himself to. 
the debt in relation to valuation he would 
not have been as successful as his adherents 
deem him tohave beenin respect ofthe point 
that he endeayored to make. . Bnt it may 
be asked if the expenditures were not to 
have been made in adyance of the popula- 
tion what period it would have been likely 
that the Cauadian Pacific would have been 
built, or the canals enlarged? It is the 
habit of enterprising men to satisfy them- 
selves of the soundness of au utd rtaking 
before they.enter upon it. Aid having 
done so they push on with ci'irea confi- 
dence as to the ultimate result, ‘They are 
not bound to know how the population may 
come and go, or to calculate with precision 
daring which years prives may be up or 
down. Suflice it that the matter to be ac- 
complished is a secondary one, and within 
present means, and that 1s enough. No one 
cau look decisively into the future. Some 
things must be left in an undemonstrated 
condition, The action of Canada in rela- 
tion to its expenditures has met with the 
approval of the financial world which has 
not balanced the population of one particu- 
lar year as against the current expenditures 
of that year, but has amply asked if the 
outlays have been made for judicious ende, 
with ordinary prudence. The national 
‘* plant” that Canada has invested in is of 
the right kind, because it has opened upto 
fruitful enterprise a vast area of fertile land 
and !arge resources in lumber and minerals 
which woyld otherwise have lain dormant 
and unprofitable to our disgrace, The na- 
tional machinery has been put in effective 
motion, and it may be confidently accepted 
as the fact that it will pay in every sense of 
the term. While Sir Richard has been 
amusing: himself by comparing outlay with 
population the people have recognized na- 
tional growth in a more generous sense, 
and have been able to see that in consequ- 
ence of the improved condition of the pop- 
ulation at large the debs that has beon in- 
curred for the purposes alluded to has not 
been inconsistent or imprudent, Thore isa 
maxini to which attention may be drawn, 
that has,.a, very high sanction, which runs 
much as follows : ‘*There is he that scatter- 
eth and yet increaseth, and there is he that 
withholdeth more than is meet and it tend- 
eth to poverty.” When the Grits were in 
oftice their policy was to withhold ; and, aa 
wo all had occasion to learn, thab policy 
did tend most ruinously to poverty. There 
is no need, howeyor, that it should be per- 
potuated.

Eviction for Non. Pay ment of Kent, 


Keditor World An the question of evic 
tion for non-paymont of ront has been 
brought prominently before the people of 


Osnada by the visit of Mr, W. E. O'Brie ny 
it nity bo well to point out that in the sex 
sion of 1886 the Ontario Legislature passod 


wn Act (chap. 20, sec. 1,) declaring that in 
every demise (or lease) thereafter mado, 
unless otherwisu thers shall be 
deomed to bo included an agreement that 
if the rent, or any part thereof, shall ro- 
main unpaid for tifteon days aftor any day 
on which it ought to have been paid, the 
landlord may evict the tenant without mak- 
ing any formal demand for the rent. 

And by another Act of the same scasion 
(chap, 20, sec. 16) though provision is made 
whereby a landlord cannot evict a tonant 
for breach in the conditions in his lease 
without first giving him an opportunity to 
remedy the breach, this provision does not 
extend to non paymett of rent. 

The result of this is that if a tonanjowes 
$10 for a month's rent and pays $*® the 
landlord can evict him if the balance of $1 
is not paid within fifteon days after it fell 
due; and the tenant is not only powerless 
to regain possession, but-he loses avy im- 
provements which he may have made. 

Tho Legislature which enacts such aatrin- 
gent law cannot have much real sympathy 
with tenants who refuse to pay their rent, 
although they may frame resolutions ex- 
pressing great sorrow for their condition.

Cheap Method of Platinizing Metals, 
__ In this new process, the metallic object 
is covered with a mixture of borate of lead, 
oxide of copper, and spirits of turpentine, 
and submitted to the temperature of from 
250° to 330°. This deposit, upon melting, 
spreads in a uniform layer over the object. 
Then a second coat is laid on, consisting of 
borate of lead, oxide of copper, and oil. ot 
lavender. Next, by means of a brush; the 
object iscovered with a solution of chlo- 
ride of platinum, which is finally evaporated 
at a temperature of not more than 200°, 

The platinum adheres firmly to the sur- 
face, and exhibits a brilliant aspect. If 
the deposit is made upon the first coat, the 
latinum will have a dead appearance. 
*Jatinizing in its way costs, it is said,about 
one-tenth the price of nickel plating.—Le

Owing to the insensate conduct of a com- 
prratively small number of ruftians and 
hoodlums in Toronto, who hooted down 
the Irish agitators at thoir meeting in the 
park, and on the following evening assault: 
ed in a most cowardly manner the agents 

\ of the Irish League and their friends, the 
fair famo of Ontario's capital has been made 
to suffer and an unwarrantable odium cast 
upon the loyal and law-abiding residents 
of the city, which will be made to roflect 
upon the people of the province al large, 

For the noisy demonstrations in the park 
there was some show of excuse, The agi- 
tators had come to Canada with tho avowed 
purpose of driving out of tho country, be- 
cause of his relations with his tenantry in 
Ireland, one of the most ableand popular 
gentlemen who bas ever represented Her 
MajestyyimCanaday They had resorted to 
falsehood and miarepresontation in order to 
accomplish their object. They sought to 
int ca into © Dominion a quarrel with 
which our people have nothing whatever 
to de and to which they decline to be made 
parties. ‘ They had been warned by the most 
influential friends in Canada of the home 
rule cause against coming hither. The peo- 
ple of Toronto, at one of the largest public 

meetings ever held in that city, had pro- 
tested against their visit to the provincial 
capital. In spite of all this, O’Brien and 
Kilbride went to Toronto, and sought to 
repeat their disingenucus and untruthful 
denunciation of the Governor General, and 

a hearing was refused them. This, as we 
have previously said, was un-British and 
in every way condenmable, but it was not 
wholly without excuse. 

The assault Upon the leading firebrand 
and his friends was, however, of a very 
much more serious and reprehensible c’sar- 
acter, They were indiscreot no doubt in 
going out for a walk about a city in which 
there had been evidenced a very strong 
hostility | to themselves and their mission, 
and that, too, in spite of the warning of 
the police; but they were not offering 
offence to any one ; they were unarmed and 
undemonstrative ; hence the attack upon 
them was not only wholly without any 
excusable motive, but it was in violation 
of the law, against the strongly expressed 
wishes of Lord Lanedowne, and in opposi- 
tien to the sentiment of the public general- 
ly in Toronto and in Canada as a whole, 
Those who engaged in it have lowered 
themselyes.to,the level of the ruftians of 
Cork, of Dublin, of Quebec, of Montrea* 
and of other places whore civil’ and religi: 
ous liberty are more hovored in the breach 
than in the observance, and we hope that a 
stern example may be made of those of the 
stone-throwers whom the police may suc- 
ceedin capturing. The law must be vin- 

dicated and the fair fame of Toronto re- 

stored. 

Meantime, the folly, if there were noth- 
ing worse, of the assailantaof O'Brien and 
his friends is apparent in the fact that they 
will now be made the objects of sympathy 
in quarters whore they would otherwise have 
been contemded. Happily the chief firo- 
brand hag shown that such sympathy would 
be misplaced by saying that Lord Lans- 
downe had, by his presence in Toronto, 
countenanced the procéédings against him. 
This is a&true as the accusation which the 
agitator made against Lord Lansdowne’s 
grandfather in connection with the deport- 
ation of his tenants, as Lord Lansdowne 
authorized the press to state thathe wished 
his aseailant to bo given»full liberty of 
speech.

eoodemnation, Tt is nob nex ossury, thore 
fore, for the Pope to condemn them, al- 
though, to quote the memoir, this thoir 
leador, boing a froe thinker and outside 
tho pale of the Church, is oxempt from 
Papal authority, But that will not oxompt 
hia followers who profess to bo Catholics. 
After condemning Mr, Parnell for hia as-

memoir then continues; ‘The acts of the 
Fenian purty are the surest witnesses wo 
can have, firat, of what their rule is, and 
second, what it will bo if they get supreme 
power, They now claimthe supportof Catho- 
Jics of their own and other countries who 
of late have been led to look fayorab'y up- 
on the Parnellites’ movemomt. Such can 
have had no notion of the horrible terror- 
ism of which Parnellite rule wherever it 
prevailed has been.

Lonpon, May 19.—In the House of 
Commons this evening Col. King-Harman, 
replying to Mr. Wm. A. Macdonald (Par- 
nellite) in reference to the remarkable in- 
crease in emigration from lreland, said it 
should be attributed partly to the growing 
want of omploymont in Ireland, partly to 
the foar entertained by the masses that the 
new Crimes Act would enable the author- 
ities to punish persons for past violations 
of the law, and partly to the fact that num- 
bers of the Irish people were forced to leave 
the country because of their disinclination 
to join secret societies, (Parnellite cries 
of **Oh, oh.’’) 

Mr, Macdonald—lIsn't tho increase of 
emigration from Ireland partly due to the 
introduction by the Government of the 
Crimes bill and the desire of the Lrish peo- 
pe to escape its tyranny ? (Crios of **Hear, 

ear,’") 

Speaker Pool called for order, eaying 
this was a matter of opinion and not a pro- 
per subject for question. 

Mr. Labouchere moved to adjourn the 
débate for the purpose of enabling him to 
criticize the annexation of Zululand.

TABERNACLE SERMONS 


Diacourse by Nev. T. DoWitt Talmago 


WHAT OF THE NIGHT? 


Brookuyn, May 15 —At the Tabernacle this 
morning, there were the ssiue great throngs of 
people as usual, overflowing the tnain audience 
room into the corridurs, and from the corridors 
into the stre:t, This, the largest church in 
America, is more and more inadequate to hold 
the people, as the years go by. All parts of the 
earth are represented at every service. The pas- 
tor, the Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage. D, D., took 
for his text thiv niorning :—'* Watchinan, what 
of the Night?’ Isaiah xxi, 3... He said :— 

en night came down on Babylon, Ninevih 
and Jerusalem they needed careful watching, 
otherwise ths incendiary’s torch m‘ght have 
been thruat into the very heart of the metropol- 
itan splendor, orenemies, marching from the 
bills, mighbhaye forced the gates. All night 
long, on top of the wall and in front cf the 
gates, might be heard the méasured ftep of the 
watchman on his solitary beat ; silence hung in 
the air, save as some passer-by raised the ques- 
tion, ‘Watchman, what cf the night?” 

Itis tome na deeply sugg stive and solemn 
thing to eee a man standing guard at night. It 
thrilled throngh me, aa at the gate of an arsenal 
in Charleston, the question once smote me, 
“Who comes there?” followed by the sharp 
command, ‘Advance and give the counter- 
sign.” Every moral teacher stands on picket or 
patrols the wall as watchman. His work 1s to 
sound the alarm, and whether it be in the first 
watch, io thé sécdnil Watch, in the third watch 
or in the fourth Watch, to be vigilant until the 
daybreak flirgs its ‘inorning glories” of bloom- 
ing pond acrosa the arching trellis of the bie 

he ancients divided their night into four 

parta—the firat watch, from six to nine; the 
second, fron nine to twelve; the third, from 
twelve to three ; and the fourth, from three to 
six. 

I speak now of the city in the third watch, or 
from twelve to three o’clock, 

I neyer weary of looking upon the life and 
brilliaucy of the city in the first watch, That 
is the hour when the stores are closing. The 
laboring mén, having quittedthe ses ffolding and 
the shop, are on their way home, It rejoices 
me to give them my seat in the city car. They 
haye stood and hammered away*all day, . Their 
feet are weary. They are exhausted with the 
tug of work, They are mostly cheerful) With 
appetites sharpened on the swift turner’s wheel 
and the carpenter's whetstone, they seek the 
evening méal. The clerks, too, have broken 
away from the counter, and with brain weary 
of the long line of figures and the whims of those 
who go a-shopping seek the face of mother, or 
wife and child 

The merchants are unharnessing themselves 
from their anxieties, on their way up the street. 
The boys that lock up are heaving away at the 
shutters, shoving the heavy bolts, and be a 
lant look at the fire to see that all is safe. Tho 
streets are thronged with young men,setting 
out from the gceat centrest oT nied making. 

Let idlers c.ear the street and give right of 
way to the besweated artisans and merchants ! 
They have earned their bread, and are now on 
their way home to get it.

Come, lot us toss up and 
seo Who sballhaveit. And so the work goes 
on, from the wheezing wretches pitching pen- 
nies ina rum grocsry up to the mojlionaire 
gambler in the stock market, 

In the third watch of the night, pass down 
the atreots of these cities, and you hear the 
click of the dice and thesharp, keen stroke of 
the ball on the billiard-tab'e, At these places 
merchant princes dismount, and legislators, 
tired of making laws, take a respite in breakit g 
them, All classes of people are robbed by this 
crime—the importer of foreign silks and the 
dealer in Chatham street pocket handkerchio‘s. 
tho clerks of the store take a hand after the 
shutters are put up, and the orlicers of the court 
while away their time while the jury is out, 

In Badon-Baden, when that city was the 
greatest of all gambling places on earth, it was 
no unusual thing the next morning, in the 
woods around about the city, to find the aus- 
pended bodies of suicides. Whatever be the 
splendor of surroundings, there is no excuse for 
acrime. The thunders of eternal destruction

wiloons of the city—fathers, brothers, husbands, 
sons, ae good ny you aro by nature, pochaps 
batter, 

In the high circles of society it ia heshed up. 
A merchant prince, if ho gots noisy and uocon 
trollable, is taken by bis fellow travellers, who 
try to get him to bed, or take him home, where 
he falls flat in the entry, Do not wake up she 
chidron. They have had diagrace enough, Do 
not lot them knowi', Hushitup. But some 
times it canno’ be hushed up, when the rum 
touches the brain and the man becomes terribly 
frenzied. Such a one caine home, having been 
absont for some time, aud during his absence 
his wife had died, aod she lay in the next room 
pepared for the obaequies, and he went in and 
drogged her by the locks, and shook her out of 
her shroud, and pitched her out of the window. 

Ob! when ram touches the brain you cannot 
hush it up, My friends you eee all around about 
you the need that something radical be done. 
Yon do not see the worst Io the midoight 
meetings at London a great multitude have 
been saved. We want a few hundred Christian 
mon aod women to come down from the highest 
circles of society to toil amid these wandering 
and destitute ones, and kindle up a light ia the 
dark alley, even the gladness of heaven.

There is a great deal of com- 
monsonse in what the poor woman said to the 
city missionary when ho was telling her how she 
ought to love God and terve Him. ‘Ob !” she 
said, “if you were as poor and cold as I am,and 
as Runkrye you could think of nothing e'se.”” 

A great deal of what is called Christian work 
voos for rothing, for the simple reason that it is 
not practical ; us after the battle of Antietam a 
men gotout of an ambulance with a bag of 
tract-, and he went distributing the tracts, and 
George Stuat, one of the best Christ an men in 
this country, said to him ;—"*What dre you dis- 
tri outing tracte for now? There are three thou- 
saod men b eeding to death. Bind np their 
woonds ond then distribute tl e tract..” 

But there is. 8 man who will wot reform. He 
says, ''l won't reform,” Well, then, now many 
acts are there in a tragedy?

Act the third :—A woman waiting for stag- 
gering steps Old garments stuck into the bro- 
ken windowpane, Marks of hardship on the 
face. The biting of thenails of bloodless fin- 
gers. Neglect and cruelty and despair, Ring 
the bell aud Jet the curtain drop. 

Act the fourth :—Three graves in a dark place 
—rave of of thechild that died for lack of medi- 
cine, grave of the wife that died of a broken 
heart, grave of. the man that died of dissipstion. 
Oh! whata blasted heath with three graves ! 
Plenty of weeds, but no flowers, Riog the bell 
and let the curtain drop. 

Act the fifth :—A destroyed soul's eternity 
No light, No music No hops, Anguish coil- 
ing its serpents around the heart. Blackness of 
darkhess for ever. But I cannot Icok any longe?, 
Wee! Woe! Iclose my eyes to this last act or 
the tragedy.

It is said that the lustre of oll picture 
frames may be restored by washing the 
gilding in warm water in which an onion has 
been boiled (after dusting the frame with a 
brush), drying quickly with soft rags. 


It is claimed that holding a shovelful of 
hot coals over yarnished furniture will take 
out spots and stains, Rub the place with 
warm flannel, 

If the broom is wearing away unevenly, 
place its bottom part in boiling water for a 
moment or two, shake out as dry as pos- 
sible, tie a string around it to improve ils 
shape, finishing drying in sun or near tho 
stove. When dry, trim off the ends that 
are uneven. Whisk brooms may be simi- 
larly treated. 

A small quantity of vinogar added to the 
water in which pink or green calicoes are 
rinsed will brighten them. Soda is used 
for the same purpose for blue or purple. 

To clean tins, making them look almost 
as nice as new, wash in hot soap suds, dip 
a dampened cloth in fine, sifted coal ashes, 
scour well, then polish with dry ashes. 

A mixture to erase grease spots: Equal 
parts of strong ammonia water, ether and 
alcohol for a valuable cleaning compound. 
Pass a piece of blotting paper under the 
grease spot, moisten a sponge first with 
wator, to render it ‘‘greedy,”’ then with 
the mixture, and rub with it the spot. In 
a momont it will be dissolved, saponified 
and absorbed by the sponge and blotter. 

Wet tho hands in vinegar and camphor 
after haying them in soapy water; it kills 
alkali and makes them soft. 

When dusting a room always use a small 
paint brush for tho cracks and crevices. 

A good remedy for burns, and one that 
is generally at haud, is a paste mado of flour 
and cold water.

100-acre farmorgrew barley for export only, 
lhe would haye to grow less than 2} acres 
in order to supply his quota of the trade, 
and if he grew for both «the home and ex- 
port trades, ashe undoubtedly does, his 
average would only require to be 5 acres, 
instead of 15 as stafed by Mr, Conant. Ac

At the dinner which waa give 
of the Governor-General by tho 
Club at Toronto on Monday nizht, 
Excaljenoy took the opportunity of touch- 
ing more fully and freely on some mattors 
which are now engagtog the attent 
eur people than ho had previously 
from lack of opportunity or inolination 
dono during his present visit to the Queen 
City. Lord Lansdowne, as ia his wont, 
spoke eloquently and sensibly, and his re- 
marks aro worthy of tho careful consider 
ation of our readers, ' 

; In regard to tho fishory «uestiov, His 
Excollency stated that the papors recontly 
mado publio contained a full and unreserved 
history of the negotiations, aud he added ; 
: It is, I think, satisfactory to know that 
throughout these intricate transactions we 

have kept inline with aud been well ous 

tained by the Imporial Government, and 

that upon no material potnt affecting any 

‘ rinciplo of importance has any su bstantial 
Rifforence of opinion arisen between us and 

it. It is also satisfactory to note that both 

our Government and that of the Mother 
ountry have from tho first shown an 
earnest desire to mitigate tho intensity of 
i differences which have arison and to facili- 
tate thoir sottloment. (Applause.) In spite 
of all that has happeued I may say, and 1 
speak with some knowledge of the facts,

| His Excellency, after expressing approval 
of the Colonial conference which recently 
met in London, spoke wittily ‘of Colonial 
federation, as to which he said ‘I will tell 
you what I think about federation when 
| you tell me what you mean by the word.” 
His further remarks on this eubject, al- 
j though lengthy, are worthy of reproduc- 
tion for the reason that they expresa a 
proper appreciation of what Canada has 
done for the defence of tho Empire—an 
i expression which we trust will have dve 
weight in the proper quarter, whero, in 
justice to the Dominion, it’is much neoded 

at the present time : 
Lhave read many ingenious éssays on 
this suBject and I must say that while J 
have heard much excellent witticism and 
seen many valuable suggestions for the 
improvement of our present methods of 
conducting business I have never seen any 
scheme formulated on paper and worthy to 
be called a scheme of Imperial Federation 
which would have boen likely to work in 
practice for six months ; indeed the most 
. conspicuous writers upon the subject have 
shown a most commendable spirit of cau- 
tion in approaching it and have wisely 
limited themselves to pointing out the 
imperfections of the present system with- 
out committing themselves to the remedy 
which they proposed. We all know that 
the Irish postboy usually keeps a gallop for 
the avenuo at the end: of his journey. 
(Laughtor.) The writers of most of such 
essays, however, start at full gallop, lapse 
into a trot after they have travelled over a 
| part of the ground and finally come toa 


standstill long before they get to the end 
of the course. We have yet to see a scheme 
4 the execution of which would, on the one 
) hand, leave unimpaired the strength and 
soldidity of the central Goyornment of the 
| Empire, and “on the other afford to the 
colonies a real and not a sham opportunity 
of influencing its councils without depriy- 
ing themselves toa greatextent of the 
liberties which they now enjoy.

Another paper reports it, ** We did not 
fing 6,000 Lrish tenants on tho shores of 
the St. Sawcronce, and their coflinjoss graves 
should nevor forgotten by the men 
whose forefathera could only tind on the 
a plague 
shed and a grave."" These statements are 
so vile, and the events referred to o¢ curred 
solong ago, and the prosont generation 
kuow next to nothing of the facts, that I 
would ask a little of your space to present 
them to your rounders, 

The cause of the trouble referred to is 
stated by McCarthy in his ‘* History of 
Our Own Times,” as follows “The vast 
majority of the working population of Ire 
land were known to depend absolutely on 
the potato for existence. It was evident 
then that a failure in the potato crop would 
be equivalent to famine, The nows came 
in the autumn of [845 that the long con- 
tinuance of sunless, wet and cold had im- 
perilled, if not absolutely destroyed, the 
food of a people. Whon the potato failed 
in 1845, the life system of the people seom- 
ed to have given way. Not a county in 
Ireland wholly escaped the potato disease, 
and in 1846 47 the greater part of Ireland 
was in the direst famine. To add to the 
calamity, typhus fover of the most deadly 
form, and also a terrible dysentery, set in. 
Poor Ireland became one vast charnel house, 
In the cottages tho dead lay among the 
living, who were too feeble to carry them 
out.” McCarthy further tells us that ‘*in 
somo districts the parochial authorities at 
last declined to put the ratepayers to the 
expense of coflius for the too frequent 
dead," and the Cork Lvaminer, in the be- 
ginning of 1847, stated that:—‘*In the 
parish of Kilnoe fourteen died on Sunday, 
eleven were buricd without other covering 
than the rags they had on when alive.” 

To relieve this distress he sayg, ‘in every 
great English commupity, from the Me- 
tropolis downwards, subscription lists were 
opened, and the most liberal contributions 
poured in,” National relief associations 
were specially formed in England. Relief, 
indeed, began to be poured in from all 
countries. When the famine was over and 
its results came to be ostimated, it was 
found that Ireland had lost two millions of 
population, We had come down from eight 
millions to six.” 

1t was to endeavor to help this sad con- 
dition of affairs that all the leading men in 
Jroland chartered ships and brought the 
poor wretches to our shores, where we 
could oiler to them pure air, comparative 
plenty andachance of at least subsist- 
ence to those who might survive. They 
came in tens of thousands. The num- 
bera may be es'immated from One part. 
No loss than 31,505 arrived at the “city 
of Toronto from January to 29ch August. 
It is a foul misstatement to say tha’ they 
were shipped to the pest houses of the St. 
Lawrence.’’ We had no pest until they 
broughtit. Onthe llth July there arrived 
at the quarantine station at Grosse Isle 
eleven vessels, containing 4,097 emigrants, 
412 having died on the passage. In August 
three vessels arrived with 1,352, having 
buried at sea 295,one of them having lost no 
loss than 200 on the voyage. We received 
the famished,fever-stricked creatures as hu- 
mane people would. Inall the principal 
cities hospitals were established andjmaintan- 
ed with all the appliances and all the akilled 
attendance which could be given. In this 
city vast hospitals were erected on the Hos- 
pital square, bounded by King, Adelaide, 
John and Peter streets, which were attended 
by our most eminent medical men. On 
August 15th there were 718 in the hospital, 
Aug. 24th, 794, and Aug, 29, 842. There 
wore 71 deaths in the week ending Aug. 29 
At Grosse Islo on July 17th, there wero 
1,813 ia hospital, aud 171 deaths had occur- 
red the week previous. On Auguat 14th 
there were 2,200 in hospital. Oa the 19th 
August the rites of the Roman Catholic 
Church were administered to 150 dying ; 197 
deaths occurred there in the week ending 
24th July. In Montreal on Aug, 16, there 
were 1,237 in hospital, and 32 deaths oc- 
curred, ‘The disease was most loathsome, 
most infectious, aud most deadly. Two of 
our best physicians, Drs. Hamilton and 
Graasett, contracted it, and sacrificed their 
lives in their humane devotion. 

It is then a foul calumy to say that the 
poor Irish were ‘shipped off to the pest 
houses of the St. Lawrence.” Itia equally 
foul to assert that when they died on our 
shorea we denied them decent burial. I 
do not believe that any of them received 
the treatment which this man O'Brien says 
they did, a treatment which Mc Oarthy and 
the Cork Examiner declare they received 
in Ireland. As to the survivors, they 
found a home where they could liye on 
something better than rotten potatoes, and 
where vast numbers, | may say all who 
were industrious, acquired more than the 
bare necessities of life, and where their 
descendants are still living in comfort, 
mavy in affluence. The humanity in send- 
ing these poor creatures to this country 
may be judged by the following extraet 
from an address of the “Loyal National 
Repeal Association of lreland to the Amer- 
ican friends of the suffering Irish,” in 
which they say, **Within your vast terri- 
tories multitudes of our poor countrymen 
have founda home and that prosperity 
which was denied them here.”

7. That the lives of of our best 
citizens were sacrificed in the discharge of 
their humane duties,

In regard to the other two items which go 
to make up the balance of Mr. Conant’s 
statemont, they are so delightfully vague 
that | may be pardoned for refusing to deal 
with them in the absence of more definite 
information. The probability is, how- 
ever, that they are fully as wide of the 
mark as those about which he make such 
positive assertions, and which I have pcint- 
ed out he has only magnified about 500 per 
cent. In my opinion, to put the matter 
very mildly, Mr, Conant is evidently a very 
unreliable guide for the farmers of Canada, 
and | am afraid that if they follow his ad- 
vicd the fate which the good old book says 
will overtake blind people led by blind 
guides will surely be theirs, for they will 
both fall into the pit, 

So fer, Mr. Editor, I have only desired to 
point out the glaring inaccuracy of Mr, 
Conait's statements, and have not touched 
the real question at issue, viz., whether 
comniercial union with the United States 
would be the great and unmixed blessing to 
the Canadian farmer that its promoters are 
trying to make them believe. 

{ have not touched upon the fact that 
while the export of farm products is an im- 
portant one, and itis desirable that we 
should dispose of it in the best market, that 
after all it is but a small proportion of the 
total product of the farm, scarcely 10 por 
cent. of the whole. From my standpoint, 
it seems to be folly for us to spoil the home 
market, which consumes fully nine-tenths, 
for the sake of obtaining access to a market 
that may or may not raise in a small degree 
the value of the other tenth. As I see it, 
the Canadian market is our most important 
one, and is of vastly more importance to us 
than eithor the markets of England or the 
United States. In a future letter, Mr. 
Editor, if you will permit me to occupy so 
much of your space, I will endeavor to point 
out to the farmers of Canada that it is only 
by fostering the mercantile, manufacturing 
and shipping interests of this country, that 
the position of the farming community can 
expect to be improved. Commercial union 
with the United States meuns for the Cana- 
dian farmer wurestricted competition from 
ten times the number of competitors he al- 
ready has, and in my opinion while he might 
gain a few dollars more for the horses and 
the barley he has to dispose of, he would 
loso five times the amount thus gained by 
the depreciation on the rest of the produce 
he has to dispose of. 

The interests of the manufacturer and 
the farmer are so closely interwoven that 
we cannot hurt the former without affect- 
ing ourselves very seriously, and I am sat- 
isfied that the more we examine into this 
subject, and the moro it is ventilated, the 
niore convinced will we all become that 
the true policy of Canada is the one wo 
have been pursuing for tho past eight years, 
viz., that of building up the manufactur- 
ing industries of this country so as to make 
a market at our own doors, if possible, for 
all of our farm produce, If Canada adopts 
cominercial union she will, in my opinion, 
speedily reduce horself to the level of tho 
Woateorn States aad become simply “a 
hewer of wood and drawer of water” to 
the manufacturers of the Eastern States, a 
position that no true Canadian would, 
think, ever desire ocoupy With 
apology for occupying so of

Fow paoplaaiee any adequato idea of 
the rapid extentiéns of the Intercolonial 
Railway system, the great increase in the 
business transacted, or tho awount of work 
done in a yoar., The total mileage in opera- 
tion at the ond of the last railway year wos 
866 roiles, the Dartmouth branch,95 miles, 
having been completed during the year. 
Tho total cost of the road to date is over 44 
million dollava (44,172,743.) This includes 
the section built previous to confederation, 
The earnings last year wore $2,383,200, 
aguinst $1,164,445 in 1876.7; tons of freight 
carried 1,008,645 against 421,527, aud pas- 
songers carried 889,864, against 615,428, 
The freight traftic of the road last year was 
tho largest yet reported in any one year, 
the increase boing eolely in guods carried 
to the upper provinces. The passenger 
traftic last year showed some decrease, ow- 
ing probably to the small pox scare in tho 
upper provinces, and the restrictions put 
upon travel in consequence, Among the 
freight carried last year were 739,091 bris. 
flour, 843,949 bushels grain, 116 million ft. 
lumber, 70,246 head live stook and 769,320 
tons of merchandise freight. There was a 
large decrease in tho lumbor traflic, owing 
to the depressed state of that industry, but 
an increase in othor items, ‘The extent to 
waich the coal traffic with the upper prov- 
inces has grown is illustrated by the fol- 

lowing :

The Intercolonial is equipped with 164 en- 
gines, 11 first class sleeping cars, 69 first 
class cars, 6 second class sleepers,76 second 
class cars, 46 baggage and mail cars, 79 
conductor's vans,1,529 box cara, 1,442 plat- 
form cars, 1,828 coal cara,31 snow plows, 10 
wing plows, and 20 flangers. During the 
past year 169 cars and 2 locomotives were 
rebuilt at the cost of working expenses. 
These locomotives and cars are of much 
preater capacity than thoso they replaced, 
and of course cost considerably more than 
locomotives and cars similar to the old 
ones would have cost. The roadway has 
also been efticiontly maintained. 68 miles 
were laid with new steel rails, 67 pounds 
to the yard, much heavier than the old rails 
taken up. 278,000 new cross ties were 
putin the track and closer together, 60 
miles of the main track were ballasted, 30 
new sidings were put in’ at various points 
along the line, 102 miles of new and 
superior fencing erected, 4 intlea ut pew 
snow fences built and 2,000 ‘meal feet 
of snow shedding rebuilt, turcral new 
station buildings were erected and others 
repaired, 11 new semaphore signals were 
erected, 4 wooden bridges were replaced 
with iron ones and 3 new iron overhead 
bridges were built and the work of improv- 
ing the water supply by putting in 50,000 
gallon tanks was continued. Some of the

AN AWFUL HOLOCAUST, 


Burolog of the Paria Opera Comique, 


SIXTY PERSON KILLED AND IN 


EACITEMENT 


JUKED WILD 


Panis, May 25.—The Opera 
took tire this evening and the whole build- 
ing 14 now wrapped in flames, Several 
persons have been injured, 

LATE! Fourteen persons who jumped 
from the windows are dead, and fori y throe 
were injured. Itis probable that many 
woro crushed to death in the galleries, but 
at prosent this is uncertain, 

Tho fire broke out during the first act of 
the opera ** Mignonne."” One of the wings 
caught fire from a gas jet, and tho entire 
stago was immediately enveloped in flames, 
Tho fire soon spread to the whole house, 
Madamo Ergvillior and MM. Tasquin and 
Boquard were on the stage when the fire 
broke out. All the actors ran out in their 
stage costumes, The audience got out carly, 
but the gas was turned off before all had 
left the building, and it is feared some were 
left in the upper tiers. 

The roof soon fell in, sending showers of 
sparks wround, With the exception of 
Madame Sollier,who perished in the flames, 
all the actors escaped, though several of 
the supernumeraries were injured severely. 

Five bodies have been touad. The body 
of a womau was found with a child clasped 
in her arms. Tho money receipts were 
saved, Tho firemen showed the greatest 
courage. Messrs. Goblet, Thibaudin and 
Gagnon were on the spot soon after the fire 
started and they remained throughout with 
the fire officials, Tho military club ren- 
dered great assistance in the work of rescu- 
ing people. Nineteen persons are now 
known to be dead. Many of these were 
supers. An artifical fire apparatus, which 
had been placed in position in readiness 
for the burning of the palace in the second 
act, rolled down from its place near the roof 
and exploded below. Women half clad 
and carrying their costumes fled from the 
stage screaming. Supers and members of 
the chorus were terrified, and some of the 
latter fled with nothing on but tights. The 
flaines spread withsuch rapidity that in 
fifteen minutes the stage was a vast fur- 
naco, Several of the actors escaped by 
climbing to the roof on the side of the Rue 
Marivanta, where they were rescued. 

The audience was delayed a few minutes 
by the dense smoke and insuflicient light. 
The killed include four firemen. There was 
not afrantic rush in the theatre, but it is 
believed that the staircase became blocked. 
M. Tasquin implored the audience to re- 
main seated until the exits were opened, 
which they did. If they had made a rush 
for the doors the loss of life would have 
been terrible. 

Tho police outside wero unable to re- 
strain the crowd, who besieged the build- 
ing inquiring for friends inside, untila 
military cordon was called. One man who 
wanted to rescue his brother and sister 
raved and tore his hair, and meuaced with a 
stick the people who stopped him from 
rushing into the blazing building. 

The scone outside was one of the wildest 
excitement. Falling embers struck horees 
in tho surrounding streets, causing them to 
plunge and rear, Flames shot out of every 
window, forcing the crowd into the narrow 
streets, where the crush was terrific, A 
figurante says there were 160 persons on 
stage when the fire broke out. She heard 
the glass falling like a hailstorm, but told 
the other girls not to mind it, but while she 
was speaking a columns of flames burst 
through the wings with a roar, and all rush- 
ed pell-mall from the stage. Many police- 
men were injured. It is still unknown how 
many persons were unable to escape from

650. More than that often take place in 
New York city ina'month. And while in 
Ireland the poor law officers are required 
to be present at every eviction, and evicted 
tenants are frequently put back as care- 
takers, here people who can’t or wou't pay 
their rent are thrown out on the street or 
on the road and leit to shift for themsolves. 
Only last week an item was printed in our 
papers telling how a widow and seven chil- 
dren were eyicted in Long Island and left 
with their little effects on the roadside all 
night during a heavy storm, and how they 
were subsequently taken tothe poorhouse, 
where five of the children sickened and 
died.’ 

“And yet, while these things are occur- 
ring in their midst, the New Yorkers are 
savagely berating Irish landlords.”

wero soventy-two people in the Marshalsen 
Prison, owing an aggregate sum of £2092, 
It was arranged, as a fitting celebration of 
the Jubilee, to effect the reloaso of these 
unfortunates by offoring their creditors a 
porcontage of the moneys due to thom, and 
similar movements were made in nearly all 
the important cities and towns throughout 
the land. Neither were the prisoners of 
war forgotten. At Portsmouth tho Jubi- 
leo was celebrated by distributing money 
to the French aud Danish captives who 
were confined on board the prison ships in 
that harbor; and many prisoners of war 
were allowod to return to their native land. 

The royal residence at Windsor was 
paturally the contro of attraction, Thous- 
ands of people, from fifty miles round 
poured into the little Lown, and bods'were 
only procurable at one or two guineas cach, 
[t is characteristic of the popular manners 
of the timo that the chief amusements were 
bull-roasting and bull-baiting, The bull 
for roasting was given by a patriotic citizen, 
who also gave to the poor of Wibdeor one 
hundred quartorn loaves and eight hog 
heads of etrong beer. Windsor was en fete 
on tho 24th of October. A triumphal arch 
was orected in the market-placo, and the 
Bachelors of Windsor paraded the town, 
with colors flying and drums beating, to 
exhibit the carcasses of tho ox and two 
sheop given by the butchors of the town, 
which were to be roasted whole the next 
day. 

At two in the morning of the eventful 
day the ox-roasting commenced, and this 
is how it was done. First of all were two 
immense ranges for the fires, supported by 
brickwork. These ran parallel to each 
other, with a apace botween for the ox, At 
each extremity a triaugle of poles supported 
a beam, from which the carcass was sus- 
pended by achain betweon the fires. The 
ox was ona spit, and fuur mon, two at each 
end, keptit turning, Tho animal's head was 
au naturel, horns and hide complete,and as 
the body was skinned as the body was skin- 
ned and trussed like a rabbit, it must have 
presenteda somewhat ludicrous appearance. 
Underneath 1t was a huge tin dish, and 
above it was auother, perforated with holes, 
in which was placed the melted fat where- 
with to baste it, And the donor, to make 
his gift complete, added a bushel anda half 
of potatoea wherewith to stuff the ox. Out- 
side the fireplaces the sheep were roasted. 

When the ox wasconsidered cooked *‘to 
a turn,” which was about an hour after 
noon the Kingand Queen, with the prin- 
cesses and royal dukes made their appear- 
ance. A pavilion had been erected for 
their accommodation, whence they could 
have a good view of the roasting; but as 
royal curiosity was not suiliciently gratified 
by seeing the operation ata distance, a 
slope, boarded, railed in and guarded by 
Bachelors who had been sworn in as 
constables, was provided, and the royal 
party minutely inspected the barbaric 
cookery. 

Nor were they content with this—they 
must taste it; so butchers, dsessed in blue, 
with silk stockings on their legs,carved for 
them choice portions of the ox, whch had 
now been removed from the fire and placed 
on a large wooden tray. Slices of beef and 
portions of plum pudding were served in 
silvor pavilion; where the Queen and her 
party partook of this repast amidat the 
hearty cheers of the assembled multitude. 

In the evening of the great day a fete 
totk place at Frogmore, where a banquet 
was spread for the illustrioue and noble 
company,

From several years of observyation of the 
different methods employed by women in

When the closets are in ‘‘apple- 
pie order,” she begins with the rooms, tak- 
ing those up stairs firat, one at a time, and 
working her way down tothe cellar. There 
ia no bustle, no confusion, no ‘‘picked- 
up” meals, and consequently, no outbreaks 
of wrath on the part of the men-folks, who 
would not know that house cleaning was 
going on if they were not asked to help 
move heavy furniture out of one room into 
another now and then, and carry out the 
carpets, or bring them in after they had 
been beaten and aired.

LABERNAULE. SERMONS, 


Olmoourdo by Rov. TADeWILt Talmage 


OR. TALMAG=: PREACHES TO THE 
VETERANS OF THE NAVY.---- 
AMERICAN SEAMEN RE- 
MEMBERED ON DE- 
CORATION DAY, 


Brooxtyn, May 292 —Aw this ia the time for 
the Geoorasion of Lhe gtaven of those who fell ip 
the war, tne naval posts invited the Rey. T. De 
Witt Talmage, D. D,, to preach a sermon at the 
Brovk yo Tat orpacie appropiiate to the occasion, 
o« often in the annudl commemoratjon, but tittle 
had been said of those who served in-the navy. 

An American flag adored tae pulpit, and 
the congregation sng With great spirit : 

My country, ‘tis of thee, 
Sweet land of liberty, 

Dr, Talmage’s text was from James iii, 4: 
** Beh: Id also the ships.” He said: 

If this éxclamation Was appropriate about 
1860 years ogo, whon it was written concerning 
the crude fishing sioscks that sailed Lake Gal- 
ilea, how muci mvure appropriate in an age in 
which was lsuuched from tue dey bocka tor pur- 
poses of poace—the Arizona of the Guion Line, 
the City vf Riohmyed ot the Tudian Line, the 
Kgypt of the Nations! Ling, the Germanic, of 
the Whito Star Line, the Uirosasia, of the an- 
chor Live, the Etruria, of the Cunard Line, avd 
the Great Eastern, with tuil six huucred aod 
eighty feet long—not a failure, tor it heiped to 
luy the Atlantic c4ble, and that was enough 
glory fur one ship's existence—and in an age 
which for purposes cf war has launched the 
aciew-sloop Uke the Idaho, the Shenandoah, the 
Osnippes, and our ironclads like the Kalamazoo, 
the Itoanoke and the Dunderberg, and thee 
which haye already been buried in the deep 
like the Moniior, the Housatonic, the Wee 
hawken and the Tecumsen, the tempesta ever 
since soundiug a volley over their watery sepul- 
chres, and the scarred veterans of war shipping 
like the Constitution, orthe Alliance, or the 
Constellation that had swung inte the naval 
yards to spend their last dayr, their decks now 
ali silent ot the feet that trod them, their rig- 
ging oll silent of the hands that clurg to 
them, the port holes silent ofthe brazen throats 
that once thundered out of them. If in the first 
century, when war vessels were depending on 
the oars thut paddled at the sides of them for 
propulsion, my text was suggested, with how much 
inore emphasis, and meaning, overwhelming 
reminiscence we can cry out, as we see the 
Kearsarge lay across the bows of the Alabama 
an4 sink it, teaching foreign nations they had 
better keep their hand off our American fight, 
or a8 we see the ram Albemarle, of the Contfed- 
erates, running in and out the Koanoke, and up 
and down the coast, throwing everythng into 
confusion as no other craft ever did, pursued by 
the Miami, the Ceres, the Southtield, the Sas- 
secus, the Mattabesett, the Louisiana, the 
Minnesota and other armed vessels all trying 
in vain to catch her untill Captain Cushing, 
tweoty-one years ago, and his men blew her up, 
himself and only one other escaping, and as I 
see the flagship Hartford, and the Richmond, 
and the Monongahela with other gunoboats, 
sweep past the batteries of Port Hudson,and the 
Mississippi flowa free to all northern and south- 
ero cratt, L cried out with a pitriotic emotion 
that I cannot suppiess, if I wea, ais would 
not if I could : ** Behold alow th oh pa” 

At the annual decoration of giove , uorth and 
south, among Federals and Gouieueiates, full 
justice has been done to the memory of those 
who fought on the land in our sad cuntest, but 
not enough has been said of those who on ship's 
deck dared and suffered all things, Lord God of 
the rivers and the sea, help mein this sermon! 
So, ye admirals, commodores, commanders. cap- 
tains, pilots, ,uuners, uriaprais| surgeons, Bto- 
kers, iessmates aod seamen of all names, to use 
your own parlance, we might as well get under 
way and stand out towards sea, Let all land- 
lubbers go asbore. Full speed now! Four bells! 

Never since the sea fight of Lepanto, where 
three hundred royal galleys manned by fitty 
thousand warriors, at sunrise, September 6, 1571, 
met two hundred and fifty royal galleys man- 
ned by one hundred and twenty thousand men, 
and in four hours of battle eight thousand fell 
on one side and twenty-tive thousand on the 
other; yea, never since the day when at Actiom, 
$1 years before Christ, Augustus with two hun- 
cred and sixty ships scattered the two hundred 
and twenty ships Mark Antony and gained 
universal dominion as the prize; yea, since the 
day when at Salamis the twelve hundred galleys 
of the Persians, manned by five hundred 
ousand men, were crushed by the Greeks 
with less than a third of that force; yea, 
never since the time of Noah, the firat ship 
captain, has the world seen such a miraculons 
création as that of the American nayy in 1861. 
Th re were about two hundred available seamen 
in all the nayal stations and receiving ships, 
and here and there an old vessel, Yet orders 
wore givea to bleckade 3,500 miles of sea 
coast, greater than the whole coast of Kurope, 
and, besides that, the Ohio, Tennessee, Camber- 
land, Mississippi, and other great rivers, covering 
anextent of two thonssnd mere miles, were to bse 
patrolled, Io wonder the whole cjvilized world 
burst into guffaw of laughter at the seeming 
impossibility, Butthe work was done, done 
alinoat immediately, done thoreughly, and done 
with a speed and consummate skul that eclipsed 
all the history of naval architecture, What 
brilliant achievements are suggested by the 
mere mention of the names of the rear admirals. 
It all they did should be written, every one, I 
suppose that eyen the world itself could not 
contain the books that should be written, But 
these names haye not received the honors due, 
The most of them went to their graves under 
the cannonade of all the forts, navy yards and 
mon-of-war, the flugs of all the shipping and 
capitals at half mast. 

But Lrecite to-day tho deeds of our naval 
heroes who have nos yet xeceived appropriate 
recognition, ‘‘ Behold also the ships.” As wo 
will never know what out national prosperity is 
worth until we realize what it coat, Lrecall the 
vorecited fact thatthe men of thenavy ranjespec- 
jalriske, “hey had not onlythe human weaponry 
to contend with, but the tides, the foe, the 
storm, Not like other ships could they ran into 

harbor at the approach of an equinox, or a cy 
clone, or a hurricane, because the harbors were 
hostile, A miscalculation of a tide might leave 
him on a bar, and o fog might overthrow all 
the plans of wisest commodore and admiral 
and accident might leave them, not on the lanc 
ready tor an ambulance, but at the bottom of 
the sea, as when the torpedo blew up the Te- 
cumseh, in Mobile bay, and nearly at on board 

yerished. ‘They were at the mercy of the At- 

[atic and Pacific oceans, which have no mercy, 
Such tempests as wrecked the Spanish armen 
might any day swoop upon the squadron, No 
hiding behindthe earthwork. No digging in 
the cavalry spura at the sound of retreat, 
Mightier than all the fortresses on a!l the coas‘s, 
js the ocean when it boimnbards a flotilla, In 
the cemeteries of Federal and Confederate dead 
are the bodies of most of those who fell on 
the land, But where those are who went down 
in the war vesselé will not bo known until the 
soa gives up its dead. The Jack tara knew that 
while loving arma might carry the men who fall 
onland and bury them with solemn liturgy, 
and the honors of war, for the bodies of those 
who dropped from the ratlines into the sea or 
went down with allon board under the stroke 
ot a gunboat there remains the shark and the 
whale and the endless toasng of the sea which 
cannot rest. Elow will you find their graves tor 
’ thia national decoration ? Nothing but the 
archangel’s trumpet shall reach their lowly bed, 
A few of them havo been gathered into naval 
cemoterigs of the land and you will garland the 
sod that covers them, but who will put flowers 
on the fallen crew of exploded Weatfield and 
Shawsheen, and the sunken Southfield and the 
Winfield Soott, Bullets threatening in front, 
bombs threatening from above, torpedoes threat 
ening from beneath and the ocean with its repu 
tation of six thousand years of shipwreck lying 
all around, am I not right in saying it required 
& apecial courage for the navy?

With such anticipation, O ye veterans of the 
Amer'can navy | I charge you to bear up under 
the aches and weakuessex that you still carry 
from the war times. You are not as stalwart 
as you would have been but for that terrific ex- 
posure, Let every ache and pain, instead of de- 
pressing, remind you of your fidelity, ‘be sink. 
ing of the Weehawken off Morris island, Dec. 6, 
1863, was a mystery. She was not under fire, 
Ihe rea was not rough. But Admiral Dablgren 
from the deck of the flag steamer Philadelphia 
eaw her gradually sinkiog, and finally she struck 
the ground, but the flag still floated above the 
wave in the sight of the shipping. It was after- 
wards found that she sank from weakness 
through injuries rec-ived in previous tervice, 
Her plates had been knocked loose in previous 
time. So you have in nerve and muscle, and 
bore, and dimmed eyesight, and difficult hear- 
ing, and shortn+ss of breath, inany intimations 
that you are gradually going down.

Good cheer, my boys! The memory of mano 
is poor and all that talk about the conutry 
never forgetting those who foneht for it is an 
untruth, Jt does forget. Witness how the 
yecerans sometimes have to turn the hand-orgahs 
on the street to got their families aliving. Wit- 
ness how ruthlessly some of them bave been 
turned out of office that some bloat of a_poli- 
tician might take their place. Witness the fact 
that there is not a man or a woman how under 
thirty years of age who has any full appreciation 
of four years’ martyrdom of 1861 to 1865 in- 
clusive, But white men may forget, God never 
forgets, He remembers the swimging hammock. 
He remembers the forecostle. He remembers 
the frozen ropes of that January tempest He 
remembers the amputotion without sufficient 
ether. He remembere the horrors of that deaf- 
ening night when forta from both sides belched 
on you their fury and the heavens glowed with 
the ascending and descending missi'es of death, 
aud your ship quaked under the recoil of the 
one hundred pounder, while all the gunners, 
according to cominand, stood on tiptoes with 
mouth wide open lest the concussion shatter 
hearing or brain He remembers it all better 
than you remember it, and in some shape re- 
ward will ba given. God is the best cf all pay- 
masters, and for these who do their whole duty 
to Him and the world the pension awarded is

Furpay, May 27. 

Mr, McCarthy today introduced his 
bill for the protection of railway employes. 
Th) object of the measure is to compel 
railway companios to do what is necessary 
for the protection of their employes, and 
the bill is drawn mainly on the lines of the 
act passed by the Ontario Logislature, In 
fact, the main object is to make the On- 
tario mesure applicable to other than pro- 
vincial railways. 

Hon. Mr. White introduced a bill to 
amend the Dominion Lands Act. Tbis 
measure deals principally with the work- 
ing of the department, aud does not pro- 
pose any material alteration with the land 
laws. One new provision is that where a 
settler makes entry he must declare under 
whieh system ho will enter, Another de- 
clares that an abandoned homestead can 
only be taken by an actual settler, A 
slight change is proposed in the matter of 
second homesteading.

Chinese medical book, He says, concern- 
ing dragons’ bones: é 

‘The bones are found on banks of rivers 
and in caves of the carth, places whore tho 
dragon died, and can be collected at any 
time.” 

In the far north, ‘‘dragons’ bonos” were 
yery common, but they were usually con- 
sidered there to have belonged to gigantic 
birds. To prove their belief, the nativos 
showed tho claws, three or four foet long, 
of these monsters, which, if they had over 
existed, must have far exceeded in sizo tho 
roc of the *tArabian Night.” Quaint tales 
of these were told on winter evenings, per- 
hape, to native boys and girla; and Jittle 
reason had the children to doubt them, for 
the claws wore so plentiful that their 
fathors used thom, os tho Chukches of 
Kostern Siberia do strips of whalebone, to 
make their bows, wnich they used for hunt- 
ing, more elastic. 

Finally, an English naturalist, while 
atudying Chinese folk-lore, made the dis- 
covery that the ‘dragons’ bones and teeth 
were no more nor less than the remains of 
a great extinct rhinoceros. Soon aftor, a 
scientist travelling in Northorn Siberia 
heard the natives talking about the gigantic 
birds I have jast mentioned, and being 
shown a ‘‘claw,” he saw that it, too was in 
reality a horn of a monster rhinoceros that 
in past ages had lived in the far-off land of 
ice. — From ‘A Frozen Dragon,” by Charles 
Frederick Holder, in St, Nicnotas for 
Apry. 


Man-Eating Tigers, 


Within a few years, in the vicinity of 
the market town of Lake Crook, Canton, 
China, more than a score of people are 
said to have been killed by tigers. The 
most frequent victims are wood gatherers, 
who go off to the hills for fire-wood. Two 
years ago ole was encountered near a vil- 
lage in this region aud surrounded by thirty 
men, who attacked him with various weap: 
ons. He wasshot inthe mouth and his 
teeth broken, but this did not prevent his 
killing two men and seriously wounding 
two others before he was finaly despatched, 
The year before the following scenes occur: 
redina village adjacont: In the evening 
a woman and her daughter in-law were at 
work in their house, when suddenly a tiger 
appeared, cavyht up the mother-in-law, 
who was nearest the door, and made off up 
the hill. The daughter-in-law raised the 
alarm, but tho neighbors, frightened for 
themselves, only shut their doors more 
closely, lest he should attack them. Owing 
toaslight rain thathad fallen the pro- 
vious day the tiger was easily traced. He 
had gone up the hill and thrown the body 
over a steop precipice into a deep ravine. 
There it was half eaten. The son, as filial 
duty required, must get it at all risks. 
With difficulty he deacended and fastened 
a rope about it, so thatitcould be drawn 
up. They then buried the body and went 
home. In the evening the tiger returned 
to the village, but all the people were then 
safely losked in their houses. He roared, 
so tho people said, until the earth shook, 
but could not get at his prey. 


Name-Carving at Harrow School, 

The old echoolhouse at Harrow is still 
standing. Thero is a room downstairs 
where all the boys in the carly days had 
their classes. But now it is only used two 
or three times a week, when masters and 
scholars assemble in it for prayers. It 
isa long, narrow room, with high, old- 
fashioned windows. The walls are wains- 
coted, and all over the wainscoting and on 
the benches and desks, on the masters’ 
tables, and even on the head-master’s chair, 
schoolboys for the last three hundred years 
have caryed their names. Some of these 
names are large and sprawly. others small 
and neat; and they are so close together 
that there is no space left for any new 
ones to be added. On ono side, in very 
large Iétters, Byron’s name is cut in two 
different places, and near it is that of Peel, 
the great English statesman, The boys 
were really forbidden to do this; and every 
name, you may be sure, represents a good 
punishment. But the masters are now glad 
that the boys were disobedient; for many 
became famous in after life, and their 
school-boy carvings are pointed out with 
pride. Harrovians, as Harrow boys are 
called, now have their names carved for 
them on new panels fastened to the wall 
for the purpose, andthey think it quite an 
honor.—From ‘' Harrow-on the-Hill,”” by 
Elizabeth Robins Pennell in Sv.

Pho Results of the eoent Excavations 
at Busa, 


—_— 


We had reached a dopth of nearly four 
toon feot withoub finding anything exc pt 
some fine funeral urns, covered wach with 
round sloue stoppers, ouch containing a 
skolvton, when the pick of one of tho work- 
mon all at once laid bare a bed of queer 
white-colored materials which looked like 
agclomerated concrete. Heaven bo praised! 
One side of these parallolopipeds was coated 
with colored enamel, 

‘Phe troneh was directed parallel with the 
fagide of the jpialace, and tho movhodical 
excavation convivued for about 200 fout, 
with a breadth of 26 feet. One month lator 
We Wore able to pul together on the floor 
of our tent the eudniels composing magnifi- 
cent lious in low relief, each measuring six 
foot in height and over eleven foot from the 
tip of the nose to the ond of the tail. The 
animal stands cub ayainst a turquoise blue 
background ; tho body is white, the head 
surrounded by a sortof preou victorine, the 
mustache blue and yellow, the dauks white, 
the belly blue.... 

Te the right of the room it was easy to 
soo that there was au interruption in the 
deposit of onamelled debrin, iidicating the 
position of & vast cutrance ; finally the 
position of the bricks, and of the unbaked 
clay walla »gainst which they were fixed, 
showed that tho lions, nine in number, had 
crowned a pylon, aud had fallen on to the 
payed floor of the court, breaking the tiles 
situated below the ehamolled bricks, and 
leaving intact those which had not bcrne 
the shock of the fall. Mixed up with the 
bricks we found a skeleton crushed by the 
fall of the masonry, 4 marvellous opal seal 
which once belonged to Xerxes, a cone of 
carved ivory, and a thousand utensils, 

These discoyeries were the most im- 
portant of the whole campaign. Tho east 
trenches, however, gave us some entirely 
new information about the ancient fortifi- 
cations, and furnished a contingent of var- 
ious objects, such as spear-heads, tear 
bottles, bronze and terra-cotta lamps, en- 
graved stones, bronze coins, and a series of 
funeral urns arranged in files, and often 
one row on the top of another. 

The excavations alongside the pylones 
onabled us to find the base of the surround- 
ing wall and a fortified door. This open- 
ing was based, contrary to the usage, on 
terra-cotta foundations. Never, since the 
beginning of the excavations, had we met 
with an ancient wall built with similar 
materials, and heaven knows how anxious- 
ly we had sought for such a precious guide. 
Monsieur Dieulafoy thought at once of the 
palace of Darius, destroyed, according to 
the account of Artaxerxes Mnemon, in the 
reign of his great ancestor—a palace of 
which the pavement had been found at an- 
other point. He was not mistaken. All 
our efforts wero then yoncentiated on this 
part of the excavations, wil soon our 
workmen succeeded in taking wut, frayment 
by fragment, the frieze of archers, which 
in a few months the public will be able to 
admire in the Louvre Museum. 

The bricks composing this frieze, unlike 
those of the lion, did not affect the form of 
parallelopipeds. They were flat and 
square, and made a kind of concrete com- 
bining the whiteness of plaster with the 
hardness of stone, The subject painted 
on the edge and treated with minute care 
was very diflicult to recompose. Ono day 
we discovered a hand, the next day a foot 
with a golden boot; finally the onamels 
became abundant, and we were able, aided 
by the continuity of the subject and by 
the way it was cut out into rectangular 
sections, to reconstitute a personage form- 
ing part of a bass-relief representing a 
procession of archers. 

The warriors are figured in profile and 
marching ; on their shoulders rest a bow 
and an immense quiver; they carry a 
javelin terminating in a silver pomegran- 
ate. Tho vestments are all cut after the 
same pattern, They are composed of a 
robe slit in front, of a short shirt with 
long sleeves, drawn in round the waist by 
a belt, and a round jacket closed over the 
breast. A rich band of ornament trims the 
hem of the garments. Tho stulls are dif- 
ferent. Some aro golden yellow embroid- 
ered with blue and green daisies ; others 
have a white ground, and bear on 4 
black escytcheon a picture of the citadel 
of Sysa; sometimes the robes are white, 
and coyered with flowers and stars aet off 
hy a black background ; the shirt is black 
or yellow; the. hoots gold or blue. The 
archers. are crowned with a green torsade, 
and bedecked with gold ear-rings and brace- 
lets. Their skin i& black; the -eyes are 
drawn as if they were\geon full face; the 
nose is arched ; the lips thiipand narrowly 
edged with carmine. The curled board is 
relatively short; the hair is curly only at 
the end, The cuneiform inscriptions on 
the enamel, which concerns archers, still 
contain, in spite of their mutilation, the 
name of ** Darius King" in Persian, in 
Median, and in Assyrian, and the following 
characteristic phrage ; ** Olang nama parso 
(a Persian by the name of Otanes.) -These 
fragments are yery precious, for, in the 
absence vf more precise archieological in- 
formation, they suflico to date the monu- 
ment. 

The anthropological studies of Professor 
Houssay on tho present inhabitants of 
Susiana, and the examination of the well- 
preservod skeletons discovered in tho funer- 
al urna, furthermore tend to show that 
within the past oighteon years tho anatomic 
charactoriatica of the black races have beon 
continually growing woaker, vhough thoy 
may atill be found in all the townsfolk of 
Arabistan.

part of tho system of fortifications. 
{ admiro the enamelled hand-rail; | 
mount tho steps, so casy that they 


might be mounted on horseback, and ] 
reach the outer court, bounded on the east 
and west by the ramparts. Porticocs sup 
ported by pillars and decorated with fan- 
taatic animals occupy the middle of the 
Wings, facing the stairway is an opening 
flanked by two pylones, faced white and 
roke mosaic, and surmounted by a mag- 
nificent procession of enamelled lions, 
Before crossing the threshold of the inner 
court I perceive the throne-room. 

The throne-room was isolated from all the 
surrounding constructions on the south by 
the inner court, on the north, the east, and 
the west by a gentlesloping road reserved 
for the royal chariots, which mounted there 
from the plain to the top of the platform, 
Tho threo colonnades of the palace and 
their bicophalous capitals escaped the view 
of visitors, unless they caught a glimpse of 
them through the large openings place at 
their extremities. For that matter they 
had fall leisure to admire the elegance and 
the majesty before penetrating into the 
royal precincts, inasmuch as the throne- 
room dominated with its whole height the 
fortifications on the north. In the time of 
Darius the walls must have been adored 
with processions of warriors, and with end- 
leas inscriptions —Madame Jane Diewafoy, 
in Harper's Magazine for June,

FRUM A FARMER'S POINT OF VIEW. 


Tho excellent letter of Mr. Wm. Kay, a 
farmor and a Reformer, to which we gave 
publicity in a recent issuo, thoroughly ex- 
poses the dishonest statements of the *tcom- 
mercial reciprocity” propagandists, who are 
endeavoring to ruin Canada commorcially 
in! order to secure the annexation of the 
Dominion to the United States, under the 
specious pretext of absolutely free trade 
with the neighboring Republic. Tho pro- 
ject, as wo have previously stated, is an old 
one—it has been discussed and rejected by 
our, people as utterly impracticable—but it 
is now being engincored more vigorously, 
persistently and unscrupulously than ever 
before by that renegade Canadian Mr. Eras- 
tus Wiman, of New York, and a syndicate 
of United States capitalists, who would 
profit very largely by the destruction of 
Canadian manufactures and the transfer of 
Canadian commerce to New York and other 
large cities in the neighboring country. 
Mr. Wiman has arranged his ‘‘plan of cam- 
paign” with great ability. After securing 
a monopoly of the telegraph service of 
after having thrown to Toronto a 
sprat-in the shape of public baths—Mr. 
Wiman began to figure as a most patriotic 
Canadian. He organized a Canadian 
Club in New York, spent some money 
in. housing the Club,-.and in enter- 
tainments, which were very fully reported 
over his telegraph lines, he being of 
course tle central figure. Then he in- 
vested largely in Staten Island property, 
advertised himself in connection with a 
base ball club which played on his grounds 
and with Buffalo Bill’s show, which also 
exhibited there, and added immeutely to 
the value of his Staton Island real estate 
by securing a charter for the building of a 
railway bridge across the channel which 
separates the island from the State of New 
Jersey? The bridge will be used by the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railway Company, 
which Mr, Wiman has induced to secure 
connection with New York by that means, 
and thus Staton Island becomes the New 
York terminus of this vast railway system 
—one of the largest in the United States, 
Being thus in a position to handle the cum- 
merce of Canada, Mr. Wiman has revealed 
himself in his true colors. Ho has caused 
his patriotic regard for the country of his 
birth to assume the phase of securing its 
annexation to the country of his adoption, 
and starting this propaganda with charac- 
teristic vigor, he some time ago secured the 
support of the two leading daily journals of 
Toronto. Now he proposes to invado our 
territory in person, and to cast his cun- 
ningly-devised bait before the Canadian 
public. 

Were Mr. Wiman to tome boldly for- 
ward and advocate annexation as did that 
other eminent American-Canadian George 
W. MeMaullen—who wos probably his emis- 
sary, sent to sound the pulse of the farmers 
of Canada in the distinctively rural county 
of Prince Edward—his mission would be as 
flat a failure as that. of O'Brien, the Irish 
agitator, who.came with the ayowed pur- 
pose of driving the Governor General out 
of the country but was glad to got the pro- 
tection of the police to prevent being him- 
self forcibly ejected from Ontario. Hoe has. 
however, chosen to avoid the topic of poli 
tical annexation and to advocato instead 
thereof commercial annexation, the carry- 
ing out of which project would affect the 
ultimate object which it is his desire to 
achiove.

The Scotch Mino Horror, 


OVER SEVENTY LIVES LOS’—A LARGE NUM- 
BERK RESCUED, 


Guascow, May 28,—The latest intelli- 
gonco Trom Udaton pit shows that 45 miners 
who were imprisoned in the upper seam 
were rescued, ne of them died after he 
was brought to the surface, and the others 
were suffering from the shock and the effects 
of the fire damp. Seventy men in the 
lower seam, where the explosion occurred, 
are doubtless dead. Seventy men are atill 
imprisoned in the middle seam and it is 
hoped they can be saved. They can be 
heard calling for help. Rescuers are mak- 
ing frantic exertions to reach them, Udaton 
pit is situated in one of the most fiery dis- 
tricts in Scotland. Miners from all the 
collieries in the neighborhood have hurried 
to the scene. Tho pit is surrounded by 
weeping women and children, Vive bodies 
thus far have been recovered. 

Communication was opened yeaterday 
afternoon with the middle seam and a 
number of miners entombed there were re- 
scued alive, although Much prostrated from 
firedamp. Fiye of the men found in the 
seam were dead when the rescuers opened 
it. 

The lcwest seam has been reached too 
late to rescue any of the miners who were 
at work there. Not one of the unfortunate 
men were found aliye. The total number 
of lives lost by the explosion is believed to 
be 75.

England when the Romans Came 
There, 


At the firat coming of the Romans by 
far the larger part of the country was prob 
ably covered with wood During the cen 
turies of Roman occupation some of the 
leas dense parte of the woodland were clear- 
ed, In driving their magnificent straight 
highways through the ¢ ountry the Roman 
legionaries felled the troos for 70 yards on 
each side of them to secure thon from the 
arrows ofa lurking foe, Se stupendous 
was tholaborinvolved in this task that 
they gladly avoided forests whore that was 
possible, and sometimes even swung thoir 
roads to right or left to keep clear of thease 
formidable obstacles, For many hundreds 
of years aftor the departure of the legions 
vast tracts of primeval foreat remained as 
impenetrable barriers between different 
tribes. In these fastnesses the wolf, brown 
bear, and wild boar still found a secure re- 
treat. Even as Jate as the twelfth century 
the woods to the north of London swarmed 
with wild boars and wild oxen. Every- 
where, too, the broken men of the com- 
munity betook themselves to the impene- 
trable retreats, where they lived by the 
obaso, and whence they issued for plunder 
and bloodshed. The forests were thus 
from time immemorial a singularly im- 
portant element in the topography, They 
have now almost entirely disappeared, and 
their former sites haye as yet only been 
partially determined, though much may 
doubtless still be done in making our

Watches Witbout Hands, 

The construction of watches without 
hands has lately attracted some attention, 
the usual hands being replaced by figures 
denoting the hour and minute, which ap- 
pear at openings in the dial plate ; the 
mechanism is simple, and only a few more 
parts are required than in an ordinary 
watch, Two wheels are.used to denote the 
minutes—one which moyes forward once 
in a minute, being geared to a second one, 
marked with the ten minute figures, and 
eyery ten minutes a toothon the first 
wheel ongages with the teeth on the sec- 
ond, moving it forward one figure. Thus 
every minute of the hour is shown on the 
face of the watch, and, at its completion, 
both minute wheels show two ciphers, 
and are ready to begin the round aguin ; 
the houris shown onaseparate wheel, 
and au ordinary hand indicates the sec- 
onds. Of the advantages of this kind of 
watch, it 1s romarked that few people read 
the time of an ordinary watch accurately, 
and, if the experiment is tried of glancing 
at the face inthe usual manner, and then 
naming the time, it would be found that 
an errorof from half a minute to three 
minutes will be gonerally made, With 
the new watch it is claimed no error can 
possibly occur and there is the added ad- 
vantage that, at the end of every minute, 
an audible click is sounded as the number 
changes, by which one can measure short 
intervals of time, even at night.

The Hanlan Gaudaur Race, 


UWO CANADIANS SCULLING FOR THE AMENICAN 
CHAMPIONSHIP =—GAUDAUL BEATS THAN 
LAN—THE KECOKD NROKEN 
WY HOTH MEN 

The sculling match between Bdward 
Ilintan and Jacob Goudaur for 85,000 and 
the champicnship of Americs took place 
over a three mile course With a turn on 
Calumet Lake, Llincis, on May 80th, and 
was won by Gaudaur, The Mail gives the 
following account of the race 

By the time both men had taken their 
respective positions m their shells, the rain 
was coming down ia & 8hower and the eur 
face of tho lake became badly wrinkied, 
making the course anythiog but a amooth 
one, The wind also, long before the turn 
was reachod, was blowing rather stiffly 
against the men, All these conditions 


naturally wilitated against anything like an 
approach to a fair record, but everybody was 
surprised, after the finish,to know that the 
best record heretofore made had been 
smashed, not only by the winner, but by 
the loser. Gaudaur's best time, and the 
hest on record, was made in 1886 on White 
Bear Lake, viz , 19 54, and this he broke 
to day with a splendid performance in 19.- 
30, while Hanlan came to the finishing post 
six seconds later. This is better time by 
both men than had been made iu any other 
race. Both men had reached such a mus- 
oular perfection that under better natural 
conditions they would have lowered their 
great records by severul seconds. 

After Referee Busby had passed over the 
course hoe perfected the preliminaries in the 
is race by appointing Joseph Rogers, of 
Toronto, and Jacob Humpf, of St. Louis, 
time-keepers. Both men were then order- 
ed out. 

Gaudaur was the firat to make his ap- 
pearance, in a Ruddock shell Sl feet 6 
inches in Jength and 114 inches beam. His 
weight was 178 pounds and he looked to be 
in the finest possinle condition, His colors 
were cherry and black and his outcoming 
was the signal for a tremendous outburat 
of applause, Jt was fully a quarter of an 
hour later when Hanlan made his appear- 
ance, He was cheered, if anything, more 
vociferously than his opponent was. Han- 
lan was in a Biaikie shell, having the same 
length as Gaudaur's boat, but a beam of 
only ten inches anda depth of six. His 
weight was 166 pounds, and he wore the 
colors which he has carried to victory in 
many a contest—dark blue and scarlet, 

Promptly at 5.01 the signal for the start 
was givon, aad both men struck the water 
instantaneously, Gaudaur got the nose of 
his boat ahead of Hanlan at the first stroke, 
but before Hanlan had taken four strokes 
his shell had shot in front of his opponent 
by a quarter of a length. Gaudaur seemed 
deliberate and conlident, and never for a 
moment even lost his head. Hanlan start- 
ed off with a killing stroke, pulling 42 to 
the minute, while Gaudaur pulled 38 to 
the minute. This gait was held for the 
first mile, but, strange to say, Hanlan was 
unable to shake off his opponent. He had 
evidently started out to crush Gaudaur 
before the mile was finished, but soon gave 
itup, A drizzling rain was now falling. 

As the turn was neared the Toronto man 
sottled down to a 35-pace and Gaudaur 
was pulling once more, The tormer was 
the first to hold for the turn, which he did 
in ten mins,, while Gaudaur held for it 
about six seconds later. Hanlan turned in 
10;02 and Gaudaur in 10:12 This was re- 
markable time, considering the wind and 
water, and has never been equalled. 

When thepistol shots announced the turn, 
the great crowd sent up a lusty shout. 
Gaudaur was the first to get straightened, 
but inside of three lengths Hanlan had 
caught and passed him. “‘Hanlan once more 
was rowing 40 strokes ‘and Gaudaur™ still 
stuck to bis 36 gait. Each stroke of 
the St. Louis sculler sent ‘is shell 24 
feet towards the finish. © I}an'an’s strokes 
fell about a foot less. Phe ia tey led up 
to the two-mile mark, and the iain wus 
pouring a torrent, the water being very 
rough. Gaudaur was slowly but surely 
creeping up at every stroke and at the two 
mile point he got his boat’s prow in front 
of Hanlan’s. From this point the race was 
approaching the acme of excitement. 
Everyone was oblivious to the fact that 
two men were rowing as none had ever 
rowed before. When Hanlan saw Gau- 
daur’s Herculean efforts he increased his 
40 stroke to 42. Gaudaur was working a 
strong 38 stroke, and he never ceased until 
he saw that he had his opponent beaten. 

Whien within half a mile of the finish it 
was evident to all that Hanlan was defeat- 
ed, but the latter held on to the race, never 
getting below a 38 stroke. Gaudaur had 
increased his lead of one length to fully 
three, and then reduced ‘his pace to 36 
atrokes. At this point Hanlan worked like 
mad and pulled 42 great strokes for the pur- 
pose of overtaking Gandaur, but the lead 
was only lessened one length and Gaudaur, 
with a powerful stroke, shot ahead and 
once more got three lengths. Hanlan then 
made one supreme effort, but the St. Louis 
man was watching for this, and with just 
24 strokes shot his shell over the line, de- 
feating Hanlan by three and one-half 
lengths. 

Cheer after cheer rent the air, and the 
contestants were soon surrounded by a wet 
and enthusiastic crowd, but both men 
were hustled to their hotels, 

Hanlan was seen shortly after the race 
by a representative of the Mui, to whom 
ho said ;—‘*I was fairly and squarely beat- 
en because Gaudaur’s was a better boat. 
My boat set too low in the water, and I 
had the hardest kind of work to keep its 
nose out. Gaudaur isa hard man. | shall 
row and beat Beach in Australia, He 
never mado the time both of us made te- 
day, and I oan beat him easily.” 

Jacob Gaudaur, the victor, said to your 
representative : “* 1 never rowed such a 
hard race in my life. It was much faster 
time than my race with Beach, and I fully 
believe that if Beach had been on that 
course with us he would haye bean third 
man, You see the water was rough, Go- 
ing down a head wind was blowing. Now, 
on the Thames the rough water was bad 
enough, but we had no head wind to row 
against. Jam in much better training 
now, and I could row on the Thames to 
much better advantage.”
